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Story Continued from Page 1 
forces are out there in the real 
world that make the sale of il- 
legal drugs so alluring - in spite 
of the costs that must be paid in 
more ways than one. 


We sat on either side of a wall 
near a doorway in an out of the 
way locale, so I never saw him 
(and that is the only piece of in- 
formation that will be given out) 
and he never saw me. 


He’s making a new life for 
himself now in Belleville, he 
says. One in which he has to deal 
with a regular job and “‘regular”’ 
wages and the temptation that 
money can be made in the 
thousands at the drop of a hat if 
he wanted to. 


“I always wanted more,” he 
said, explaining that the oppor- 
tunity to be a part of the “high 
lifestyle’ that comes with the 
money to be made in dealing in 
illegal drugs, was reason enough 
to become involved.

As he became more and more 
trusted by his’ business 
associates he took on more 
responsibility and soon was 
dealing with many thousands of 
dollars worth of product at a 
time.

The ‘trust factor’’ soon 
became crucial to his survival in 
a business in which no one can 
be counted on 100 per cent. 

“There is always violence 
within the ranks,”’ he readily ad- 


mitted, noting it can be 


dangerous “‘if you deal with the 
wrong kind of people.”’ 

“I've had experiences with

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Trading in illegal drugs is not only big business - 
it is most often big business that supports it and 
demands it, said an ex-drug trafficker in an ex- 
clusive interview with Quinte Weekly News. 

Doctors, lawyers, professionals with money, are 
the ones buying these illegal drugs. They have the 


money to doit, he said. 


And “‘doing drugs” is not just 
a “recreation”’ for these people, 
it is a lifestyle in the city for 
some families. 

“I know eight, nine and 10- 
year-olds who are smoking dope 
with their fathers,” he said. 

The image of a sleazy back 
street individual “doing drugs” 
is overdone. It exists but is not 
a big part of the illegal drug 
scene in cities across the coun- 
try, including Belleville. 


Everything from soft drugs 
such as pot, oil and hash are 
available here and it’s easy to 
get into harder drugs, he stated. 

Based on his knowledge as an 





ex-drug trafficker, he says there 
is some use of soft drugs in the 
the public schools but not “‘On a 
grand scale.” 

Belleville high schools are a 
different story.“‘Cocaine is real 
strong in the area,” he said. 

“If the cops could get an 
undercover student in the high 
schools, they might be able to 
get at the big guys,” he said. 

‘Drugs are here to stay,” he 
stated. 

He contends that the govern- 
ment just doesn’t handle the 
situation properly. For every il- 
legal drug trafficker taken off 
the streets there are many more 
individuals to replace him, he 
explained. 


Drugs are BIG business 


“If it’s not me it’s someone 
else out there selling,” he com- 
mented. 


Looking back at that period of 
his life, the ex-drug trafficker 
told Quinte Weekly News, “I 
wish I hadn't got into it.”’ 

“Once in the fast lane it’s 
hard to get out,”’ he admitted. 
Having $500 daily for spending 
money is hard to do without. 

Why did he talk to this writer 
about the illegal drug business? 

Because “the impression out 
there is that its kids and 
assholes on the street,’’ he said. 
But it’s not - its business people 
and professionals who are ‘do- 
ing drugs,’’’ he said. 

It’s going to take more man- 
power, more hours out there, 
and more knowledgeable people 
in the government to deal with 
the illegal drug problem, he 
Said. 

“The police are just beating 
their head against the wall,”’ he 
concluded.

But Picton is more than heritage. It is a thriving county 
market town and a tourist area that may be on the verge of 
becoming a tourist mecca like Niagara on the Lake. To those 
who care about Picton as a place to live, the thought of becom- 
ing a tourist mecca like Niagara on the Lakeis troubling. _ 

Town Councillor Bob Clapp and Town Reeve Marilyn 
Robins, co-chairmen of the sesquicentennial committee, shared 
some of those concerns in a recent conversation. While they 
like the flow of tourists that helps feed the town’s economy, 
they don’t want to see the town they live and work in becom- 
ing just another tourist town. 

In Niagara on the Lake, the tourists have taken over. Their 
buses jam the streets in summer and there isn’t room for 
another vehicle or another person in the town. The tourist 
boutiques have crowded out local businesses. There are no 
shoe stores, for example, and no hardware stores to serve the 
local residents who live there year round. 

Picton started with a hotel for weary travellers and grew asa 
shipping point for local agriculture. For 150 years since its in- 
corporation, it has been a working town. Farmers have come to 
Picton to sell the fruits of their harvests and to purchase the 
goods they needed. Retailers provide goods and services as 
well as jobs to the residents of the town and the surrounding 
area. Doctors and lawyers and veterinarians and dentists prac- 
tice their professions at the county seat. The townspeople can 
still buy shoes and hardware without going out of town. 

And that’s the kind of town Mr. Clapp and Mrs. Robins 
would like Picton to be 50 years from now when the town 
celebrates its bicentennial. A working town and a town that 
works, not just a tourist haven that can roll up its sidewalks 
when the tourists leave. A true community doing all of the 
things that a true community does from church bake sales to 
hockey, living and dying, buying and selling, a place to live and 
a place to work. 

Boring? Maybe. But this is a vision of life as we really live it. 
A lot of residents of Picton would agree that Picton, whatever 
else it becomes in the years following its 1987 sesquicentennial 
celebration, should remain a working town.

without fanfare or fuss, the town took possession 0 
more than 200 acres of land on the town’s north 


side. 

The expansion is an ap- 
propriate symbol for the ses- 
quicentennial year, says Picton 
Reeve Marilyn Robins, who is 
also co-chairman with Coun- 
cillor Bob Clapp of the town's 
sesquicentennial committee. 
The land was acquired after 
lengthy negotiations with the 
Township of Hallowell, the same 
township out of which the Town 
of Picton was first carved 150 
arlier 

According to Mr. Clapp and 
Mrs. Robins, Picton is the place 
to be this year with a full slate 
of activities planned in addition 
to the usual special events. 

The town will also have its 
share of special visitors during 
the sesquicentennial. Lt. Gov. 
Lincoln Alexander is planning a 
visit on March 24 and Prime 
Minister Brian Mulroney is also 
planning a visit, though a date 
has to be set. The only

thing missing will be royalty — 
Prince Edward was also invited 
but the organizers have received 
notice that the prince is unable 
to attend since he is completing 
his first round of military ser- 
vice. 

According to Mr. Clapp and 
Mrs. Robins, the town has been 
careful to avoid conflicting with 
regular events such as the an- 
nual Gold Cup races. The town 
budgetted $25,000 towards 
planning some of its own events 
and has encouraged other 
groups to come up with their 
own events for the sesquicenten- 
nial. 

The official celebration of the 
town’s incorporation will be 
held on Tuesday, March 3 witha 
huge civic dinner at the Prince 
Edward Community Centre, 
followed by a torchlight parade 
to St. Mary Magdalene 
Anglican Church where a com- 


town’s sesquicentennial, the 
town is funding a walking tour 
brochure compiled by Tom 
Cruikshank and Margaret 
Round, who helped put together 
A Settler’s Dream, the county s 
bicentennial book, and a 40-page 
book by local journalist and 
writer Al Capon on Picton then 
and now.

Battle fought over name 


On March 4, 1837, the 
Thirteenth Provincial 
Parliament. of Upper 
Canada passed and Lt. 
Gov. Sir Francis Bond 
Head signed an act 
which incorporated the 
village of Hallowell and 
Picton into one body 
known as the Town of 
Picton. That act made 
the town official, but 
the town can actually 
trace its roots farther 


back to an early 
Loyalist settlement 
known as_ Hallowell 


Bridge at the head of 
Picton Bay. 

Several 
routes 


roads and water 
converged on Picton, 
making it a good place for Lt. 
Moore Wolvennde Hovenden to 
build his inn, known as 
Hovenden House, in the 1790s. 
A settlement known as 
Hallowell Bridge quickly sprang 
up around it. The settlement 
800n grew into two villages. 
After 1818, the village on the 
west side of the bridge known as 
Hallowell grew rapidly as a port 


to schooners and steamers. In 
1823 


3-25, Rev. William Macaulay 


started his own rival village 
named Picton after Maj. Gen, 
Sir Thomas Picton, a war hero 
who died as Wellington's second 
in command at the Battle of 
Waterloo. 


The good reverend must have 
been a formidable opponent and 
a determined man with ambi- 
tions for his village, because the 
two villages joined battle in 
1831 over the location of the 
county court house and jail. 
Prince Edward had just been set 
off as a district and both 
villages were determined to 
become the seat of government. 
Picton won, thanks to the in- 
tervention of Rev. Macaulay, 
who donated land and $200 
towards the court house. 


Next, the good reverend took 
up the cudgels in a fight over 
what to name the proposed 
amalgamation of the two 
villages. A_ spirited debate 
evidently took place with par- 
tisans for both Hallowell and 
Picton. Other names proposed 
included Port William after 
King Willian IV, suggested bya 
young attorney named John 
Macdonald. Later Sir John A. 
Macdonald and Canada’s first 
prime minister, the young at- 
torney got his start in the legal 
profession in Picton with his 
first court room appearance in 
the newly built Picton court 
house. 

Rev. Macaulay won that 
fight, too, and the new town was 
named Picton.

All went well with the Bartletts for several years. In 
1884, they had occasion to move to Merton Abbey, near 
Wimbledon of tennis fame. Here they attended the Wes- 
leyan chapel, and as a result met the Reverend George 
Dyson. George had a luxuriant moustache, stood erect 
and could be considered cute by the opposite sex. The 
Rey. George, like all good ministers, had occasion to 
call on the Bartletts, and soon the three became 
close friends 

Then a tendency came out in Edwin that was so 
strange and unnatural it bordered on the unbelievable. 
Edwin Bartlett not only tolerated, but encouraged, the 
Reverend and his wife to see each other at every oppor- 
tunity. Edwin insisted on George becoming Adelaide’s 
tutor to accumulate more of his beloved education. As 
time passed, George was seeing Adelaide up to five 
times a week. Sometimes her husband was not at home. 
George even wrote love letters to Adelaide. She read 
them to Edwin. Edwin wrote back thanking him for his 
signs of affection 

Finally Bartlett told Dyson of a most peculiar philoso- 
phy. He thought that a man should have two Wives, one 
for intellectual companionship and one for Servicing. 
We know for sure he was only getting companionship 
from Adelaide. It’s true she gave birth to a dead child 
in 1883, so we know Adelaide wasn’t a virgin when she 
first met the Reverend. Edwin also expressed the

Edwin took ill. By mid-December, Adelaide called the 
closest medical assistance, one Dr. Leach. Dr. Leach 
took one look and diagnosed Edwin’s trouble as mercu- 
rial poisoning. No doubt he ate something that he 
Shouldn't have and was treated accordingly. Edwin 
improved and by Dec. 31 he was in such good spirits 
that he was planning his menu for New Year’s Day. 

Edwin Bartlett died either late on the night of Dec. 31 
or early in the morning of Jan. 1. Only his wife was in 
attendance. She said she woke up and found him dead. 
She called Dr. Leach, who verified that Edwin was 
indeed very dead. He noticed a bottle of chloroform on 
the mantle. Mrs. Bartlett calmly passed it off as 
being used by Edwin to massage his gums. The 
good doctor called for a post mortem the next day. 
Various and sundry portions of Edwin were sent out for 
analysis. The report came back that the cause of death 
was poisoning by chloroform. 

Mrs. Bartlett was held in custody and charged with 
murder, as was the Reverend Dyson. Then the Attorney 
General dropped the charges against Dyson. In one feil 
swoop, the Reverend George's status changed from that 
of accused to that of witness. 

Mrs. Bartlett had engaged Sir Edward Clarke to 
defend her. He was considered then, and is considered 
still, to have been one of the very best. He spent 10 days 


in the British Museum Studying up on the effects of 
chloroform before the trial.

Things looked terrible for Adelaide, but Sir Edwar 
Clarke had an ace up his sleeve. On the third day of the 
trial, Dr. Leach was cross-examined by Clarke. The 
doctor told a strange tale. On Dec. 26, when he visited 
his patient, Edwin told him of an unknown force that 
had control of him. His speech was erratic and inco- 
herent. Indeed, the doctor thought he might be going 
mad. Upon further questioning Dr. Leach revealed that 
the administration of chloroform is a skilled operation. 
Vomiting usually follows shortly after a normal amount 
of chloroform is administered if food has been taken 
within four hours of the Paes ewan nae caren 

utney within the four hours. There was n - 
Fee cron Dr. Leach further stated that he had 
never heard of anyone administering chloroform to a 
sleeping patient. Certainly the patient would wake up 
and cry out. 

Now all Clarke had to do was to get the chloroform 
into Bartlett’s stomach. First he called a Dr. Stephen- 
son, who was an accredited expert on the subject of 
chloroform. Dr. Stephenson maintained that if a person 
was rendered unconscious by chloroform it would be 
possible to pour more down an open throat. However, to 
his knowledge, it had never been done intentionally 
before. Later he stated that it would be a delicate 
operation. If it did succeed there would be burn traces 
in the windpipe. There were none in Edwin’s windpipe. 

In summing up his case, Sir Edward Clarke theorized 
that despite his excellent disposition on the day he died, 
Edwin Bartlett was quite mad. Dr. Leach, the only 
professional man who attended him, insinuated as 
much. In a fit of depression, when his wife left the room 
for a moment to wash, he filled a wine glass with the 
chloroform from the bottle on the mantlepiece, drank it 
in one gulp, put the glass back on the mantle and 
quickly put his head back on his pillow. The chloroform 
went down his throat without leaving a trace. Adelaide 
then returned to a husband deeply unconscious or even 
dead, and fell asleep herself. She woke up later to 
fad her husband dead. Sir Edward spoke for five 

ours. 

In two hours the jury returned and the foreman’s 
voice rang through the hallowed chamber of the. Old 
Bailey. ‘‘Not guilty’’. 

Mrs. Bartlett stepped down from the dock, and into 
the fresh air to disappear forever into that oblivion that 
claims acquitted murderers. Sir Edward Clarke cried 
for the only time in a 90-year practice. 


Later a distinguished surgeon passed a note to Clarke. 
It said, “Mrs. Bartlett was no doubt quite properly 
acquitted, but now it is hoped that in the interest of 
Science she will tell us how she did it.””

Tracer beats 
Lynx, but it’s 
not heaven... 


ith the introduction of the Tracer as its new 
small car, Mercury steps boldly out of the 
shadow of Ford Escort and into the obscu- 
rity of an half-dozen lookalike products from Japan. 

Mercury small cars have long had identity prob- 
lems, starting with the Bobcat, Mercury’s version of 
the Ford Pinto, and continuing with the just-departed 
Lynx which, as any fool could see, was merely an 
Escort with pussycat pretensions. 

The Tracer that recently went on sale across Can- 
ada is a barely disguised Mazda 323, made different 
by Mercury badges, grille and tail-lights, and by 
the fact it’s built from Japanese parts assembled in 
Taiwan by workers at Ford Lio Ho, a plant 70% 
owned by Ford of Canada. 

Later this year the same Mazda parts also will be 
assembled in Mexico for the U.S. market, where the 
American-made Lynx is now breathing its last gasps 
of sales. 

There’s surely an overload of irony in a North 
American company searching the world for cheap 
labor, enabling itself to sell more cars but with the 
direct result of fewer jobs in Canada and the United 
States. Ford isn’t alone in this, because all American 
companies now boast their own imports bearing 
American nameplates. 

































In any event, Motor World has always taken the 
position of reviewing cars on their merits, rather 
than their point of origin. Judged on merit, Mer- 
cury’s Mazda Tracer is an accomplished small car.

Gardening

Growing under lights

Growing under lights 
creative gardening activi 
charge of the elements: light, tempera 
But most important of all, failure, even 


is next to impossible. 
Anything cau be grown indoors that can be grown outdoors and 


many things that cannot. One can pick vegetables at any time of the 
year, grow herbs and orchids and keep a house filled with foliage and 
flowering plants. And the indoor-light gardener can grow anywhere: 
in a living room, an apartment, a windowless basement, on a kitchen 
counter, on shelving, in a cupboard or a closet; anywhere a fluores- 
cent fixture can be set up over a flat surface. 

Since he is dealing in propagation, growing from seeds and cut- 
tings, the indoor-light gardener can grow plants that rarely can be 
purchased, including such exotic annuals as: Lavatera, Heliotrope, 
Schizanthus and Cape Daisy. Rewards come from the fact that they 
can both save and earn money, grow all their outdoor annuals, peren- 
nials and vegetable plants and even sell a portion of their house plant 
production to plant stores and nurseries. 

Light is the hinge on which all plant growth turns. In plants, light 
sponsors photosynthesis, the process of food production that has its 
equivalent in human digestion. With adequate light, a plant can 
manufacture food and grow. With inadequate light, growth slows 
down and halts, leaves drop and the plant goes into a general decline. 
This is a frequent occurrence with house plants that depend upon 
light from a distant window, but it never happens in an indoor light 
garden. Here the light levels are high, constant and continuous; as 
high as 1,200 foot candles, as constant as 18 hours a day and as con- 
tinuous as seven days a week, 365 days a year. 

The term “‘foot candles” is simply a measurement of the amount of 
light from a given source received by a subject. In our case, the 
source is a fluorescent fixture and the subject is plant foliage. The 
amount of light received by the plants in our light garden varies ac- 
cording to the following factors: 1. type of tubes, 2. distance from the 
tubes, 3. age of the tubes, 4. cleanliness of the tubes. 

Since we are talking about the amount of light received by the 
plants at any given moment, duration of light (how long the fixtures 
are left on each day) doesn’t apply at this point, but we'll cover it 
ater 

To better understand the term “foot candles’, let us translate it in- 

to more familiar terms, such as the ones used in plant books to 
describe various light conditions: ‘“‘Dim’’ has its equivalent in up to 
300 foot candles, ‘‘Moderate’’ from 300 to 500 f.c., “‘Bright’’ from 500 
to 700 f.c. and “‘Sunshine” from 700 f.c. and up. 
_ At a centre point six inches beneath a two-tube hooded fixture the 
foot candle rating is 700. But it drops off quickly at those points 12 
and 18 inches below the fixture and one foot to each side. When two 
hooded fixtures are mounted side by side, the foot candles ratings in- 
crease markedly.

Bay of Quinte 
is tops for 
ice fishing 


By Paul Kirby 

They dot the 45-odd miles of frozen water from 
Napanee to Trenton by the hundreds from January 
to March, from sun-up to sundown — some 24 
hours, in good weather and bad, some protected by 
the bitter lake winds in plywood palaces, others laid 
bare to the elements. They are that Canadian 
phenomenon — ice-fishers. 





The Bay of Quinte has long 
been recognized as one of the 
top ice-fishing locations in the 
province, and the City of 
Belleville has gone as far as 
naming itself The Sport Fishing 
Capital of Ontario. 

The Ministry of Natural 
Resources estimates that 
171,000 angler hours were ex- 
pended on the bay from January 
to March 1986. up from 107,000 
hours in 1984 

The bay's reputation attracts 
anglers from not only the 
Quinte region but from all parts 
of Ontario, Quebec and the Nor- 
thern United States. The 
Queen’s Motor Inn on Dundas 
St. E. in Belleville is one local 
business that deliberately 
caters to out-of-town visitors. 
offering special rates for ice 
fishing couples from December 
through February. 

One of the joys of ice-fishing is 
the simplicity. The angler can 
made do with a line, stick, lure 
and a supply of bait — or if not 
inclined to rough it”’ can havea 
packaged outing. Pilot’s Marine 
and Sports of Belleville, one 
company that rents fishing 
huts, even offers a bus service 
for customers to and from the 
huts. 

Pilot’s will be again holding 
their annual ice fishing derby, 
on Jan. 24 and 25. The tourney 
1S open to men, women and 
youth with five Prizes to be 
awarded in each category, 

Setting up for the fishing 
season for the first time is easy, 
Says Art Lucas, of Campbell's 
Live Bait and A.D.L. Enter- 
Prises, which have teamed up 
this winter to Provide a com- 
plete ice fishing service from hut 
rentals to supplies, The begin- 
ner should be able to get started 
for around $25, including 4 


short pole, line, lures and a 
bucket of minnows. 

Though there are numerous 
brands of lures, both Campbell’s 
and Joe’s Bait and Tackle say 
‘Mister Champ’s” is one of the 
more popular makes. 


The ice fishing season runs 
from Jan. 1 to approximately 
March 15, when the huts must 
be off the ice. This deadline is 
subject to change, depending 
upon the weather, says the 
ministry. 


As of Jan.1, the licence fee 
was $10, available from selected 
outlets in the region. 

The most prevalent fish are 
northern pike, pickerel and 
yellow perch. In 1986. 24,000 
pickerel, 1,200 yellow perch and 
1,400 northern pike were 
caught. 


As with most fishing, the 
ministry has set limits on the 
amount of fish that can be 
caught. Northern pike can be 
landed until March 31, with a 
limit of six in one day in your 
possession. Pickerel can be land- 
ed until Feb. 28, with a limit set 
at four in one day in your 
possession. White fish can be 
caught year-round with a limit 


of 25 in one day, as can perch 
with no limit. 


Lucas says it is the pickere] 
that brings the ice fishing en- 
thusiasts to the Bay of Quinte, 
and calls it “one of the best 
tasting fish.”’

eae Canada —Mexico. The limited agreement anguished 
Canadian officials who have been pressing for several fg 
without any success for an acid rain agreement with the U. . 

The Canadian government is going to have to rethink its 
assumption that U.S. president Ronald Reagan cares about 
acid rain, a dismayed Federal Environment Minister Tom 
MacMillan said last week in a response that would be comical 
if it weren’t so sad. , 
: Really. did anyone in the Canadian government think Presi- 
dent Reagan cared about acid rain and its impact on Canada? 

Reagan thinks environmentalists are barefoot hippie freaks, 
a heritage of his days as governor of California in the 1960s. 
He doesn’t believe any acid rain problem exists and has said so 
in public statements. Even if he did believe a problem exists, 
he needs the votes of the industrial northeastern and 
midwestern states and isn’t likely to sacrifice American jobs 
for Canadian lakes, no matter what Prime Minister Mulroney 
says. Although Reagan made a vague commitment toa vague 
$5 billion program to research and fight acid rain, he hasn’t 
committed one cent more to the fight in the coming year 
despite a mind-boggling, record-breaking budget of more than 
$1 trillion. And as for the Mexican agreement, no mention is 
made of acid rain, just sulpher dioxide — which is the same 
thing, but spares U.S. feelings that there is no such thing as 
acid rain. 

The Canadian government itself seems to be backing away 
from fighting acid rain, although it earlier -*ated that acid rain 
was a top priority. The federal governmeni hasn’t followed up 
on its pledges of several hundred million for «esearch and pollu- 
tion control programs. Plans for an acid rain awareness cam- 
paign in the U.S. appear to have been shelved. Environment 
Minister MacMillan has been quoted as saying that toxic 
waste is a much more serious problem than acid rain. That may 
or may not be true, but the switch of emphasis has a smell of 
political expediency. 

Prime Minister Mulroney has made much of his ‘‘special 
relationship” with President Reagan, but the relationship 
doesn’t seem to have cut much ice when it comes to free trade 
negotiations, protective U.S. tariffs or acid rain. Is the federal 
government backing away because it can’t afford to be seen as 
a loser in another battle with the U.S.? Is it because Prime 
Minister Mulroney doesn’t want to have to fa

There is no place I would rather be on Christmas morning than in a 
barn. And I mean it. After all the very first Christmas was celebrated

Christmas is the celebration of a new life, and I was looking for- 
ward to this year especially. Our pet Jersey, Lilly, was expecting a 
calf. Awaiting a Jersey calf’s arrival is like waiting for Bambi. Is 
there a sweeter animal in the world than a newborn Jersey? I don’t 
think so. 

And sure enough, on Christmas night Lilly kept turning around in 
stantion and looking meaningfully at her tail. We led her carefully 
around the barn to the mothering pen, and two hours when I went 
back out for a visit, there was Lilly with a brand new heifer calf, 
Jingles. 

Jingles was cleaned off and dry already. Her tail was wagging con- 
tentedly, and her tummy looked full. 

Lilly, for her part, was up at the hay rack. Ten inches of timothy 
and alfalfa hay stuck out each side of her mouth. 

“Oh boy,” I thought. ‘I can hardly wait to tell my readers what a 
happy ending this gives my Christmas Day!” 

Nobody can look prouder of a new calf than a Jersey mother. They 
have shiny brown eyes as big as saucers, with thick black lashes 
three feet long. They stand over their babies batting those eyelashed 
proudly, practically making a windstorm. 

I went to bed that night with that happy image in my mind. I was 
the thoroughly contented farmer, and life was sweet. 

The next morning Lilly. could not get up. She was suffering from an 
ailment called milk fever. The name of the problem is misleading, 
because usually milk fever is accompanied by a temperature lower 
than normal. This illness is a mineral imbalance caused by the sudden 
dramatic need for calcium to produce milk after calving. The problem 
is usually quite easy to treat. The vet comes and injects calcium into 
the cow’s jugular vein and also subcutaneously in her shoulders. 
Usually one treatment has the cow looking better in less than an 
hour’s time. But sometimes two or three treatments are required. 

In this case, Lilly’s system never recovered its balance. We nursed 
her in vain for nine days from Boxing Day, through our 19th anniver- 
sary and past New Year’s Eve. It was a job that was back-breaking, 
and mentally frustrating, and emotionally exhausting. Farmers do 
not give up easily, but eventually you know when the battle is lost. 

Lilly is the first cow in four years of dairy farming that we have not 
been able to make better. It hurts all farmers to lose an animal. I 
think it hurts us a little worse, because we were raised in the city 
where children are sheltered from death. Country kids accept the ebb 
and flow of nature in a more healthy way because it is part of their 
every day lives. 

I'd like to be able to always tell you happy stories at holiday time, 
but farming isn’t like that. Life isn’t like that. 

I was relating this story to a friend of mine who works at the IGA 
in Picton. She is married to a dairy farmer too. 

“T remember times like that. I remember how much it hurt to lose 
an animal,”’ said a quiet voice behind us in the cashier's line. I turned 
and saw a beautiful silvery-haired lady. “‘My husband and I were 
dairy farmers. And we had a motto for times like you are describing.” 

“‘What was the motto?” I asked. 

“Be glad when the problems are out in the barn. Everything in the 
barn can be replaced. But our love for each other, and what we mean 
to each other as friends, is a treasure that can not be bought or sold.” 

Usually we do something romantic on our anniversary. We usually 
exchange presents and go out to dinner. This year we were out in the 
barn sharing some sad work. It was not a romantic evening. We may 
have been too tired to kiss. I can’t remember. But this motto that I 
learned from a fellow farmer at the IGA is not such a bad anniversary 
gift when I think about it. I never stop learning down on the farm. 
Farm life stretches your emotions from the very joyful to the ab- 
solutely down-hearted. Sometimes farming hurts. But only 
sometimes.

An article by Rick Matsum i 
Friday's Toronto Star was a rachel etait 
ple of the type of biased, hometown hoping 
of which I speak. Matsumoto praised the 
Leafs for their efforts to date. 

“What a difference a year makes,” he 
wrote, ‘the Leafs have soared to the dizzy- 
ing heights of 11th place in the 21 team 
pack,” and “‘have a record of 17-18-5 for a 
total of 39 points, 12 more than they had at 
the same time last year.” 

Although all of the statistics Matsumoto 
quoted were true, a more thorough analysis 
of the League statistics uncovers a 
somewhat different story. As of last Mon- 
day, the Leafs were in third place in the 
lowly Norris Division, the NHL’s home for 
wayward teams. Chicago and St. Louis (38 
pts) were only one point behind, tied for 
last place. If the Leafs had the misfortune 
of competing in any other division, their 39 
points would place the team firmly in 5th 
place. 

As a matter of fact, only Buffalo (29) and 
Vancouver (29), whose seasons can only be 
described as disastrous, are more than two 
points behind the Leafs. On any given 
night this week, depending on the League 
schedule, the Leafs could drop from ‘‘the 
dizzying height of 11th place overall’’ to 
the despicable depth of 18th or 19th place 
in the 21 team league. 

There is no doubt that the Leafs have im- 
proved somewhat over the last year. 
General Manager Gerry McNamara, seems 
to have awakened from his 10 year coma 
having improved his club through both the 
draft and trades. The emergence of Russ 
Courtnall as one of the top 20 scorers in the 
League, the inspirational play of Wendel 
Clark and the acquisition of Rick Lanz 
from Vancouver are positive signs that the 
Leafs could be on the right track. 

However, the Leaf metamorphosis from 
pretender to contender can only be achiev- 


_ ed if a few major flaws are corrected. The 


Leafs must be less philanthropic, their pro- 
pensity to lose two and even three goal 
leads is well documented. In 20 away 
games, they have acquired only 11 points, 
the second worst away record in the 
League. The ability to win on the road is a 
pre-requisite for success in the N HL. 

I still enjoy watching the Leafs play and 
I wish them every success this year. My 
quarrel is not really with the Leafs, but 
with the media. Let’s call a spade a spade. 
Wake up and smell the coffee, Rick, the 
Leafs are on the right track, but their 
resurrection is far from complete.

Often the gifts = 
unwelcome toxic ingredients guaranteed as 
you a nasty tummy aac nd Tl worse, has 
y re from this mortal coil. eee 
yaa bad Oddvar Eiken and Anders Muren didn’t 
take my advice. The two young Norwegian ara 
were medical students in Lund, Sweden. Both ac 
fled their country before the Nazi invasion and serv- 
ed as fighter pilots during W orld War II. Now in 
their late 20s, they were attempting to make up for 
lost time and spent most of their waking hours 
i in class or studying. 
orn was another bond between the two men. 
Oddvar was engaged to marry Anders beautiful 
sister, Randi. The lovers had met the summer 
before, when Oddvar visited his friend’s home in 
Vraadal, Norway. The tall, handsome war hero took 
one look at 23-year-old blonde, beautiful Randi and 
said, ““That’s for me.” = 

Soon they were engaged. Both families were 
delighted with the match. Randi would continue her 
studies at the Kristiansand Teachers Training Col- 
lege and marry during the following Easter recess. 

On March 12, 1949, Oddvar received a package 
through the mail. Because it was postmarked Kris- 
tiansand, Norway,he assumed the parcel was from 
Randi, although there was no return address. The 
outside wrapping was quickly torn away. Inside 
was a short note from Randi, suggesting he eat all 
the contents himself, four large pieces of chocolate. 
Oddvar laughed at the suggestion. He gave one 
chocolate to 8-year-old Marianne Svenson, his 
landlady’s daughter. Marianne generously shared 
her candy with a chum, Barbro Jacobsson. Oddvar 
and Anders shared one piece. Two pieces remained 
untouched. 

Next morning, all four were violently ill. Rushed 
to a nearby hospital, they were quickly diagnosed 
as suffering from arsenic poisoning. Doctors 
managed to save all the victims except little 
Marianne Svenson. She slipped into a coma and 
died. 

Investigators questioned Oddvar and Anders. 
Both men steadfastly stated that despite the note, 
Randi simply could not be responsible. The two 
uneaten chocolates were tested. Arsenic had been 
injected into both candies. 

Detectives, armed with the note signed by Randi 
and all the wrappings which had held the fatal can- 
dy, travelled to Kristiansand to question Randi. 
She proved to be a straightforward, if somewhat 
puzzled, young woman. Randi was amazed at the 
whole chocolate story, claiming that at no time had 
she sent any candy to her fiance. Shown the note, 
she admitted that the signature looked like hers, 
but was definitely not genuine. 

Handwriting experts compared the signature on 
the note to a sample of Randi’s handwriting. They 
concluded that the note had been written by so- 
meone else, who had obviously attempted to copy 
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ng student's handwriting. Now convinced of 
Rawat ee, detectives questioned her eee 
ding anyone who might want harm to come to her 
nana remembered a strange series of events. 
Sometime earlier, she had received notes in the mail 
informing her that Oddvar was having an affair 
with another woman. Although she knew that this 
was untrue, she checked with her boyfriend and 
found out that he, too, was receiving letters inform- 
ing him that she had a lover. 

When both she and Oddvar disregarded these let- 
ters, she received one more letter, signed by a Signe 
Lundgren. Miss Lundgren stated that she was preg- 
nant with Oddvar’s baby. She wanted Randi to 


break off her engagement,so that Oddvar could 
marry her. Randi immediately got in touch with 
Oddvar, who swore he didn’t know anyone named 
Signe Lundgre. : 

The questioning switched back to the survivors of 
the poisoning. Oddvar revealed that about two 
weeks before the chocolates arrived, he had received 
a bottle of liquor by mail. There was no note or 
return address, but he had assumed the gift was 
from Randi. From his hospital bed, Oddvar told 
police where they could locate the bottle and its 
wrappings. 

Police found the discarded packaging and the bot- 
tle in Oddvar’s room. Newspapers which had been 
used to protect the bottle had one word scrawled 
across the front page. The word was “Flemming.”’ 
Randi told police that she had once had a Danish 
suitor named Flemming Rosborg. When she became 
engaged to Oddvar, she had broken off with 
Rosborg. 

Rosborg, now a prime suspect, was located in 
Copenhagen. He was questioned for three days and 
swore he knew nothing about poisoned chocolate. 
Meanwhile, the bottle of liquor was tested. It con- 
tained enough arsenic to annihilate a hockey team. 
Rosborg gave police a detailed account of his ac- 
tivities and proved without a doubt that he had ab- 
solutely nothing to do with the poisoning. 

While they were coming up with negative results, 
police were stunned when another gift of poisoned 
chocolates was brought to their attention. Carstein 
Brekke, a student at the same teachers college 
which Randi attended, reported receiving poisoned 
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had eaten a small quantity of the candy 
Sa ee Seer ill. Testing indicated that the 
chocolate had been injected with small quantities of 
arsenic. To add to the mystery, Carstein knew all 
the principals in the case. He considered himself 
Randi’s dear friend. Randi agreed that they were 
good friends, but nothing more. oe 
ive young people involved in the case, Randi, 
eae dace lero and Carstein, were ex- 
actly as they appeared to be - fine, upstanding 
students who planned to be either teachers or doc- 
tors. No hint of wrongdoing or scandal had ever 
been associated with them. 
On a hunch, a sharp detective thought of showing 
Randi the box and wrappings that had been used to 
send the poisoned liquor to her fiance. Immediately 
upon seeing the box, she said, “It’s the egg box I 
returned to Carstein.’’ She went on to explain that 
Carstein had often given her eggs from his parents’ 
farm. She always gave the box back to him to use 
again. 


Now with a concrete clue, detectives searched 
Carstein’s room. They found scraps of paper with 
Randi’s signature repeated over and over again. He 
had obviously practised writing her signature. 
Carstein Brekke was taken into custody. After five 
hours of questioning, he not only confessed, but in- 
sisted on writing the confession in longhand. 

Carstein admitted that it was he who had written 

the poison pen letters in an attempt to break up 
Randi and Oddvar. He loved Randi dearly, but she 
viewed him only as a friend. He had invented the 
name Signe Lundgren and had orchestrated the en- 
tire plot. By scrawling Flemming on the old 
newspaper, he knew police would make the connec- 
tion with Randi’s old boyfriend. Although the 
murder of Marianne Svenson had taken place in 
Sweden, Norwegian officials insisted that Brekke 
stand trial in Norway because the poison had been 
sent from that country. 
_ Brekke was examined by psychiatrists and ad- 
judged to be sane and fit to stand trial. He was 
found guilty of several charges relating to attemp- 
ted murder, as well as manslaughter in the case of 
little Marianne Svenson. 


In May 1951, Carstein Brekke was sentenced to 
15 years imprisonment.

Some steering correction is necessary 
when our test car is driven into a strong 
head-wind. The Forsa is not, however, a 
white-knuckler in the fashion of Suzuki 
utility vehicles. Noise levels are reason- 
ably low, with the 1-litre three-cylinder’s 
throb muted to a satisfying degree. 
Because of its short wheelbase, the 
Forsa occasionally feels as though it 
may tip in hard cornering or take off 
from a heave in the road, but it never 
does. 

The price of economy in 1987 is not 
cheap. For point of comparison with our 
$8,295 Forsa GL, a Honda Civic 5-speed 
sells today for $8,630, a Hyundai Excel 
Yor $7,995, a Ford Escort for $8,410.

FRANKFORD—A house-to- 
house check on sump pump and 
roof drains hasn't solved the 
problem of ground water 
seepage into the sewage system 
here. And although the search 
revealed that 44 homes had il- 
legal sump pump hook-ups or 
roof drains, the amount of 
seepage hasn't declined and the 
problem will now be inspected 
by the Ministry of Environment 
for an undisclosed amount. 

Wayne Tod, Clerk treasurer 
for the Village of Frankford, 
says 383 homes were checked by 
building inspector Larry Laton. 
Of those homes checked 32 had 
improper sump pump hook-ups 
into the sewer system while 12 
homes were found to have illegal 
roof drains.

There are a lot of local, provin- 
cial and federal checks built into 
the gun control system in 
Canada, says Det. Sgt. Garnet 
Goodwin of the Belleville Police 
Department. 


If a restricted weapon is being 
registered, once the application 
has been filled out the police 
follow up with an investigation. 
Their recommendation is then 
turned over to the RCMP for 
final approval. 

The firearm is designated as 
to its location, whether it be 
business or residence. 

But that doesn’t give the gun 
owner a licence to shoot.

not armed, ‘‘then your life isn’t 
really threatened,’ Det. Sgt. 
Goodwin says. The cir- 
cumstances surrounding the 
shooting of a gun have to then 
be considered by the police. 

The law does not restrict a 
shopkeeper, however, from hav- 
ing a shotgun or rifle in a place 
of business. 

In either instance, “the ac- 
tions you do with the firearm 
will follow you the rest of your 
life,’ said Det. Sgt. Goodwin. 

Anyone wanting a firearm 
should make sure they know all 
the rules and regulations gover- 
ning their ownership and/or 
transport. 

Besides the age requirements 





and identification of the pro- 
spective gun owner, the police 
also look at “factors of maturi- 
ty, attitude, behaviour and who 
the individual associates with, 
and whether or not they have a 


recent conviction,”” Det. Sgt. 
Goodwin says. 
Leaving readers’ with 


something to think about, Det. 
Sgt. Goodwin says that 
employees of financial in- 
stitutions (such as banks or 
trust companies) are told to 
turn over the money when con- 
fronted with a robber rather 
than refuse or struggle with the 
robber.

The National Action Committee for the Status of Women is 
taking off the gloves and preparing for battle in a struggle 
over federal funding for REAL Women, a conservative 
women’s group opposed to the National Action Committee on 
many issues.

“Belleville is very important 
to the Quinte area,’’ said the 
mayor. ‘‘We’re the capital in my 
view.” 

He agrees that the waterfront 
is a drawing card to the city and 
it has been revitalized recently 
as has the downtowncore. 

‘We have a lot of recreation, — 
parks and a good hospital, and 
now we have the land for more 
industry,” he said confidently. 

The mayor will continue to 
work for the city as he enters 
the final two years of his current 
three years term. 

“Council and I work well — 
together. We've made a lot of 
progress and there have been no 
confrontations in council,” he 
added. é c 

When asked if he had any 
other political aspirations, he 
said, “I don’t discount 
anything.”

Comparing the problem to the 
issue of Sunday openings by 
retailers, he said, “I have no 
right to say you can’t open Sun- 
day because of my religious 
beliefs, but as a representative 
of the church I can speak in 
favor of Sunday closings.” 

The church's function is to 
help people struggle with 
themselves and help them with 
@ growing understanding of 
things, said Rev. Bentley. 


However, some things are 
what he terms ‘‘non- 
negotiable,” such as the in- 
herent worth of every human be- 
ing. In that context, he says, “I 
have to fight for the rights of 
homosexuals.” 


Officially the Bay of Quinte

I used to make up a growing mix of soil, peat 
and vermiculite and go through all the processes 
of mixing and sterilization, but not any more. The 
new soiless mixes in general, and a brand called 
Pro-Mix in particular, provide an ideal growing 
medium that is used just as it comes from the bag. 
If you are doubtful about growing in a medium 
that contains no soil, take heart in the fact that 
most professional Canadian growers have gone 
this route and are achieving faster, sturdier 
growth and without fungus of disease problems. 

Soiless mixes drain so well that they require 
stepped-up watering and feeding schedules, such 
as watering every second or third day and feeding 
once a week. I prefer the water soluble crystals in 
two formulations: 10-52-10 for use from seeding to 
transplanting and 20-20-20 thereafter, both 
diluted quarter strength. 

A seed is nothing more or less than a miniature 
packaged plant awaiting the proper climate condi- 
tions to continue its life cycle. Provide the approx- 
imate conditions and the seed will grow, even if 
those conditions are far from ideal. 

Seeds are either light-responsive, light sensitive 
or light-insensitive which simply means they need 
light to germinate, must be germinated in the 
dark or couldn’t care less. Some seeds require a 
high soil temperature, others like cool conditions. 

If seeds need to germinate in the dark, simply 
cover the seed flat with a dark green plastic gar- 
bage bag. If they need bottom heat, use a heating 
pad or set the flat on top of the fixture. If they 
prefer it cool, germinate on a bottom shelf of the 
growing unit. 

The best possible seeding guides are the full in- 
formation seed packets provided by seed mail 
order companies. The only thing I would discount 
are their germinating periods. These are for 
greenhouse use and as indoor light gardeners, you 
can cut those times in half.

Motor World calls it a truck

promises as well as its dual- 
capabilities. 


What you see if someone in a 
form-fitting skirt tries climbing 
into the passenger seat, for in- 
Stance, is spectacular discom- 


fort, because the step up into 
the vehicle is so high and the 
floor so flat. What you see when 
passengers twist their way into 
the back seat is akin to gym- 
nastics; only the front 
passenger seat swings forward 
to allow entry and agress to the 
rear. 

: Once is aboard, 
nowever, and you're accustom- 
ed to your legs sticking straight 
out sportscar style because the 
floor doesn’t step down, the 
comfort level rivals that of a car 
(the test vehicle gets a boost 
with extremely supportive $350 
Sports seats). Cruising at 120 
km/h can be considered relax- 
ing, with the engine extremely 
quiet at 2,800 rpm in overdrive.

Power is sufficient for easy 
highway cruising, and the fuel- 
injected, 2.4-litre engine starts 
easily and performs smoothly in 
all circumstances except high 
rpm. A turbocharged version 
producing 135 horsepower and 
173 foot-pounds of torque is op- 
tional in the U.S., but Canada is 
restricted to the standard unit 
with corresponding figures of 
116 and 140. 

The test vehicle is fitted with 
the $1,140 automatic 
transmission. This, along with 
the power steering, makes the 
4Runner easy to drive for 
anyone who can drive a car. An 
array of buttons - controlling 
cruise control, overdrive and 
shifting mode, normal or power - 
together with two shifters that 
appear to be styled to resemble 
bomb releases, is initially over- 
whelming. But, they’re easily 
figured. All you really need to 
do is select P-R-N-D-L with one 
shifter and two-wheel-drive or 
four-wheel-drive high or low 
with the second. 

The ride is exceptional for 
such a rugged vehicle, partly as 
a benefit of its independent 
front suspension and partly a 
function of a long wheelbase of 
112.2 inches or 2850 mm. Off- 
road enthusiasts point out that 
a vehicle with IFS is more com- 
plex to jack up into a high-rider, 
but there are undeniable 
benefits in the ability to absorb 
shock when only one of two 
front wheels rolls over a bumb 
or obstruction. IRS or not, a 
series of harsh bumps will 
launch the 4Runner into the 
postures of a carnival midway 
ride. 

The steering creaks and 
groans when turned to full-lock, 
us when pulling out of a tight 
spot. This, however, is one of 
the very few ways in which the 
manners of a bush-beater are 
revealed to the detriment of the 
4Runner curb cruising grace.

VIEWS CHANGING 


By Delores Phillips 


Several weeks ago Quinte Weekly News took a 


look 


at some subsidized daycare concerns in 


Hasting’s County. For instance Trenton and 
Belleville provides spaces for less than one per cent 


of the combined population for both cities and there 
is no subsidy for those who live outside those cities. 
And, a proposal by Hasting’s County Council 
member Ken Daley for a daycare study was refused, 
leaving low-income families in those communities in 


the cold, struggling as best they can with babysit- 
ters that may be less than adequate. 


Pat Tretina from the .Com- 
munity and Social Services sub- 
office in Belleville is in charge of 
funding for all requests in seven 
counties for those who wish to 


start day care centres. She says 
nothing is available to docu- 
ment need in Hastings County, 
and prejudice can prevent peo- 
ple from seeing the need without 





a study.

The Hawk is back. That was 
the word around the Quinte 
Sports Centre back at the begin- 
ning of the season when Bull 
coach Larry Mavety made it 
known that he was going to use 
on of his overage picks to bring 
back Todd Hawkins for one final 
season in the OHL. While many 
fans expected Hawkins to be the 
team’s enforcer this season, 
Mavety must have had 
something else in mind. 

In Hawk's first game of the 
season against the Toronto 
Marlies he was assessed a penal- 
ty at the end of the game and 
was subsequently suspended for 
two games. 

Upon his return to the lineup, 
Hawkins started to pick up 
where he left off last season. 

But this sudden 
transformation from fighter to 
goal scorer did not happen in a 
short period of time, or did it? 

While most boys and even 
girls start to play ice hockey at 
a young age, this was not the 
case with Todd. In fact, Hawk 
was not all that interested in 
hockey to begin with. 

“I started at about 13 or 14 
years old. I didn’t really like the 
game but all my friends used to 
play and I used to watch them, 
so I started to play shinny 
hockey after school and on 
weekends. I started to really get 
into it and then I joined a league 
and it went from there,” he 
says. 

However, this fairytale story 
was almost over before it really 
got started. It is generally 
thought, right or wrong, that if 
a player is not drafted by the 
time he is 18, the chances are 
very slim that he will earn his 
living by playing hockey. That 
was the situation Todd had to 
face after being passed over in 
the annual NHL draft two 
seasons in a row. 

But after Todd's very suc- 
cessful playoff last year, the 
Vancouver Canucks took a 
chance and drafted this hard- 
nosed 19 year-old in the 11th 
round.

Like most junior hockey 
players, Todd did not catch on 
with the Canucks right away, so 
they sent him back to the Bulls 
to improve on some aspects of 
his game. 

“I was up in Vancouver but 
they sent me back to improve on 
a few other skills like carrying 
the puck and skating,’ Todd 
says. ‘I have a lot more room 
out here so I am going to take 
advantage of it.”’ 

While Hawkins wasn't 
drafted until his final year, he 
feels that it would be to the 
benefit of both the NHL and to 
the players being drafted if the 
draft age was increased to 19. 

“I think that they have more 
time to improve. They draft a 
lot of 18 year-olds on potential 
and sometimes it doesn’t work 
out. I think they should wait un- 
til they are 19 because they will 
have a few more years to play in 
the OHL and prove themselves 
that they should be drafted,’’ he 
says. 

However, no story on Todd 
Hawkins can be complete 
without a comment on his 
abilities with his fists. When the 
Hawk gets into a fight, is is 
never really a question of 
whether he will win or not, 
rather it is matter of how many 
punches his opponent will take 
before he ends up with a dif- 
ferent view of the Quinte Sports 
Center. 

But being known as a fighter 
in the league tends to single you 
out in the eyes of the referee, 
and you will not get any argu- 
ment from Hawkins on that 
point. 

“The refs know who I am and 
they are always looking for me. 
They always keep their eye on 
me because they know what 
kind of player I am and can be,” 
he says. 

One can only guess at the 
reason why Todd changed his 
number this season. With under 
half the season left and Todd on 
a pace that might see him score 
40 goals the fans can look for- 
ward to the Hawk soaring to 
new heights.

Despite concerns over raw sewage spilling into 
the Bay of Quinte, the Ombudsman of Ontario has 
refused to intervene on behalf of a group of 
Belleville homeowners in a dispute with the city and 
the Ministry of Environment over the city’s west 


end sewage system. 

In a letter to the Sewage Back 
Up Committee, a group of 
residents living in the Dundas 
Street West and Palmer Road 
area, Ontario Ombudsman 
Daniel Hill stated that he could 
intervene if he felt the ‘‘decision, 
act or omission complained of 
was unreasonable, unjust, op- 
pressive, or improperly 
discriminatory.’’ After review- 
ing the evidence compiled over 


several months by Alan Lee, an 
investigator with the Om- 
budsman’s office, Mr. Hill wrote 
“TI am unable to so describe the 
actions of the Ministry of the 
Environment.” 

The investigation began after 
a complaint laid in 1985 by 
several homeowners in the area. 
They reported a history of 
sewage back up problems in 
their basements which appeared 





related to the city’s 
sewage system. They presented 
the ombudsman’s office with 
documents showing a problem 
that dated back several years 
without any results from the ci- 
ty or the Ministry of Environ- 
ment, which operates the city’s 
sewage system. 

The investigation by Mr. Lee 
confirmed that the problem is 
caused by a pumping station 
maintained by the Ministry of 
Environment, which can’t cope 
with flows during periods of 
heavy rainfall. The Dundas 
Street West pumping station 
was upgraded in 1983-84 to in- 
crease its pumping capacity.

The young snakes were 
hatched at the trust from 
eggs laid “by wild caught 
parents’. Round Island Boas 
are the only boas that lay 
eggs. 

Mr. Huff hopes to eventual- 
ly breed these rare snakes and 
ultimately be able to return 
them to the wild as an aid to 
their conservation.

Foundation

Reptiles are repulsive to many people and 
snakes have one of the worst reputations 
around, but for Tom Huff, these creatures are 
“living treasures”’ which must be preserved for 


future generations. 


Amid much controversy, 
Tom established the Reptile 
Breeding Foundation in 
Prince Edward County in 
1976. Now, 10 years later, he 
is making an appeal to the 
public for funds to keep it go- 
ing. 

The foundation is a non- 
profit, registered charitable 
organization and does not 
receive any government 
monies. 

An awareness campaign to 
interest Quinte residents in 
helping the foundation with 
donations has begun. 

The task of preserving 
these creatures, many en- 
dangered species, “is enor- 
mous so it was decided to con- 
centrate on the reptiles and 
amphibians, because, unloved 
as they are, they too deserve 
a chance to live,’’ Mr. Huff 
says. 

Robert Kellough, curator of 
reptiles and amphibians at 
the foundation, said, ““Who 
knows, maybe reptiles are the 
‘art nouveau’ of the natural 
world and our descendants 
may appreciate them more 
than we ever will. There must 
be some alive for them to see, 
however; and that is what the 
foundation is all about. The 
job is very big but very rewar- 
ding and your help will go a 
long way to ensuring the sur- 
vival of these living 
treasures.”

“We've never campaigned 
in the county before,’’ said 
Tom, noting that many of the 
foundation’s benefactors are 
from the Toronto area.

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City botches 

B < firing 

Belleville city council badly botched the firing of Fred 
Bemis, the city’s industrial commissioner for the past 17 
years, and the fallout has not only seriously harmed Mr. 
Bemis, but also will probably make it much harder for the city 
to hire a top notch industrial commissioner to replace him. 

It’s no secret that Mayor George Zegouras and others were 
unhappy with Mr. Bemis’ performance in recent years, despite 
the fact that other industrial and economic development pro- 
fessionals in the region felt he was doing an excellent job. Sure, 
there were complaints about Mr. Bemis (and locally elected 
representatives) when Toyota didn’t settle in Belleville last 
year, but anyone who thought Belleville really had a shot at 
Toyota was living in a dream world. The fact is, Mr. Bemis 
brought business to this city: Interface Flooring Systems and 
Braun Wood Applications, both on Lahr Drive, are examples. 

Mr. Bemis may have out-stayed his welcome here — 17 years 
is a long time for an industrial commissioner and gives him a 
chance to step on a lot of toes and make enemies over a long 
period of time — but that’s no excuse for the way in which city 
council handled the firing. 

The city abruptly fired Mr. Bemis with no public explana- 
tion or comment and his office locks were changed on Jan. 9. 
Many people wondered why Mr. Bemis was fired and why the 
locks were changed. Many people wondered if there was a 
criminal explanation or whether Mr. Bemis had acted im- 
properly or unprofessionally in some way. 

Of course, he hadn’t — but no one from the city saw fit to say 
so until almost two weeks later. No one felt they should dispell 
the rumours. No one felt they should state the Mr. Bemis had 
not acted wrongfully or improperly. No one felt they should 
state that Mr. Bemis had brought a high standard of profes- 
sionalism to the department over his 17 years. No one felt they 
should say anything until 11 days later. Eleven days too late. 

As Mark Twain has said, given a day’s head start, a lie will 
always beat the truth, and so it has here. After 17 years of 
honorable service, Mr. Bemis’ reputation has been smeared by 
council's botched handling of his firing. He may never recover 
from the smear. 

And the city will have difficulty recovering from its handling 
of the incident as well. What professional industrial commis- 
sioner worth his or her salt will want to come to Belleville and 
risk the same humiliation? The city is going to have to do some 
fast talking — and probably smear Mr. Bemis’ reputation 
again — in order to persuade a top notch professional that the 
whole incident wasn’t the city’s fault.

Because of the massive Ccover- 
age, witnesses came forward who now 
realized they had seen Theo and Blanche 
together on the day of Blanche’s disap- 
pearance. 

Elizabeth Crosset saw Theo and 
Blanche on a streetcar heading towarq 
the church. Lawyer Martin Quinlan Was 
watching workmen lay new Pavement 
on 22nd St., close by the church, as the 
couple approached. Sixty-six-year-olq 
Caroline Leak, who lived opposite the 
church, saw the pair enter. There was 
little doubt that Theo and Blanche 
entered the church alone on April 3. 

The same thing happened in regard to 
Minnie. Everyone and their dog remem- 
bered seeing Theo and Minnie enter that 
church on the night of her death. One 
witness saw Theo leave the church 
alone. 

When taken into custody, Theo would 
only admit to meeting Blanche after 
school. Contrary to all the witnesses, he 
claimed they then went their separate 
ways. His trial, dubbed “The Body in 
Belfry Case,’’ was heralded as the crime 
of the century. Reporters from as far 
away as Europe covered the trial. The 
courtroom was crowded each day with 
hordes of women, all vying for a glimpse 
of Theo Durrant. One lady achieved a 
measure of fame by presenting Theo 
with a bouquet of sweet peas each day. 
She instantly became known as the 
Sweet Pea Girl. 

Despite the ballyhoo accompanying the 
trial, there was no doubt whatever of 
Theo’s guilt. The jury established some- 
thing of a record in returning a guilty 
verdict in five minutes. Three years 
after thc trial, Theo calmly mounted the 
gallows and was in the middle of a long 
speech when the trap door was sprung. 

A bizarre aftermath of the hanging 
involved Theo’s parents, who had sat 
patiently through their son’s murder 
trial. After the hanging, they waited in 
a prison anteroom for Theo’s body. In 
the meantime, the warden inquired if 
they were hungry. Mr. and Mrs. Durrant 
agreed they were famished and were 
served a meal. When Theo’s body was 
brought into the room, the Durrants paid 
little attention. They continued to finish 
their meal in the presence of their exe- 
cuted son’s body.

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While local media types primarily con- 
cern themselves with the tribulations of 
the area's unsuccessful hockey teams, the 
triumphs of some of Quinte’s most suc- 
cessful and dedicated athletes go largely 
unnoticed. 

For instance, last year when local boxer 
Tommy Walker won his third consecutive 
gold medal at the Ontario Boxing cham- 
pionships, his remarkable feat garnered on- 
ly minimal coverage. To hear him tell it, the 
major sports story of the day, enhanced by 
the largest headline on the sport spage 
read “Bulls lost 9-5"’. Incredible. 

Last year the Belleville Boxing Club had 
four provincial champions — Tom Walker, 
a 21-year-old Ontario team member who 
won the 147 lb. senior gold medal three 
years in a row, 18-year-old Lee Hannah, the 
125 lb. intermediate gold medallist, Jerry 
Blakely, 13-year-old, 90 lb. junior gold 
medallist and 13-year-old sensation Chris 
Cossen, the 80 lb. champion who also won 
his division three years consecutively. 
Having four provincial champions out of a 
total of 20 members is truly a remarkable 
feat, yet the area papers gave only limited 
space to these exceptional athletes. 

The selfless dedication of the club’s 
coaches, trainers and other volunteers got 
even less attention. These men sacrifice 
their valuable time, effort and financial 
resources to help young men they hardly 
know conquer their adolescent inade- 
quacies, gain a sense of direction in their 
young lives and be the best they could 
possibly be. 

Although boxing is a controversial sport 
that many people despise, even the most 
cynical sports fan must admit that the 
sport teaches young men discipline, 


respect and self-confidence — attributes 
that are somewhat lacking in most teenage 
boys. 


The Belleville Boxing Club receives no 
assistance from any level of government 
and very little assistance from the press. I 
think that it is high time that we, the 
public, took up the slack and supported the 
efforts of those boxing enthusiasts who toil 
so hard for so little.

BELLEVILLE 


BOXING CLUB KEEPS 
BOUNCING BACK

The Belleville Boxing Club has bat- 
tled seemingly impossible financial 
burdens and the sport’s image pro- 
blems for the past six years and, like 
an experienced ring veteran, has 
always bounced back to go another 
round. 

Established in 1981 by Mal 
Trenholm and Dominic Degazio, the 
club’s earliest home was the King 
George School in Belleville. Since 
then, the club has moved to its present 
training facility, a rented engine bay 
on Wilson Avenue, and will soon take 
possession of a new $75,000 building 
on Parks Drive. 

Club members and volunteers raised 
the required capital for a down pay- 
ment on the new training center by 
sponsoring bingos at the Quinte Bingo 
Hall and by staging local competetive 
bouts. The remaining mortgage will be 
paid by the same methods combined 
with other fundraising efforts. 

According to General Manager Glen 
Crawford, the 20 member club is 
always looking for new members who 
are serious about boxing and willing to 
make the necessary commitment. 

‘“‘New members are always welcome, 
however, we like to forewarn the in- 
terested individuals that boxing re- 
quires dedication, personal sacrifice 
and intense physical training,” he 
said. 

Novice boxers are expected to 
undergo a strenuous training program

to condition themselves and should 
run at least four times per week. They 
will also be taught the rules of 
Amateur Boxing, proper use of all 
training equipment and the finer 
points of self defence. 

Crawford also stressed that boxers 
are allowed to progress at their own 
speed, no-one is forced to do anything. 


‘Depending on the individual's pro- 
gress and conditioning, serious sparr- 
ing will not commence until the 
coaches and trainers are satisfied with 
his ability to cope with meeting an op- 
ponent of his weight class and with the 
same skills,‘ he said. 


The Belleville Boxing Club falls 
under the jurisdiction of Boxing On- 
tario and all of the coaches and 
trainers have been trained and sanc- 
tioned by that governing body. 

Members of the Belleville club have 
won medals on both the National and 
provincial levels and have represented 
their club internationally.

Recently, for 
example, a woman called to 
say her baby had developed 
a severe body rash from 
head to toe. She hadn’t been 
able to reach her own doctor 
and was wondering what to 
do and whether she should 
take the baby to emergency. 
The VON was able to help 
answer her questions. 


No one is turned away 


Fees from patients cover the costs of the Vic- 
torian Order of Nurses, but no one is ever turn- 
ed away because they can’t afford the fees, says 


June Fisher of the Belleville VON. 


Fees are based on the 
average cost of all visits 
Over a year, which in 
Belleville works out to 
$23.60. With an average of 
20 nurses on duty every day, 
each making eight to ten 
visits, the VON averages 
160 to 200 visits per day in 
the Belleville area, helping 
patients with medication, 
changing dressings and per- 


forming physical therapy 
among other services. 

According to Mrs. Fisher, 
90 per cent of the referrals to 
the VON come from the 
Ministry of Health through 
the Home Care program and 
are paid for by the ministry. 
Other referrals come from 
doctors and sometimes a pa- 
tient will call directly. 


the visits, the VON asks for 
payment on a sliding scale 
based on ability to pay. In 
some cases, people have paid 
as little as 50 cents, and then 
only because the person felt 
better paying even part of 
the bill. To help cover the 
costs of those who can’t pay, 
the VON gets a grant from 
Belleville city council and 
assistance from many local 
service clubs as well as funds 
from the annual United Way 
campaign.

The old CJ-7, manufactured 
until last January, required a 
boot-camp toughness of its 
drivers. Every bump became a 
bone shaker, reminding driver 
and passengers they occupied a 
direct descendent of the Jeep 
that was designed for military 
service an half century earlier. 

“As faithful as a dog, as 
strong as a mule and as agile as 
a goat,’’ was how a war cor- 
respondant described the 
original in a WWII despatch. 
As lumbering and ultimately 
tippy as a turtle, too, he could 
have written. Nonetheless, 
Willy’s and later American 
Motors were able to bank on the 
wartime reputation decade after 
decade. 

Over the years the CJ (civilian 
Jeep) was made more civilized 
as its suspension was softened 
and its track widened, as paint 
and upholstery were jazzed up. 
Always, however, American 
Motors stopped short of a com- 
plete redesign. 

But now the Jeep is a jalopy 
no more. The new vehicle, nam- 
ed the Wrangler in the U.S. and 
the YJ (Yuppie Jeep?) in Canada 
where General Motors already 
sells a pickup as a Wrangler, 
reflects AMC’s discovery that 
Jeep drivers want to enjoy 
peacetime. ‘‘We've learned that 
in any future purchase they 
would look for everyday com- 
fort and those special amenities 
that vehicles such as the CJ-7 
didn’t provide,” is the way 


AMC’s Francois Castaing puts 
it. 





_At first glance the YJ looks 
like a CJ with rectangular 
headlamps. In fact it’s different 
from the frame up, from body 
panels to interior design. Any 
vet of CJ-7 service will notice 
Straightaway that the 
Speedometer has been moved 
from its antiquated centre posi- 
tion. The headlamp dimmer no 
longer is on the floor, switches 
no longer are push-pull controls 
that look like they belong on a 
Pipe organ. 

he most important dif- 
ference shows up in stepping in- 
to the YJ. It’s still no cinch for 
those in tight skirts, but much 
easier than mounting the CJ. 
The YJ is lower because its body 
‘incorporates the frame (rather 
than sitting on it like the CJ),

reducing height but not ground 
clearance. The real payoff is in a 
lower centre of gravity that 
gives the new Jeep vastly im- 
proved highway manners. 

In ride, cornering and wind- 
resistance the YJ approaches 
automotive standards. And 
while our test vehicle still feels 
‘closer to a CJ-7 than a Lincoln 
when driven over a rough road, 
driving no longer approximates 
a war game. Powertrain, wind 
and engine noise is much reduc- 
ed compared to CJ-7 levels, also 
helping make life more civilized. 

On dry pavement, a Jeep is 
driven in rear-wheel-drive, but 
four-wheel-drive can be selected 
without stopping and the front 
hubs lock automatically, so it’s 
no longer necessary to get out 
and bow down to the front 
wheels before tackling off- 
roading. 

Basic Jeeps come equipped 
with soft tops, but the Laredo 
model includes a_ factory- 
installed hardtop. Still, a padd- 
ed rollbar behind the front seats 
lets you know that this vehicle 
is as ready to leave civilization 
behind as was any earlier Jeep 
and the heft of swinging the 
seats forward for access to the 
roomy rear perch re-emphasizes 
the fact what Jeeps aren't in- 
tended for the weak-wristed. 

The power steering gives 
more satisfying road feel than in 
the CJ-7, and the five-speed 
manual transmission (imported 
from Japan) is smooth-shifting. 
The tranny gets lots of use in 
our test Jeep because the op- 
tional 4.2 litre six-cylinder 
engine is anything but over- 
powering, rated as it is at 114 
horsepower compared to the 2.5- 
litre, four-cylinder’s 117. It is, 
however, satisfyingly quiet at 
120 km/h. Saya 

A final improvement, signifi- 
cant to buyers in salt-belt areas, 
sees AMC claiming use of exten- 
sive two-sided galvanized steel.

When I reached him, he was 
moaning and someone else was 
urging him to try and stand. “‘I 
can’t move,” he said.

The army simply took over. 
Soldiers emptied out of the 
Grizzlies and split into teams 
to deal with the injured.

He had a broken 
leg and cuts. Others dashed 
across the road to the third 
young man who couldn’t move. 

They brought out stretchers 





and lifted the young man with 
the broken leg off the cold 
ground onto a stretcher. They 
hauled out warm sleeping bags 
to cover each of the injured and 
one young soldier was ordered 
to huddle on the ground under 
sleeping bags with the young 
man who couldn’t move, to 
make sure he stayed all right 
until ambulances arrived.

This follows the application to 
the Solicitor General in accor- 
dance with Ontario's Police Act. 
There is no charge for the 
survey. 

Because of the special situa- 
tion being faced by the town a 
priority has been put on the 
survey, but Inspector Wall ex- 
pects it won’t be ready until the 
end of February, which is when 
Police Chief Charles Fletcher is 
due to retire.

There are many factors to be

Town Clerk-Treasurer Sterl- 
ing Johnston said the budgetted 
costs in 1986 to run the police 
force amounted to $426,709. In 
1985 the actual cost was 


$418,954. 


The idea is not new but the op- 
portunity to examine costing 
has not presented itself before. 

And what happens to the of- 
ficers remaining on the Picton 
police force? 


Police Chief Fletcher says he 
will be fighting for those on his 


staff so they will have a job. 
Talks have already taken place 
with the police association on 
the matter. 


“The OPP normally would ab- 
sorb the town’s police force,”’ 
says Mr. Johnston, but the 
Deputy Solicitor General's of- 
fice said nothing is decided. 


If the OPP absorbs the town’s 
officers, then their salaries 
would rise. A town constable 
makes about $31,000 compared 
to an OPP constable who makes 
about $38,000.

At the end of every ere day 

le need some reason to believe 
ee is unpopular these days, perhaps it always was. Noone 
wants to talk about faith — that’s a private matter, not a 
public matter, especially when it comes to public issues. 
Yet, faith is at the heart of the message brought recently to 
this area by four Montreal-area students, members of SAGE, 
Students Against Global Extermination. They wouldn’t be 
taking most of a year out of their lives, living out of an 
unreliable station wagon, to speak on nuclear disarmament to 
the country’s high school students if they didn’t have, in Bruce 
Springsteen's words, some reason to believe. 

According to a McMaster University survey, 60 per cent of 
Canada’s young people think a nuclear war is inevitable in 
their lifetime. And they think there is nothing they can do to 
stop it. 

That's frightening, because no society can survive without 
hope. A society without hope of a future is a society that is in 
its death throes. “Today I shall eat, drink and make merry, for 
tomorrow I may die.” Isn’t that the kind of mentality we see 
undermining the decent order and institutions of our society 
today in the Western world? How much of that attitude is 
shaped by the threat of a global nuclear war? 

Yet, the four teenagers from SAGE who recently visited 
Belleville have a different belief. They believe that nuclear war 
can be averted. Thy believe that young people of Canada can 
have an impact on the decisions that might lead to such a war 

Some readers won t agree with the political views of these 
young people, regarding their views as naive or misplaced. Yet 
their faith that there will be a future is healthier for Canada 


than a cynicism or apathy that says nothing we do makes any 


difference. 


Supposing the cynics are right, the world won’t exist tomor- 
row, isn’t it still better to live today as though there will be a 
tomorrow? Martin Luther was once planting apple trees when 
a neighbor, thinking to reprove him, asked what he would be 
doing if Christ were to come the next day, ushering in the new 
heavens and the new earth. “Plant apple trees,’’ was Martin 


Luther's reply. 


Living for today because tomorrow we die is disastrous for 
any society or individual. Living today for tomorrow is the 
prescription for responsible living. That is what the students 


of SAGE are asking us to do.

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There are some murderers who, for 
reasons of their own, favor shipping 
their victims’ bodies in assorted suit- 
cases, trunks and just plain corrugated 
boxes. Why they don’t let sleeping 
bodies lie is beyond me 

Winnie Ruth Judd was happily mar- 
ried to Dr. William Judd They lived in 
a duplex at 2929 North 2nd St. in Phoe- 
nix. Ariz. Winnie and the doctor 
became dear friends of their neighbors, 
Agnes Anne LeRoi and Hedvig Samuel- 
son 

On Oct. 17, 1931, Winnie showed up 
late at the Grunow Clinic, where she 
was employed as a receptionist. No 
wonder. Winnie had been a busy girl. 

That same night, she called the Light- 
ning Delivery Co. to move a trunk from 
her home to the railroad station. Winnie 
told the moving men that the trunk held 
books. We know better 

The delivery men informed Winnie 
that the trunk was too heavy to be 
checked on a ticket and would have to 
remain overnight to be shipped by 
express the following morning. No 
problem. Winnie had them take the 
trunk to an apartment she had rented. 


Next morning, Winnie asked her land- 
lord, M.G. Koller, for a hand getting 
some luggage to Union Depot, as she 
was leaving for Los Angeles. Koller and 
his son placed the large trunk and a 
smaller one in his car. Mrs. Judd gath- 
ered up an old suitcase, a little leather 
grip and a large hatbox. Everything, 
including Winnie, made it to the station 
in the Kollers’ car 

The trunks were placed on the Golden 
State Limited bound for Los Angeles. 
Mrs. Judd boarded the train with her 
personal luggage at her side. In Los 

ngeles, the two trunks were unloaded 

om the train and placed on a baggage 
rack. Winnie left carrying her personal 
luggage to pick up her brother, Jason. 

Meanwhile, a decidedly unpleasant 
odor was noticed emanating from the 
two trunks on the baggage rack. The 
larger one was leaking a rather repul- 
sive brownish liquid. When Winnie and 
Jason returned, the baggage master 
insisted that the trunks be opened in 
his presence 

Voila! The assorted bits and pieces of 
Agnes Anne LeRoi and Hedvig Samuel- 
Son were in those two trunks all the 
time. Winnie had shot and dissected her 
two friends. 

Eventually, Winnie was tried, found 
guilty of murder and sentenced to 
death.

State Hospital for the Insane. 


Had we heard the last of Winnie Ruth 
Judd? Not by a long shot. On Oct. 24, 
1939, almost eight years after the dou- 
ble murder, Winnie constructed a 
model of herself asleep in bed, fooled 
her attendants and walked away from 
the institution. A few days later, after 
visiting her ailing father, she gave her- 
self up. 

Over the years, Winnie escaped seven 
times. In 1962, she managed to disap- 
pear for over six years. Ironically, she 
was found during a routine investiga- 
tion of a murder in the neighborhood in 
which she lived. 

In 1971, Winnie was paroled. Ten 
years later, 50 years after the crime, 
she received an absolute discharge at 
age 76. 


In 1933, Tony Mancini was employed 
in a restaurant in London’s famed Lei- 
cester Square. Tony teamed up_with a 
former dancer, Violette Kaye. 

One foggy day, Tony and Vi decided 
that London was not for them. They 
took off for Brighton and its rocky 
beaches. They rented rooms at 44 Park 
Crescent. Both had no difficulty obtain- 
ing part-time jobs at the Skylark Cafe. 
Things were coming up roses when 
Tony was picked up for questioning by 
the police. You see, some nasty individ- 
ual had left the torso of a young lady at 
the luggage office of the Brighton Sta- 
tion. Tony told authorities that he 
wasn’t in the habit of cutting up ladies. 
He was reluctantly released.

Sure, Vi’s body was resting comfort- 
ably in that old trunk on Kemp St. Tony 
was no sooner out of sight than his 
landlady took a peek in the trunk and 
discovered what we already suspected. 

Tony was picked up and gave the 
police his story. He claimed that on 
May 10 he found Vi’s body lying on her 
bed. The bedsheets were saturated with 
blood. What to do? According to Tony, 
he knew very well the police would 
never believe him, so he placed Vi in 
the trunk and moved. 

Tony admitted everything, except 
murder. What made matters difficult 
for the police was that his story was 
plausible. Vi was a prostitute. Any 
of her clients could have killed her. 

There were certain pieces of circum- 
stantial evidence that were difficult to 
overlook. Three men who had met Tony 
shortly after Vi disappeared had a long 
discussion with him concerning trouble- 
some women. They quoted Tony as 
saying, ‘“‘You should hit her with a 
hammer the same as I did and slosh 
her up.” A hammer was found in the 
rubbish at 44 Park Crescent.

Still, no one had witnessed the killing. 
Tony had no reason to murder his meal 
ticket. The “Brighton Trunk” murder 
made headlines around the world. Was 
Tony innocent or guilty? After all, the 
body was found in his room in his 
trunk. 

Tony’s trial lasted five days. The j 
deliberated only 2% oui behite 
returning a verdict of not guilty. Tony 
Mancini left the courtroom and has 
never been heard of since.

Len Ede had that old urge. The case 
which became famous as “The C.0.p’ 
Corpse,” broke in 1960 in, of all places, 
Argentia, Nfld. 

CNR station agent Thomas Donovan 
was annoyed. An unclaimed piece of 
cargo always made him angry. This 
time there was an unclaimed trunk 
addressed to a Mrs. Williams hanging 
around the station. No one had paid the 
C.0.D. charges of $17.68 due on the 
trunk. Besides, the odor was getting 
worse with each passing day. 

Tommy took a . Staring up at 
him were the fixed, unseeing eyes of a 
very dead woman. The RCMP were 
called. They found 60 pieces of clothing 
in the trunk. The body revealed no dis- 
cernible marks that might have caused 
death. 

A check of her fingerprints in Ottawa 
identified the victim as Mrs. Marjorie 
Scott. Marjorie had a police record. She 
had been a hard-drinking, hard-living 
lady. Born Marjorie Sager in 1923 in 
Napanee, Ont., she had been hard to 
handle, even as a teenager. At 17, she 
married Clement Scott. The marriage 
definitely didn’t work out. Clem hanged 
himself in New Westminster, B.C., in 
1958. Marjorie went on to spend time 
in reformatories for various indiscre- 
tions. 

While married to Clem Scott, she 
bigamously married Leonard Ede, 21, 
on Dec. 5, 1946. The young couple drank 
and argued their way through 14 years 
of marriage. 

On May 3, 1960, the Edes were living 
on Granby St. in Toronto. They had 
been drinking all day. According to 
Lennie, Marjorie came at him with a 
kitchen knife. To stop her, he punched 
his true love in the mouth. Marjorie fell 
hard. When she got ae full of vim and 
vigor, Lennie grabbed her by the 
throat. That quieted Marjorie down. 
Lennie gave her a drink of water and 
Marjorie lay down and fell asleep. 

Next morning, Marjorie wouldn’t 
wake up, and with good reason. She 
was dead. Lennie did the logical thing. 
He shipped her to Argentia, Nfld. 

Lennie was eventually picked up by 
Cleveland, Ohio, police. Initially, he 
was charged with murder but this 
charge was dropped after medical 
examination revealed there was no evi- 
dence of foul play. Instead, he was 
charged with public mischief and caus- 
ing indignities to a human body. 

Len pleaded guilty to these charges 
and was sent away to Burwash Refor- 
matory for 15 months to contemplate 
the error of his ways.

The incessant whining emanating from 
the mouths of those grossly overpaid, 
underworked professional baseball players 
who are about to enter arbitration pro- 
ceedings is enough to make even the most 
devout baseball fanatic irate enough to 
burn his season’s tickets and cancel his 
T.S.N. subscription. 

Collectively, professional baseball 
players have to be the most spoiled, 
pampered, ungrateful group of athletes to 
ply their trade at the professional level. 
Their extravagant contract, demands, 
super egos and ill-advised off field antics 
are are tarnishing the image of ‘America’s 
game’ and, undoubtedly, causing founder 
Abner Doubleday to convulse in his grave. 

The average baseball fan must seethe 
with anger when they hear their favourite 
‘Boy of Summer‘ complaining about the 
three-year, $4.8 million contract offer 
Management just produced. Tim Raines, 
the ex-Expo, called such an offer ‘an insult‘ 
only weeks ago. Players like Raines should 
realize that’ salary demands like his are 
making baseball ticket prices rise each 
year. Pretty soon, the only people who will 
be able to afford to attend baseball games 
will be other professional baseball players. 

Baseball’s list of millionaire cry babies is 
rapidly growing. Lance Parrish, the Detroit 
Tiger’s catcher last year, is a perfect exam- 
ple. Parrish was paid in excess of $850,000 
last year in the final year of a six year con- 
tract. The Tigers offered him a $350,000 
raise or $1.2 million/year but that wasn’t 
satisfactory enough, Parrish felt he deserv- 
ed a $950,000 raise or $1.8 million/year. He 
still hasn’t signed and, at that price, could 
end up not playing at all. 

There is no doubt that the baseball 
salary structure is way out of whack. 
What can be done to remedy this potential- 
ly fatal situation remains to be seen. 
However, I think nothing will be ac- 
complished until the athletes themselves 
are brought down to earth and forced to 
make some concessions.

This means that before purchase, you learn the growth re- 
quirements of every plant you are considering purchasing, which is 
not always easy. Because, in many of the retail outlets where plants 
are sold, the retail staff is not always that knowledgeable. 

To assist you in your long-term investment, here are ten favoured 
house plants selected from the thousands of species and varieties 
available, ten that are generally free from temperment and are in- 
dividually as well as collectively attractive. Some are easy to find, 
others may require a little searching, but all are sorth the hunt. 

Nonetheless, here are the top ten, chosen with the common 
denominators of ease of care combined with attractiveness: 
Alglaonema, Beaucarnea, Beefsteak begonia, Euphorbia, Fiddle Leaf 
fig, Grape Ivy, Hibiscus, Jade, Norfold Island pine and Pothos. 

"AGLAONEMA (Chinese Evergreen) - One of the toughest house 
plants in existence, the Aglaonema or Chinese Evergreen will 
tolerate dim light, drafts and neglect but that doesn’t mean it prefers 
those conditions. The Aglaonema seldom exceeds two feet in height 
and displays a ues of lance-shaped leaves, 6 to 9 inches long and 
2 to 3 inches wide. 

Three of the more attractive varieties are: ‘Silver Queen’’, a strik- 
ingly handsome plant with silvery-grey leaves marked with dark 
green; ‘‘White Raja’’, bright green and dark green leaves with snowy- 
wie va and ‘‘Pewter’’, with grey-green leaves heavily mark- 
ed with sliver. 

Aglaonemas will survive in a dark corner where most other plants 
would give up the ghost but prefers the shadowless light of a north 
window. They thrive in normal room temperatures and prefer a soil 
mix that is kept slightly damp at all times. 

Feed every month with a 20-20-20 fertilizer diluted half strength. If 
a plant is old and tired it can be easily propagated by taking stem 
cuttings 3 to 4 inches long and rooting them in damp vermiculite. 

BEAUCARNIA (Pony Tail) - When it is small it is known as the

Shadow/Sundance is among 
the few really new American 
cars in 1987. It’s an important 
addition for Dodge and 
Plymouth as a small sedan in- 
tended to combine an appealing 
price, obvious practicality, 
fresh styling and fun behind 
the wheel in a combination 


entries. 

In size, this car fits between 
the Omni-Horizon and 
Aries-Reliant. 
dance is seven inches longer 
than Omni-Horizon, but is two 
inches shorter in wheelbase. In 
ambition, however, our 
newcomer is as big as Chrysler 
boss Lee Iacocca’s ego. 

To judge Shadow/Sundance’s 
success, one must consider its 
intended features. First, the 
$9,402 base price certainly is 
appealing; even in ES form 
with 146-horsepower, tur- 
bocharged, 2.2-litre engine, 
$11,573 isn't far beyond to- 
day's economy car prices. Our 
test car totals $14,806.35, 
about the same as the least ex- 
pensive Toyota Camry. 

Consider practicality, 
however and you stop at the 
rear seat. Chrysler product 
planners apparently decided 
comfort-for-four needn't matter 
in a small sedan. The rear bench 
is more of a roost than 
something to sit on. An adult of 
average height perches with 
knees unavoidably high, head 
barely clearing the headliner 
and a deep yearning to cockle- 
doodle-do or cackle brk-brk- 
brk, as in laying an egg or 
otherwise registering com- 
plaint. 

Styling? From some angles 
the Shadow/Sundance is a neat 
little brother of Chrysler Le 
Baron GTS/Dodge Lancer. 
From most angles, the styling 
might be by Fischer-Price, the 
toy company. According to 
Chrysler it’s “a contemporary 
hatch-back with the silhouette 
of a notchback,” and that it is, 
while also looking like 
something with which baby 
might splash in the tub. 

Fun behind the wheel? At 
last we come to the one design 
goal in which Chrysler un-

Within limits. With the ES’s 
146 horsepower (base 
Shadow/Sundance gets 97), this 
is a little car with a big appetite 
for acceleration. Our accelera- 
tion time of 11.1 seconds from 
zero to 100 km/h, in adverse 
conditions, with an automatic 
transmission, suggests the 
Shadow ES five-speed would 
meet current pocket rocket 
standards of zero-60 mph in 10 
seconds or less. What’s more, 
our ES’s turbo engine pulls well 
in any circumstance up to 140 
km/h. 

The ES, with its fat, stan- 
dard tires, also handles and cor- 
ners with aplomb. And the 
steering manages the front- 
drive torque with a minimum of 
tugging. 

So where's the limit to the 
fun behind the wheel? The lack 
of refinement eventually takes 
the smile off your face. You 
hear and feel a big thud every 
time you run over any bump in 
the smooth pavement that’s 
larger than the nose on Lee 
Iacocca’s face. Worse, you 
quickly grow tired of the roar 
from under the hood, because 
the Shadow is geared so low 
that cruising at 130 km/h (80 
mph) requires the engine to 
turn at a busy 4,100 rpm. 
Perhaps Chrysler has 
deliberately geared this sedan 
for maximal performance 
within the U.S. 55 mph limit. 
At that speed, the engine purrs 
along at 2,800 rpm. 

Shadow/Sundance may yet 
become known as another win- 
ner for re-emerging Chrysler. 
As we've seen, it’s a car with 
charm for fun-loving drivers 
with insensitive ears. The front 
seats are comfortable, the 
dashboard design handsome, 
the grey tones of the ES in- 
terior satisfying. Claimed ef- 
forts at rustinhibiting may pay 
off in long-term reputation. 
Still, once past the laughter of 
this good-times test car, you're 
left pondering its limitations.

A closed meeting was being held to discuss the 
province's proposal as Quinte Weekly News went to 
press Monday afternoon. Mayor Robertson declined 
to say how he felt council would react to the pro- 
posal, but predicted that negotiations would take 
about one year. Work isn’t expected to start on a 
new bridge until 1990 with completion for 1991. 


In 1986, Trenton council pro- 
posed two alternatives to the 
province: replace the swing

Hugh O’Neil, Quinte MPP, 
announced last week that the 
province was willing to fund 75 
per cent of the cost of replace- 
ment under the connecting link 
program, since the bridge is 
part of the province’s highway 
system, for a total of $4.785 
million. The city would have to 
pick up the rest of the tab, 
about $1.595 million. 

In addition, MPP O'Neil an- 
nounced that if the city prefer- 
red a high level bridge just 
south of the present structure, 
that the province would fund 50 
per cent of the additional 
$820,000 bill for a total of 
$410,000. The catch is that the 
monies would be made available 
through ‘unspecified alloca- 
tions’’ made every year by the 
Ministry of Transportion and 
Communications for road work 
in the city. The funding could be 
taken in one lump sum or over a 
period of several years Again, 
the city would have to pick up 
the rest of the tab. 

_ “We're elated that finally 
we're going to receive some con- 
sideration,’ Mayor Robertson 
said Monday morning. ‘‘We’re 
rolling up our sleeves today on 
ith’ 

However, he called the 
ministry proposal ‘‘just the first 
salvo” in negotiations between 
the city and the ministry as the 

- city seeks the best deal it can 
get. ‘This is just the opening 
round of negotiations,”’ he said. 
“Now we start dickering.”’ 

Asked which ministry alter- 
native he preferred, the mayor 
refused to comment, calling it 
premature at this stage. 
However, he discounted sugges- 
tions that closing the bridge for 
a long period of time would have 
a severe effect on downtown 
businesses. The bridge has been 
closed before, he pointed out, at 
least once before 1967 when the 
Macdonald Bridge was opened 
just to the north. Then people 
had to either cross at Belleville 
and go through Prince Edward 
County or go north to Glen 
Miller, he said. 


Macdonald

The ancient swing bridge 
Dundas Street is not the only 
bridge in need of repairs in 
Trenton. According to Mayor 
Neal Robertson, 


the Mac- 
donald Bridge is due for 
about $200,000 in 
maintenance work in 1988. 

Built in 1967, the bridge 
had to be closed when it was 
re-decked 10 or 12 years ago. 
Repairs won't require closure 
of the bridge this time 
around, however, he said. 

“People forget that bridges 
need maintenance every 15 or 
20 years,” he commented. 
“You don’t just build a bridge 
and then forget about it.”

Policing questions 


Ironically, Picton is contemplating dropping its police force 
exactly 150 years after it was first incorporated as a police 
village. One can understand why the town is examining the op- 
tion of OPP policing. Law enforcement is expensive and the 
town faces the problem of almost no industrial tax base to sup- 
port its residential services. 

We question, though, whether the town will save much if 
anything by going to OPP policing. As a QWN story revealed, 
the Town of Arnprior switched to OPP policing, but pays 
roughly the same amount as the Town of Picton does for 
roughly the same size force. 

And good as OPP policing is, we question whether the town 
will get the same level of protection as with its own force. 
Would the OPP conduct foot patrols, for example? Would the 
OPP check the doors of retail stores on Main Street on patrol 
in the early hours of the morning? When the Solicitor 
General's report arrives late in a few weeks, the town council 
will probably face some tough decisions. Price alone should not 


be the final consideration. +;

I am often asked if there is such a thing as a perfect 
murder. The answer is, of course, there are many. I 
am not referring here to those cases where a suspect 
stands trial and is acquitted because of lack of evi- 
dence, a technicality or the efforts of a superior defence 
attorney. These are tainted with imperfections. 

However, there are those baffling murders where 
there is no doubt that murder has taken place and the 
killer, by cunning or luck, has never been suspected, 
identified, or apprehended 


Twelve headless bodies 


On Sept. 23, 1935, two young boys playing in Cleve- 
land’s industrial Kingsbury Run district stumbled over 
two headless bodies. Police were summoned. They later 
found the two missing heads on the side of a muddy 
= One body was identified 
as that of homosexual 
Edward Andrassy. Both 
decapitations had been per- 
formed by someone with 
medical knowledge. 

Four months later, a 
butcher found the dismem- 
bered body of a female in a 
basket beside his shop. The 
head was missing and was 
never found. Fingerprints 
revealed the victim was 
prostitute Florence Polillo. 

The killer continued to 
kill and the headless bodies 
continued to turn up. In all, 
12 bodies, all decapitated, turned up in Cleveland 
between 1935 and 1938 

Thousands of interviews were conducted. Not one 
clue to the killer’s identity was ever uncovered. As 
suddenly as the weird murders had begun, they 
stopped. Police theorized the killer had left the Cleve- 
land area or met with death himself

Valerie Percy, 21, was in 
her own bedroom when an 
intruder stabbed and blud- 
geoned her to death. Her 
father heard the noise 
emanating from the bed- 
room. He triggered an 
alarm which went off 
throughout the house. Then 
he searched the premises, 
only to find his daughter's 
body. The killer had disap- 
peared into the night. 

At the time of Valerie’s 
death, Charles Percy was 
running his first successful 
campaign for the U.S. Sen-

Riddled in a barbershop 


Gangsters have, through training, managed to kill off 
each other with impunity. 

Albert Anastasia, the Mafia’s ‘“‘Lord High Execu- 
tioner’’, had so many enemies that the police didn’t 
know where to look, if they cared to look at all, when he 
was murdered. 

At the time of his death, Albert had plans to move his 
prostitution and gambling empire into Batista’s Cuba. 
A chap named Meyer Lansky had already ingratiated 
himself with the Cuban dictator. The word went out to 
stasis to back off. Albert refused. That was a mis- 
take. 

On Friday, Oct. 25, 1957, exactly 29 years ago today, 
Anastasia was the lone customer in a barbershop 
located in New York’s Park Sheraton Hotel. His body- 
guard, Tony Coppola, was having a cup of coffee across 
the street. The barber placed a hot towel over the 
gangster’s face. Two men appeared, carrying guns. 


They ordered the lone barber to stand clear. Then they 
fired ten shots at Anastasia. Five found their mark. One 
went directly into Anastasia’s brain. 

Brazenly, one of the killers bent over their victim 
to see if he was dead. Assured that he was beyond 
this world, they calmly walked out of the hotel. 

Who ordered the killing? Maybe Lansky. Maybe one 
of hundreds of other enemies. It matters little. No one 
was ever charged with the murder.

That was the last anyone ever heard from the Black 
Dahlia killer. For some strange reason, every deranged 
individual in California wanted to be Dahlia’s killer. In 
all, police received 35 confessions to the murder. All 
proved to be impostors or publicity seekers. 

The real killer has never been apprehended. 


Raped, choked in Toronto 


A couple of times a year I make my way to Blithfield 
Ave. in Toronto and check the time it takes me to walk 
from the bus stop around the corner to the second house 
on the street. If I walk briskly, it takes me 50 seconds. 
A little slower, and the distance takes me a minute. 

In the wee hours of May 29, 1982, Jenny Isford walked 
these same steps. In front of the second house, she met 
her killer. She was raped and strangled to death. 

Jenny was returning home from a night out after a 
Toronto Argonaut cheerleaders’ rehearsal. She received 
a lift from a girlfriend to the subway. She transferred to 
the bus and was dropped off at the bus stop around the 
corner from her home. 

It was raining. Was her killer waiting for her? Did he } 
know her habits? Was it a chance encounter with a total 
stranger? Was someone in the neighborhood out walk- 
ing in the mist that night? 

I pace off the steps and think of Jenny, when any 
delay of over one minute may have spared her life. No

Picture a rugged, dark-green candelabra with predominant vertical 
ridges mounted with sharp spines from top to bottom and with the 
main stem and leafless, upright branches marked with a dribble of 
white down their centres. They do grow leaves, long and ovate, when 
they are putting on a spurt of growth and promptly drop them when 
the process is completed.

And behind the wheel, 
the Sentra feels like any other 
front-drive car, right up to the 
point at which you press the 
button on top of the gearshift 
to engage power at the rear 
wheels as well as the front. 

Is Motor World impressed? 
More than that, Motor World 
loves this Sentra the way 
Miami Vice’s smoothie loves 
his Ferrari. How else do you 
react to a breakthrough car 
that looks good and gets 
through anything? 

Looking good, of course, in 
this case doesn’t imply looking 
as flashy as a Ferrari Daytona. 
The Sentra Wagon’s styling is 
both pleasant and 
unremarkable, with only slight- 
ly more sporty character than 
is common in wagons of this 
size.

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The majestic 
Fiddle Leaf Fig 


The best word to use in describing the Fiddle Leaf Fig is - majestic. 
And the second reason for including it among our top ten selection is 
its ease of care. 

The Fiddle Leaf belongs to the genus, Ficus, and among its 800 
plus species are two that are very familiar to plant lovers, the Ficus 
Benjamina and the common Rubber plant. And like the Rubber 
plant, the fiddle Leaf Fig tends to grow as a single-stemmed plant 
but there is a way to convert it to multiple branching, a way that 
we'll discuss later. 

The most attractive feature of the Fiddle Leaf Fig is its long un- 
dulating leaves. They originate from the main stem and can be as 
much as nine inches across and 15 inches long. They are dark green 
and leathery in nature and have a natural sheen that is easily kept 
bright by wiping the leaves regularly with a damp cloth. 

The plant grows at about the same rate as the rubber plant but also 
has the same habit of dropping its lower leaves if overwatered. That 
is its only point of temperament. 

It will do well in a medium light position or in a location where it 
gets brief intervals of sun and that gives you a pretty wide range 
when it comes to location. As far as temperatures go, normal room 
temperatures are fine and it is not fussy about humidity. But it is in 
the area of watering where some care must be taken. 

Undoubtedly the number one complaint about the rubber plant is 
the loss of leaves and the number one reason is improper watering. 
And the same applies to the Fiddle Leaf. The Fiddle Leaf Fig is not a 
plant that requires a lot of water. Your best bet is to let at least the 
top half of the growing mixture dry out and then water thoroughly. 

And it is not a heavy feeder and should be fertilized only during the 
active growing season from March through October with a 20-20-20 
diluted half strength. If it does lose its lower leaves, there is a 
remedy. 

When the growing tip is two to three inches long, snip it off com- 
pletely. But have a band-aid ready to apply immediately to stem the 
flow of white sap that quickly turns into a black, sticky mass. What

will then happen is side-shooting, new stems originating from old leaf 
nodes, and within six months, a heavily branched plant. 

Among the plants on our top ten list, the Beefsteak Begonia and 
the Pothos will adapt to hanging baskets, but there is only one that is 
ideally suited to a hanging situation - the Grape Ivy. You can start 
four or five small plants in a 10 inch basket and through judicious 
pruning, grow them to the point that within six months the basket is 
completely hidden. Or allow them to grow unpruned and within two 
or three years, their tips will be brushing the floor. 

The tooth-edged leaves of the Grape Ivy are actually composed of 
three leaflets, each about two inches long. New growth appears 
silvery because of the fine hairs that cover it but the mature leaves 
are a glossy dark green with brown undersides, slightly haired. The 
stems carry tendrils with forked curly ends that will attach to 
anything they encounter such as curtain rods or lace curtains. And 
these make it easy to train the plant to grow up the basket supports 
or even up the supporting chain as well as over the sides. 

The Grape Ivy does best in a bright light situation but will also 
thrive in filtered sunlight through an east window, but south or west 
are “‘no-nos”’. Normal room temperatures are fine but it prefers to be 
grown on the cool side during the winter months. 

The only situation where care should be taken is in the watering. 
Don’t over-water the Grape Ivy. Rather, allow the top half of the mix 
to dry out thoroughly and then water well. And feeding is 
straightforward, a 20-20-20 diluted half strength and applied every 
two weeks from April through October. 

The Grape Ivy is a cinch to propagate in damp vermiculite. Simply 
take stem cuttings, five to six inches long at a leaf joint. Trim the 
bare lower end of the cutting, strip off the bottom leaves and insert in 
a container of damp vermiculite. Cuttings can be inserted as close as 
two inches apart. After about a month, test by pulling gently on the 
cutting. They should be well-rooted and ready for potting in eight 

weeks. And the mother plant will respond every time by getting 
bushier and bushier.

THREE 
OAKS 
HEARS 
CRIES 
FOR 
HELP

It was close to midnight on 4 
summer evening when the night 
supervisor at Three Oaks took 
the call. The trembling voicg 5

28. Just an hour earlier the 
woman’s husband had held g 
kitchen knife to her throat and 
‘threatened to kill her. She had 
escaped with her two children 
to the the home of a neighbour 
Shocked by the panic and terror 
of the fleeing family, the 
neighbour called the police, 

The arrival of two Opp con- 
stables at the rural address took 
her husband by surprise, But 
what surprised him more wags 
that his wife and family did not 
come home that night. 

Criminal charges could be 
laid, the police told the woman 
as she sat clutching her two 
children in the neighbour's kit- 
chen. They could press charges 
themselves, or she could. Did 
she wish to? 

The woman sat in silent 
despair. She knew that this time 
she could not go home. Her 
neighbour could not offer refuge 
from her attacker, just a few 
yards away. She thought of her 
own family in town, but she 
feared for their safety. Had her 
husband not threatened to hurt 
them too, if she told them about 
the beatings—especially about 
the time two years ago when she 
was pregnant with their second 
child? 

She felt helpless and tired. 
She needed time to think. No, 
she would not press charges. 
But she had no money, no 
clothing, nowhere to go. The 
police constable told her about 
Three Oaks, a home, he said, 
where she and her children 
would be safe and comfortable. 

It was then that she made her 
midnight call. 

A victim of family violence, 
the young woman finally broke 
her silence about the daily ter- 
ror in her life. But there are 
many more women like her who 
are not only the victims of 
abuse, but also the victims of 
our reluctance to face one of the 
country’s most pervasive socia 
problems. . 

Wife assault is responsible for 
one-fifth of all homicides ™ 
Canada. At least one in the ten 
women—half a million 4 
year—suffers some form 0° 
abuse. And Hastings County 15 
no exception. 

Last er alone, Three Oaks 
provided emergency shelter 0 
134 women and their children. 
But according to Director 
Gloria Savage, that number 18 
only a fraction of the estima 
3,000 county women who i 
assaulted by husbands 4m 
boyfriends. Wife battering 1% 
often a silent crime, privately 
endured by its victims because

The telephone pitch can be 
very slick and the only way to 
make sure the business is 
legitimate is to ask as many 
questions as possible and follow 
through by checking with the 
local chamber of commerce. 

“I’m leary about any pro- 
posals over the telephone,” said 
Det. Sgt. Goodwin. 

“Be sure to get the company’s 
name, phone number, and where 
it is,’ he added. 

He suggests calling consumer 
and coroprate affairs in Peter- 
borough also. 

If misrepresentation is 
suspected then let the police 
know about it, he said.

WANT TO APPEAL 
YOUR ASSESSMENT? 


You still have time to appeal your 1986 assessment if you 
feel your home or business property has been improperly 
assessed. 


Your assessment is important because the amount of 
property tax you pay depends on it, in that the assessed 
value of your property is multiplied by your municipal and 
school mill rate to determine your 1987 property taxes. 


Notices of Assessment have been mailed to property 
owners and tenants whose assessments have changed 
since last year. Open houses have been held in your area 
to answer questions and amend assessment information 
if necessary. Open house dates and locations were 
announced in a previous advertisement. 


The Assessment Roll has now been delivered to your 
municipality for the purposes of calculating the amount of 
tax you must pay on your property in 1987. For informa- 
tion on your assessment, the Assessment Roll is now 
available for review at your Municipal Office during regu- 
lar business hours. If you feel your property has been 
improperly assessed, and you have not yet made your 
appeal known, you still have until February 26, 1987 to 
deliver or mail an appeal to the Assessment Review 
Board. And remember, even if you did not receive a 
Notice of Assessment, you still have the right to 
appeal. 


Appeal deadline — February 26, 1987 


The Assessment Review Board is an impartial body 
reporting to the Attorney General of Ontario which pro- 
vides you with an additional opportunity to have your 
assessment reviewed if, in your opinion, it is not fair and 
equitable with similar properties in your area. The Review 
Board is more informal and relaxed than a regular court 
of law. You may present your own Case, retain a lawyer, or 
ask a relative or friend to speak as your agent. 


To help you in filing your appeal, Notice of Appeal forms 
are available from the Assessment Review Board, your 
Regional Assessment Office, or your Municipal Office. As 
well, you can use the reverse side of a Notice of Assess- 
ment or write a letter stating the property address and roll 
number together with your reasons for appealing. 
Appeals should be forwarded to the Regional Registrar of 
the Assessment Review Board listed below.

I don’t know about you, but I find something extremely inane 
about the Calgary Olympic Organizing Committee Ss men ge to 
spend $25-million to build up the Nakiska ski area at Mount A = 
— just outside of Calgary — instead of using existing natura 
facilities, the Rocky Mountains, less than an hour away. 

With the Winter Olympics scheduled to begin approximately 
eno ear from now, Calgary looks more like Nassau than Sarajevo. 
—yeusts and baseball players have replaced the winter sports en- 
thusiasts, golfers and tennis players have supplanted the normal- 
ly abundant ice hockey players. 

’ The unpredictability of Calgary's weather is legendary. As an 
ex-resident, I can attest to that fact. We used to play football in 
January and ski in May. Anyone who has ever experienced the 
wrath of a -25 degree spring day or the joy of a winter chinook 
could tell you that Calgary's weather is about as predictable as the 
outcome of a Leafs - Oilers hockey game — could be 3-2, might be 
11-10 but won't be 0-0 (or will it?). 

Olympic organizers should be commended for having the 
foresight to install $5-million worth of state of the art snow mak- 
ing equipment on Mount Allan. However, the summerlike

Crackdown 


TORONTO - The Ontario Government will 
spend more than $1.4 million over the next 15 
months to curb fiolence in amateur sports, with 
an emphasis on hockey violence. 

Hugh O’Neil, MPP for Quinte, and Minister 
of Industry, Trade and Technology, explained 
to Quinte Weekly News that the Tourism and 
Recreation Minister John Eakins said his 
ministry will use the funds to improve referee 
training development programs, to promote 
better injury care and to help provide arenas 
with breakaway hockey safety nets. 











“As safety standards are 
developed, grants from my 
ministry will be contingent on 
these standards being met,” 
said Mr. Eakins. “Where 
there is no safety component, 
there will be no grant.” 

Mr. Eakins will also be in- 


troducing amendments to the 
Ministry of Tourism and 
Recreation Act that will allow 
him to withhold grants from 
amateur leagues that do not 
introduce measures to reduce 
violence on the ice.

Christian perspectives are also 
brought to bear on the issues of 
life faced by the students, she 
said. 

The danger, she says, is that 
parents and teachers may 
become complacent.

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Ten years of work 


and prayer pay 
off for Christian school 


Ten years of hard work, prayers and faith has 
paid off for Quinte Christian High School in 
Belleville as the school prepares this week to 
celebrate its 10th anniversary. 


The Christian high school 
society dates back to the early 
sixties but the school didn’t ac- 
tually get underway until an 
organizational meeting in the 
spring of 1977. Parents of 
youngsters in Christian elemen- 
tary schools in Belleville and 
Trenton recognized the need for 
a secondary school as well, says 
Margaret Riemersma, chairman 
of the 10th anniversary commit- 
tee and one of two teachers still 
teaching at the school 10 years 
after it began. 

In the fall, the school started 
with humble beginnings. Seven 
part time staff members and 21 
students crammed into the 
basement of a medical building 
on William Street. 

“It was pretty rough at first,” 
Mrs. Riemersma recalls. She 
had been a teacher at Centennial 
Secondary School where her 
husband still teaches, and the 
new beginning wasn’t always 
easy. But there were compensa- 
tions. She recalls thin partitions 
that made teaching hard, but 
also a real sense of family that 
grew among the small group. 
Students from that first year 
later complained that the feeling 
in the school wasn’t the same as 
then. 

And of course, it isn’t. “It was 
fun because we could do all 
things together,’’ Mrs.

enough to commit $240,000 to 
building a new facility.

Councillors and the mayor appeared to listen and left 
with assurances that their views would be taken into con- 
sideration. : 

Those views may have been considered, but no more serious- 
ly than the views expressed in a consultant’s report, which 
stated that if the building were renovated it could supply the 
city’s administrative needs well into the next century and that 
council should at least retain the building’s historic facade, 
and no more seriously than Alderman Ross McDougall s com- 
ment that the potential for private redevelopment hadn't been 
sufficiently explored. , 

Apparently, the notion is that city hall ought to have a vista 
over the Moira River in the form of some sort of open-space 
parkette. While we would be the last to reject the idea of a 
park, the notion of a river vista for city hall at the expense of 
an irreplaceable Renaissance-style facade and an integral and 
useful part of downtown Belleville seems ludicrous. 

What also seems ludicrous is the fact that city hall paid 
$275,000 to acquire the building and is now willing to spend 
more money to tear it down. Is this a wise use of the taxpayers’ 
money in a time of fiscal restraint? Ironically, fiscal restraint 
was the reason cited for spending $1.9 million on a major 
renovation of city hall rather than a $1 million renovation of 
this building to house city hall’s over-crowded administration. 

The former Cablevue building was built in the same year as 
the city hall by the same architect responsible for the “‘post of- 
fice’’ block where Dinkel’s Restaurant is located today. The 
facade is an excellent example of the Renaissance style. One of 
the first tenants was the Daily Ontario, a competitor of the In- 
telligencer’s. 

The building is a significant part of Belleville’s past — anda 
significant part of Belleville’s present, too. Part of the charm 
of an older downtown such as Belleville’s is the way the 
buildings blend together, unlike modern buildings which so 
frequently are designed in splendid isolation from neighboring 
buildings — which results in a sometimes horrible clashing of 
styles and design. The loss of the Cablevue building would 
leave another hole in a downtown that sort of peters out from 
there to Dundas Street. Sure, the building is shabby and in 
need of renovation or redevelopment, but it is still perfectly 
serviceable. As Alderman Stu Meeks, who originally proposed 
demolition last year, said in light of the consultant’s report, it 
would be a “‘crime”’ to tear down the building’s facade. 

Those who attended the public meeting last year would 
agree. That’s what they told council last year, and they have a 
right to feel betrayed by council’s decision this February. But 
that’s city council’s version of democracy in action.

One: The lake derives its name from the Mississauga Indian word 
“con-con’’ meaning pickerel. 

Two: There are two right answers to this question. Quinte means 
meadow. A more dramatic definition of Quinte also exists. It means 
“Sanctuary of the Thunderbird’’. And if thunderbirds are hawks, it’s 
a fitting name. I see at least six hawks soaring around our farm every 
day and six more if I drive into Picton. 

Three: The oldest house in the county according to my book is 
located at 239. Main Street in Wellington. I’m going to stop and ad- 
mire it on my next horn trip. 

Four: Bloomfield was originally called Bull’s Mill but changed its 
name to Bloomfield to honour Captain Bloomfield who operated 
boats on the Bay of Quinte. 

Five: The answer of course is the Regent Theatre. Along with the 
library, our theatre is my favourite building on Main Street. I love 
the design of our theatre. I wish I could see it some night with the 
lights winking and blinking on the marquee. It would be a festive 
sight for Picton’s 150th birthday. Kind of like the candles on a birth- 
day cake. The marquee could read ‘“‘Happy Birthday, Picton” on it. 

Six: In the old days they spelled it Wahboose and Wooppoose and 
Wappoose, but Waupoos is the Indian word for rabbit. 

Seven: There were 26 cheese factories in the county - Allisonville, 
Bayside, Big Island, Black Creek, Bloomfield, Cherry Valley, Con- 
secon, Cressy, East Lake, Gilbert’s Mills, Grape Vale, Hallowell 
Mills, Melville, Mineral Spring, Mountain View, Murray Factory, 
Pleasant Bay, Pt. Petre, Point Traverse, Royal Street, Smith’s Bay, 
Sprague Factory, Union, Waupoos, Wellington, and West Lake. 

Eight: The Black River Cheese Factory of course! 

Nine: These were all grand hotels in downtown Picton in the mid 
1800s. 

Ten: The Picton Times, The Picton Gazette, and The North 
American. Young people sometimes ask me, ‘‘Why did there used to 
be more newspapers in the old days?”’ I guess the answer is that there 
were no televisions and radios back then. The only way you learned 
the news was by reading your paper. And of course later there were 
party lines!

Michael then hired a neighbour, 
Mrs. Richardson, to cook and tidy up the house for 
NS while away the time, Michael played around 
with his expensive CB radio. In this way he met a. 
lonely woman who lived in the same area. Ten days 
after Monika’s death, Michael and his new friend 
met for dinner. They became constant companions. 
Michael showered expensive presents on his new 
friend.

Michael developed another friend through his CB 
radio.

After placing Monika’s head in a polyethylene bag, 
he lugged it back to the van. Later, at home, he put 
the bag in the trunk of his Mini.

*HISBISCUS [MALACAE) - The Hibiscus is the most magnificent 
, tacular blossoms, four to SLx 1n- 


of the flowering house plants. Its spec 
ches across, single or double blooms, come 1n white, cream, salar: 
salmon, orange, pink; Ted or scarlet. Some plants bloom continuou 


ly. Its saw-toothed edged, bright green leaves are three to five inches 
long. 

The Hisiscus can grow to 
heavily every three or four years or it will take 
sun or forget it. Otherwise it will grow nothing but leaves. When 
watering, let it go dry ‘til the leaves start to droop. Then soak, let 
drain and soak again. Feed it every month year-round, alternating 
90-20-20 and 10-52-10, half strength. ; 

JADE (CRASSULA) - A real tough plant as long as you don’t over- 
water it. I have a 20-year-old Chinese Jade pruned in Bonsai style. 
The Jade has smooth, brown trunk-like stems up to four feet in full 
sun. heavily laden with spoon-shaped, red-edged, shiny jade-green 
leaves. Mature plants regularly produce clusters of tiny, whitish-pink 
star-shaped flowers. As far as watering goes, it’s essential to let it 
dry out thoroughly, then soak. Feed the Jade once a month, March 
through November with a 20-20-20 diluted half strength. 

NORFOLK ISLAND PINE (ARCAURAI) - The Norfolk is one of 
the few evergreens that can be grown in the home. It can do extra du- 
ty as a living Christmas tree when decorated with tiny ornaments 
and cool burning mini-lights. Its branches grow in symmetrical tiers 
and cascade as they mature. The new growth in the spring is brilliant 
green. 

The Norfolk seldom grows more than six inches a year to a max- 
imum of six feet. It likes moderate to bright light, (no sun). Keep it 
slightly damp and feed every two weeks, March through November 
with a 20-20-20 diluted half-strength. 

GOLDEN POTHOS (SCINDAPUS) - You often see the Golden 
Pothos as a hanging plant but I prefer it as a floor plant with its twin- 
ing stems trained on a four to six foot slab of bark inserted in a large 
pot. Grown either way, it is difficult to kill, as long as you give it a lit- 
tle neglect. Its bright green leaves, depending on the light, are four to 


five or six feet, so be prepared to prune it 
over. It must have full

The Amherstview woman is 
optimistic, though. She 
senses a “tremendous op- 
timism”’ in the air among area 
Liberals, both because of a 
Liberal government in 
Queen’s Park for the first 
time in 42 years and because 
long-time incumbent James 
Taylor is stepping down from 
the local seat. 

She sees a lot of problems in 
the riding that have never 
been addressed over the long 
years of Tory rule.

Beyond minivans come mini- 
minivans. The Colt Vista from 
Mitsubishi, Chrysler's 
Japanese partner, slips neatly 
into the latter category, mak- 
ing Dodge Caravan and 
Plymouth Voyager seem large 
by comparison. 

With its seven-passenger 
seating, Vista gives Chrysler 
showrooms (and Mitsubishi's 
dealerships in the U.S.) a four- 
door alternative to the 
Caravan/Voyager Magic 
Wagons with which Chrysler 
began the mini-van boom in 
North America. 

Furthermore, with four- 
wheel-drive as standard equip- 
ment, this Mitsubishi product 
marches a step ahead of Magic 
Wagons, which aren't yet 
available in 4X4 form (though 
development continues).

It’s an impressive package. 
The question for van-shoppers, 
however, concerns Colt’s 
capacity as a people-hauling 
workhorse. An inch and a half 
shorter than Caravan/Voyager, 
almost two inches shorter in 
height, it’s undeniably cute asa 
button and almost as handy. 
Magic Wagons may be 
garageable, but Vista will fit in 
your garage and leave room for 
such essentials as lawn mowers 
and barbecues. 


But what of cramming inside 
the Vista? Its seating capacity 
is described by Chrysler in its 
introductory press release as 2- 
plus-3-plus-2. What, you ask, is 
that? In sports car talk, 2-plus 
2 indicates comfortable seating 
for two - and the tortures of the 
damned for two more unfor- 
tunate passengers perched in 
tiny rear seats. Given this, one 
might expect Vista to hold two 
comfortably and five more un- 
comfortably, but it’s not that 
bad. 
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Four adult persons fit the 
Vista in royal fashion; five not 
quite so comfortably; seven as 
an endurance test. Filled to 
capacity, Vista offers 
roominess for the driver and his 
front-seat mate, but requires 
sardine-can manners from the 
three overfilling the middle 
seat with restricted shoulder 
and leg rom, and risks cramp- 
ing in the case of the two 
severely-pinched  rear-seat 
riders. 

In daily usage, Motor World 
discovers the Vista to be most 
practical with its rear-most 
seat folded out of the way. The 
middle seat then slides back an 
inch or two and the seatback 
reclines slightly, creating 
generous stretch-out space for 
two or three passengers. 
What’s more, generous cargo 
room is opened up once the 

plus-2 perch is popped. 

In one important sense it’s 
easy becoming comfortable 






the first-time driver, who will 
find this mini-minivan 
remarkably car-like in its 
responses and behavior as well 
as the appearance of the richly- 
upholstered interior. In this it’s 
much like Chrysler's 
Caravan/Voyager. Steering is 
power-assisted, with good road 
feel. The five-speed manual 
transmission (automatic is not 
available) shifts easily. Four- 
wheel-drive is engaged by 
pushing a button on top of the 
gearshift; the van is normally 
driven in front-drive. 


Maintaining 120 km/h or 74 
mph is stress-free and im- 
pressive in its quiet and 
smoothness. Vista's resistance 
to cross-winds is far superior to 
that of comparably-sized rear- 
drive vans. Given enough time, 
the 88 horsepower, 2-litre 
engine will produce 160 km/h 
on the speedometer (and 4,500 
rpm on the tachometer), but 
Vista is not a stormer.

Drug plan cut 


Morris Freesman, lawyer for 
Fred Bemis, the city’s former in- 
dustrial commissioner, said 
Monday that the city sent his 
client a registered letter Friday 
telling Mr. Bemis his drug and 
medical plan was being cut off 
as of March 6. 

“Having regard to the well 
known facts of Mrs. Bemis’ 
medical condition, I consider 
the discontinuation of the 
health, drug and dental benefits 
to be callous and provoking,” 
Mr. Freesman said. Mrs. Bemis 
has fought cancer for four years, 
undergoing 10 operations over 
that time. 

Mr. Freesman referred to a 
statement of claim filed with the 
local registrar of the Supreme 
Court of Ontario in which he had 
alleged: “knowing that by 
reason of his wife's illness, 
Bemis was dependent on the 
medical/drug/dental insurance 
coverage which is a fringe 
benefit of his employment, the 
city and (Mayor) Zegouras 
knowingly terminated same

without affording Bemis an op- 
portunity of continuing them 
himself at his own expense.”’ 

He said that Mr. Bemis had 
asked the city to continue his 
health plan package and allow 
him to pay for it, but that the ci- 
ty refused. 

As well, Mr. Freesman said 
that the city is still withholding 
approximately $26,000, which it 
calculates is the cash value of 
Mr. Bemis’ accumulated fringe 
benefits. Mr. Bemis was entitled 
to it as soon as he was dismiss- 
ed, Mr. Freesman said. 

He also noted that the city is 
in breach of the Employment 
Standards Act, which he said re- 
quires the city to pay Mr. Bemis 
eight weeks separation pay. The 
city paid Mr. Bemis through 
Jan. 30, he said. In addition, he 
charged that the city had failed 
to provide Mr. Bemis with a 
record of employment until last 
Thursday, although according 
to the act, it should have been 
provided within one week of 
dismissal, he said.

Let this 
group organize itself into a 
union and watch the demands 
they ask for, 

The grocery chains shout “un- 
fair competition” at Becker's, 
etc. for staying open seven days 
a week, 24 hours a day. I agree. 
Right now there is no place for 
the Mom and Pop grocery store 
on the corner. If I were King I'd 
force every retail and grocery 
store who had more than one 
outlet to close for 24 hours, from 
midnight Saturday to midnight 
Sunday.

Thomas Maracle, owner of 
Native Renaissance II on 
Highway 49, recently opened a 
new store, Native Drum, in the 
Belleville Plaza, the first of 
what he hopes will be many 
stores across the country.

Both bride and groom were born 
jna’s father, the late Col. Gyorgy Piller, had Laer 
Olympic fencing champion and the coach ry) beg 
Hungarian team which took part in the - 2 
Melbourne Olympics. Col. Piller made internationa 
headlines when he defected to the U.S. The defection 
was timed. As the colonel flew from Melbourne to the 
U_S.. his wife Ilona and only child, Hajna, fled through 
Austria into West Germany. They joined Col. Piller in 
San Francisco. Unfortunately, the head of the Piller 
family died of cancer three years later, in 1960. 

Dr. de Kaplany had been a freedom fighter during 
the 1956 Hungarian uprising. He received his medical 
degree in 1951, graduating with the highest of honors 
from the University of Szeged. After arriving in 
England, he wrote a book, Doctor in Revolt, which 
gave many details concerning his noble background. 

- After arriving in the U.S., Dr. de Kaplany interned 
at Milwaukee General Hospital, and later specialized 
in anaesthesiology at Harvard University. After 
finishing his specialty, he taught at Yale for a year. In 
1961, he accepted an appointment as Chief Medical 
Resident at Franklin Hospital in San Francisco. A few 
days before his marriage, he had been appointed staff 
anaesthesiologist at Doctors Hospital in San Jose. 

While making himself known in the Hungarian com- 
munity in San Francisco, de Kaplany had met Hajna’s 
mother. Mrs. Piller knew his family from the old coun- 
try and welcomed the doctor’s several calls to her 
home. It was she who introduced her daughter to 
Geza. Quite suddenly, three months before they mar- 
ried, Geza asked Mrs. Piller for her daughter's hand in 
marriage. Consent was readily given. Geza and Hajna 
honeymooned in Hawaii 

Upon their return from Hawaii, the de Kaplanys 
moved into apartment 30 at 1125 Ronchero Way in 
San Jose. The apartment was located in a U-shaped 
complex with a pool and lush garden in the centre, a 
very pleasant place in which to live. 

The first descord in marital harmony occurred whan 
Geza confided to friends that Hajna was now treating 
him in an extremely cool manner. All was not as pas- 
sionate as it should be on the connubial couch. One 
witness later stated that Hajna confided in her that 
she was having an affair with another man throughout 
her engagement right up to and during her brief weeks 
of marriage. Supposedly, this witness told Geza of his 
wife's infidelity. Other than this one witness’ tale, 
there has never been any evidence brought forward in- 
dicating that Hajna was unfaithful to her husband. 
Hajna herself vehemently denied the accusation. 
~ © Her apartment after visiting her mother. 
Geza met her outside. Together, they went into the 
apartment. First things first. They made love on the 
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bed. Without warning, the doctor leaped from the pee 
and turned the record player on full blast. He quic y 
returned to his wife and proceeded to rain blows upon 
er with his fist. 

: Unbelievably, the man of medicine had prepared = 
torture kit. He quickly took tape and electrical cord 
from the kit and tied his wife's hands behind her back. 
Tape was slapped over Hajna’s mouth. Geza then 
slashed at his wife with his knife, inflicting a vicious 
wound across her breast. Calmly, he put on rubber 
gloves and thoroughly soaked his wife’s body with 
nitric acid. : 

Other tenants of the complex on that sweltering 
August evening were startled to hear an eerie wail 
break through the loud hi-fi music emanating from the 
de Kaplany apartment. So strange was the sound that 
all the tenants who heard it came out of their apart- 
ments and stared up at number 30. Police arrived. The 
haunting wail had stopped and the silence weighed 
heavily on the night. 

Inside, the smell of acid was so strong that, even 
with the windows of the three bedroom apartment 
wide open, police gagged as they searched the rooms, 
attempting to piece together what had happened. In 
the bedroom, they came across three partially empty 
pint bottles containing nitric, hydrochloric and 
sulphuric acid, as well as a pair of surgical gloves, two 
knives and a tan leather briefcase. They also found 
rolls of adhesive tape and electrical cord. A note writ- 
ten in Hungarian was translated. It read, “Do not 
shout. Do what I tell you. Or else you will die.” 

An ambulance took away a stretcher covered by a 
sheet. Underneath the sheet was the hideously burned 
body of Hajna de Kaplany. She was still alive. Third 
degree chemical burns covered 60% of her body. That 
same night, Father Francis Franchi, the Santa Clara 
County Hospital's Catholic chaplain, administered the 
last rites of the church. But Hajna did not die that 
night. She lingered and suffered horribly for 33 days 
before expiring. ;

ae van. /, 1963. Remarkably, Hajna de 

aplany had been conscious when she was found by 
police and ambulance attendants. She was able to 
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answer que at the scene and off and on for 33 
; il her death. ; 
pve TE Tene of the attack, she told an ambulance at- 
tendant, ‘Please untie my hands and feet and get me 
out of this house. I will stop crying now and I know 
you are going to help me. Later at the hospital, she 
pleaded, ‘Please don’t tell my mother, She will have a 
heart attack.’’ She went on, “He opened the suitcase. 
He poured liquid all over me. He was all ready for me.” 
To the question, “Who did this?”’, she replied, “My 

band.” 
Sr, the advice of his lawyers, de Kaplany pleaded 
guilty to murder. The jury had to fix punishment bas- 
ed on his mental capacity. If he were judged sane, the 
penalty was death in the electric chair. Insanity meant 
life imprisonment. ; 

When a photograph of Hajna’s horribly burned body 
was admitted into evidence, de Kaplany lost his cool 
and lunged for the photo. Court attendants had to sub- 
due him. 

De Kaplany’s lawyers attempted to prove that their 
client did not intend to cause death. On the evening of 
the acid attack, the doctor stood by in Bermuda shorts 
while police and ambulance attendants did their 
respective jobs. He repeated over and over, “‘She will 
not die.’’ His constant repetition of this statement was 
presented as an indication that the attack, while 
premeditated, was not intended to kill. 

When this tactic had little effect on the jury, de 
Kaplany’s council attempted to have their client 
declared insane at the time of the attack. Upon being 
told of his wife's infidelity by a mutual friend, he 
allegedly acted in a manner which he could not control. 

When asked why he had done such a terrible thing to 
his wife, his answer was simple enough, “I wanted to 
take her beauty away. I wanted to put fear into her as 
a warning against adultery.”’ ; 

The jury took 55 1/2 hours to bring in their verdict. 
Punishment was set at life imprisonment. The jury 
later explained to reporters that while there had been 
no question of guilt, they had vacillated between death 
and life imprisonment as the proper punishment. 

On March 15, 1963, Dr. Geza de Kaplany was in- 
carcerated in San Quentin prison. In 1976, he was 
paroled. However, he has since violated the terms of 


his parole. At the present time, there is a warrant out 
for his arrest.

“Going to camp makes me feel 
better. We tell about our ex- 
periences,"’ said Katrien. She 
has been able to go to the camp 
for the past three years and has 
made special friends with whom 
she can talk about the problems 
faced as a diabetic. 

Her mother, Mieke Thorne, 
has always believed in telling 
her daughter the facts about the 
disease, something she admits 
not all parents agree with doing. 

For Katrien this has meant a 
quick grasp of her situation and 
a willingness to jump in and 
learn how to look after herself. 
She has to administer shots of 
insulin and take blood samples 
several times daily to check her 
blood sugar level. 

What she eats is governed by 
her ups and downs as shown in 
the blood tests. 

It’s a lot of responsibility for 
one little girl. But her mother 
has encouraged her and when 
the Thorne’s had their latest ad- 
dition to the family, 10-month- 
old Peter, Katrien asked to be 
allowed to take on the monitor- 
ing herself. 

Sometimes she finds herself 
getting very tired and shaky 
when delivering the newspapers 
along her route, but by careful 
planning she continues to get 
the job done. 

She needs $425 to attend one 
of the two week sessions at the 
camp this summer. Assistance 
is available through the Quinte 
Branch of the _ provincial 
association to families who have 
problems making ends meet but 
Katrien wants to do her part in 
raising the money necessary. 

The camp gives both her and 
her mother the chance to take a 
break from the normal routine 
of things. 

“For parents it’s a break from 
the rigidity of life with a 
diabetic,’’ said Mrs. Thorne. 

“For the children it’s a chance 
to be with other diabetic 
children and to learn more about 
the disease and how to cope,” 
she added. 

Mrs. Thorne says she hopes 
people will read this story and if 
they have diabetic children they 
will call her and discuss sending 
their child to the camp. 

Donations to the local branch 
are always welcomed. 

By the way, Katrien enjoys 
drawing cartoons and her work 
has been and will continue to be 
featured from time to time in 
Quinte Weekly News. 

_ She hopes “‘to get into the art 
field one day as a cartoonist,” 
she said. 

In the meantime she will con- 
tinue to deliver the newspaper 
and work on her immediate goal 
of returning to the camp she en- 
joys so much.

“We are at a crossroads now,” county planner 
Malcolm Boyd told the crowd as he spoke Tuesday 


night of Picton’s future. 


Decisions in two Ontario Municipal Board hear- 


ings will ‘determine

whether the town will stand 
he said. He added that he 


disagrees ‘categorically’ with those who would like 
to see the town as a sort of 1820s museum. Calling 
for what he termed a “working town,” he said Pic- 
ton ‘‘must be a town for its year round residents. 


“T would rather have a shoe 
repair shop than another tourist 
boutique,” he said. 

According to Mr. Boyd, the 
town was sliding into decay, los- 
ing 10 per cent of its population 
from 1975 to 1985 while the 
county grew five percent. 

“Tt was important to the town 
to turn that around,” he said, 
adding that since 1978, the 
town has fought back, slowing if 
not halting the trend. 

He cited improvements to the 
town, such as the replacement 
of a dump with a park and the 
Main Street renovations which 
took place over several years 
and several phases. 

He stated two principles for 
development: the town must 
chose quality over quantity and 
it must keep a sense of its past 
and its sense of a small town.

Other speakers focussed on 
Picton’s past and present. Tom 
Cruikshank, one of the authors 
of the county’s bicentennial 
book, The Settler’s Dream, gave 
a slide show of Picton’s surviy- 
ing buildings from 1837. A 
remarkable number of the 
town’s early buildings remain in 
use today, he said, especially in 
the Delhi area of town. 


Local MPP James Taylor, 
who is planning to retire from 
politics, spoke of the present 
decades. He told how when he 
came to Picton, he had to cross 
an “antiquated” swing bridge 
at Belleville that harked back to 
horse and buggy days and the 
days when water transportation 
was essential to local trade. He 
made it a priority to have a 
modern bridge built in its place, 
he said. 


Similarly, he recounted many 
projects that took place with 
government funding in the area 
in his years as MPP. He also 
noted the many social changes 
since the Second World War 
which have loosened the social 
and moral fabric, he said. He 
concluded by warning the au- 
dience to stand on guard as 
‘liberty and justice are always 
at risk.”’

Buea into our water 
in the Bay of Quinte or Lake Ontario? 

gs Hae ees reas at the Domtar plant near Trenton 
were headlined in the local news. No one seemed any too wor- 
ried, not even the Ministry of Environment. The dioxins 
weren't among the most dangerous members of the dioxin 
family and were measured in parts per trillion. According to 
ministry officials, the dioxins shouldn’t show up in drinking 
water, but the ministry was conducting tests anyway just to 
be sure. 

Okay. No big problem if you say so. But what happens to 
those dioxins now? Maybe they’re not in our drinking water, 
but will they enter our food chain? Maybe they're not the most 
dangerous types of dioxins, but just how dangerous are they, 
especially when concentrated in higher species in the food 
chain? And what is the long term effect on our water and upon 
the food chain of all the little spills and leaks like this from 
literally hundreds of sources? 

These questions are not farfetched. We have already seen the 
results of other pollutants over time. Maybe our drinking 
water remains safe, maybe young pickerel remains safe to eat, 
but the warning has gone out not to eat pickerel over a certain 
length. Those fish have lived long enough to have accumulated 
potentially dangerous levels of contaminants from their food 
chain and now they are ready to pass it on to us. 

In Killaloe, Ont., gasoline has somehow entered the wells of 
area residents. The problem is severe enough that the local 
health unit has arranged with some dairies to bag safe water 
like milk and bring it into town for the residents. Will we some- 
day have to bag our water because the bay water isn’t safe? 

Meanwhile, newspapers report that 12 barrels of cyanide 
were buried at a London, Ont. park 20 years ago. A former 
employee of the firm responsible has come forward to show 
authorities where the barrels are located. He thought nothing 
of burying the barrels there because 20 years ago, no one wor- 
ried about the potential health effects. Today, we do. Today, 
we start to see some of the effects. : 

Today, the Bay of Quinte looks cleaner than it has in many 
years. When the sun sets on the bay, it looks beautiful and we 
find it hard to imagine that dangers may be lurking there. But 
just remember, the sunset may be beautiful, but the con- 
tamination of the water may prove not only to be invisible but 


dangerous to our health. (BR ! .

A few days later, Cathy was called to the 
Homewood police station, where she was shown hun- 
dreds of pictures, but was unable to identify her 
attacker. A police artist spent hours with her, prob- 
ing her mind for details of the rapist’s appearance 

Little by little, a sketch was developed of a 
clean-shaven, blond man. Everyone was rather 
pleased with the detailed sketch 

Later, Cathy was shown still more photos. This 

















time, she pointed out one which resembled the 
sketch. Still later, she was able to pick a man out of 
a line-up. His name was Gary Dotson. Cathy picked

Cathy repeated her story at Gary Dotson’s pre- 
trial hearing. She repeated it again on May 22, 1979, 
when she pointed an accusing finger at Dotson from 
the witness stand. By that time Cathy was going 
Steady with David Webb, whom she would later 
marry 

Because of the court appearances, Cathy had to 
tell David that she had been raped two years earlier, 
in 1977, and that she hoped that fact would not ruin 
their relationship. David assured her that he loved 
her no matter what had happened in the past. 

During Dotson’s trial, Cathy gave explicit details 
regarding her assailant’s appearance, claiming his 
face was no more than a foot away from hers. She 
described his clothing down to his white belt. The 


















fhose things happened. Cathy’s story built a wall of 
guilt around the accused man, a wall convincing 
enough not only to convict him, but to send him 
away for a large portion of his life. 


Years passed. No one thought much about Gary 
Dotson. Cathy actually forgot his name. but she 
claims that the thought of the innocent man in prison 
Stayed with her like a gnawing ache.

Meanwhile, Gary Dotson’s counsel petitioned the 
governor of the state and the Illinois Prisoner 
Review Board for an executive clemency hearing. 

He also applied to have Dotson released on bond. 
But the application for a bond was refused. This 
ruling was later appealed and Dotson was released 
on $100,000 bond. 

In May 1985, the state review board heard the sen- 
Sational Webb-Dotson case. The hearings were tele- 
vised nationally in the U.S. On May 12, the governor 
of the state granted Dotson a commutation of sen- 
tence. Dotson was free, but not vindicated. He was 
still a convicted rapist. 

Since his release, Dotson’s lawyers have attempted 
to obtain a new trial. These attempts have all 
failed. 

Today, Gary Dotson has returned to his hometown

Your lawn 
is waking up 


Over the next few weeks, imperceptible happening will be taking 
place in your gardens. Roots will be stretching, sap will be rising and 
buds will be starting to fatten. Your lawns and gardens are waking 
up and after their long winter hiatus, they are ready for action. And 
so probably are you. 

But before you head for the tool shed, there are some things you 
should know about a spring garden or you could do more harm than 
good. For example. 

Although there is a strong urge, (and need), to purge your lawn of 
winter’s debris, as long as that lawn is soppy underfoot, stay off it. 
Because that signals a layer of solid ice below the soppy sod and 
every step you take crushes tender grass crows between your shoe 
and the ice layer and leaves foot prints that will last well into spring. 

Secondly, while spring is a good time to prune trees and shrubs, 
don’t even go near birches, maples or beeches or you will sponsor 
heavy “‘bleeding”’ and the tree could actually decline and die. 

Finally, don’t assume the bugs have packed their bags and headed 
south for the winter. They’re out there by the thousand in a dormant 
state and unless you do something about them now, will be ready to 
wreck their havoc as soon as tender leaves start to appear. 

So much for the don’t’s. What about the do’s? 

More than anything else, spring plants need food. When they put 
on their spring surge of growth, they are drawing on nutrients stored 
in their root systems and those stores should be replenished as soon 
as possible. 

Garden soil, compacted by winter’s snows, needs aeration, and a 
deep digging and conditioning now will pay dividends all season. 

As much as they need food, grass crowns also need to be freed of 
winter’s smothering mat of dead grass. But don’t do it too early and 
don’t get carried away, applying a heavy hand on a steel rake. 

In other words, there is plenty to do in your spring wake-up but 
most of it is a matter of timing. And a good place to begin is with 
your outdoor broadloom - your lawn. 

As soon as your lawn passes the ‘‘squish” test, when it’s damp but 
firm underneath your foot, give it a good inspection, carrying a hand- 
ful of short bamboo stakes and walking every inch of it from lot line 
to lot line. What you are looking for is: whitish, matted patches, 
(snow mould), flat, dense clumps of tiny, gray-green leaves, (perennial 
chickweed), and humps and hollows caused by freezing and thawing. 
Flag each trouble spot with a bamboo stake for future reference. 

Water the snow mould patches with liquid lime sulphur, (available 
in your nursery), and remove the chickweed by beginning at the 
edges of the patches, gently pulling up the stems and working your 
way to the middle with the realization that every stem is rooted at a 
number of spots along its length. And then you are ready to tackle 
the humps and hollows with “sod surgery”. : 

One tool that should be outlawed is the lawn roller. Because if you 
compress spring sod with a heavy roller, you will be compacting not 
just the soil, but grass crowns, and roots as well. And by early sum- 
mer, when your lawn should be lush and green, those patches will be 
brown and patchy with sparse grass struggling to break through the 
heavy crust. But ‘‘sod surgery” is a different matter. 

With a garden spade and your wheel barrow, tackle the humps 
first. Cut the sod on three sides of each hump, remove the excess soil 
and dump it in your wheel barrow. Then lay back the flap and pat 
firm. When all the humps have been done, tackle the hollows in the 
same way, using the soil from your wheel barrow to fill each depres- 
sion. And in a week or two, there won't bea scare in sight. — . 

And now it’s time for aeration, top dressing and feeding, which 
we'll talk about next week.

fell last 
summer 


If you thought last it was 
pretty wet last spring and 
fall, then you were right. Ac- 
cording to Mark Leahy, a 
farm management specialist 
with OMAF, farmers in the 
Stirling-Frankford area 
received 560 mm of rainfall 
from April to October, 75 per 
cent more than in 1985. 

Mr. Leahy reported in a re- 
cent edition of the Hasti- 
Agri-Gram, published by the 
Brighton OMAF office, that 
only 27 mm or five per cent of 
the rainfall came in July. In 
August, rainfall increased to 
88 mm — but one third of that 
rainfall came on one day, 
Aug. 27. 

The big month for rainfall 
was September with 152 mm.

In fact, until Jan. 1, 1947, there was no such thing as a Cans an 
citizen. Canadians were regarded as British subjects, and only with the pro- 
clamation of the Canadian Citizenship Act was there such as thing as a Cana-

dian citizen. 


Forty years later, Canada is celebrating Citizen- 
ship Week April 12-18. Here in Belleville, organizers 
are planning a celebration evening on Friday, April 
17, at Nicholson College on Church Street. 


According to Mrs. 


Doreen Morgan of the 


[.0.D.E., one of the organizers, posters, murals and 
essays from a school contest on citizenship will be 
on display. Several ethnic groups from Folklorama 
will perform and Judge Cassells, himself a naturaliz- 
ed Canadian citizen, will be the guest speaker. 

But the big event will be the presentation of a pla- 


que to the first person to become a naturalized 
Canadian citizen in Belleville. 


Sometime on or after Jan. 1, 
1947, someone in Belleville took 
the oath and became a Canadian 
citizen, the first under the new 
Canadian Citizenship Act. But 
who was that person? 

According to Mrs. Morgan, 
citizenship was granted in in- 
dividual hearings unlike the 
large-scale group hearings of to- 


day. The hearings were con- 
fidential.

YMCA future 
looks ‘rosy

The Belleville YMCA, almost given up for dead just two 
years ago, is not only alive and well but has taken “big strides” 
towards reducing its debt, YMCA President Peter Charbon- 
neau told a crowd of YMCA supporters and media last week. 

“T think the future of the YMCA in Belleville is rosy indeed,’’ 
Mr. Charbonneau said. 

He was speaking at the unveiling of a builders’ wall at the 
YMCA to commemorate 350 supporters from fund raising cam- 
paigns in 1978-79, 1982 and 1984. A similar builders’ wall was 
erected after the 1961 campaign which raised $330,000, and 
more names were added to it after another campaign in 1968 
raised $227,000. The builders’ wall unveiled last week was 
fulfillment of promises made in the last three fund raising cam- 
paigns, he said. 

Mr. Charbonneau recalled that the YMCA almost closed its 
doors in 1984 some $714,000 in debt. Today, the debt is down to 
just $311,000 and another fund raising campaign is expected to 
raise about $180,000. According to Mr. Charbonneau, the YM- 
CA can easily carry the remaining debt out of its operating 
revenues. 

A membership drive in 1984 boomed membership by 25 per 
cent to about 1,800 and since then the YMCA has been able to 
hold its own, he said. 

Getting out from under its debt crisis has meant the YMCA 
can start expanding its programs again, Mr. Charbonneau said, 
citing the organization’s day care nursery program which has 
doubled over two years to about 95 now.

Saying ‘no’ to 
the death penalty

Ironically, the slain officer was an opponent of capl 
punishment, and last week, his wife pleaded not for perena on 
his killer, but for improvements to the police force, such as 
partners assigned to patrols instead of single officers. Her 
voice and the voice of her dead husband are worth listening to 
in the face of repeated demands for a return to the death penal- 
ty in Canada. tobe Del 

" The arguments for capital punishment are powerful, primari 
ly because they appeal to our gut instinct for raw Justice: an 
eve for an eye and a tooth for a tooth. It’s an instinct that often 
slides into pure revenge rather than justice. 

Proponents of the noose also argue that it serves as a deter- 
rent to crime, another powerful argument in a time when crime 
is apparently on the increase. ea 

The true facts show otherwise. True, the incidence of murder 
has risen in Canada and in other Western countries that no 
longer have capital punishment, as have rates for most other 
types of crimes. But the rate of murders to other violent crimes 
hasn’t changed. If anything, the rate of murders compared to 
other violent crimes has actually declined. 

In fact, the United States, the only Western country to still 
have the death penalty, also has the highest rate of murders 
per capita among all Western countries. If proponents of the 
death penalty are to be believed, then the U.S. should have the 
lowest rather than the highest murder rate in the West. 

Why isn’t the death penalty a deterrent? Probably because 
the largest proportion of murders occur among people who 
know each other well. Within the family, in fact. Murder tends 
to be a spontaneous crime, bursting out of a well of emotion. 
Most murderers don’t murder again. 

The plain truth is that the cry for the death penalty is a cry 
for revenge and nothing except revenge. Listen to the tone of 
the arguments put forward for the death penalty. The cry for 
the death penalty swells everytime a policeman is killed or a 
particularly horrible murder is perpetrated. Behind the cry is 
the sound of a lynch mob: string the bastard up; it may not br- 
ing back life to the victim, but at least we'll feel better about it. 

Is that a basis for justice? Is that the kind of society in 
which we wish to live? Can justice be done out of such a 
distemper? 

No justice system is perfect, and the death penalty is so 
final. Donald Marshall, wrongfully imprisoned for a murder he 
never committed, would be dead today rather than free. In the 
Quinte area, we have our own example of a possible miscar- 
riage of justice. In 1884, two Bloomfield men were convicted of 
murder and hanged in Picton, the last time the gallows there 
were put to use. To this day, their guilt is in doubt in the face 
of contradictory testimony, questions of mistaken identity, 
allegations of suppressed evidence and questions of motive.

PrThe McManuses were proud of their tall, straight 
son in his Marine uniform. Maybe they had been 
wrong; maybe life in the service suited their son 
best. There was one thing, though. Fred was a bit of 
a loner. He didn’t go out with his fellow soldiers on 
a Saturday night, or make lasting friendships. In- 
stead, he preferred to walk into the woods surroun- 
ding Camp Lejeune and practise shooting with his 
own .45 Colt automatic. Even on trips home, he car- 
ried his Colt and often practised shooting near the 
home of his aunt at Marion in upstate New York. 

On one of these periodic visits, Fred met a wiry 

16-year-old girl, Diane Weggeland. It started out as 

a simple date to take in a small town basketball 
game, but it ended up being much more. After the 
game, the two young people did not want to part. 
They poured out their innermost thoughts to each 
other. Diane told Fred of being shunted from foster 
home to foster home all her life, how she hated not 
having roots, how she wanted to be loved. Fred 
related how his parents only cared for themselves. 
He told Diane they stifled his life. Fred and Diane 
agreed they were two free spirits who had found 
each other. 

In the wee hours of the morning, Diane and Fred 
parted with the firm promise that they would write 
to each other. A regular correspondence took place. 
Diane informed Fred that she was being forced to 
move to yet another foster home, this time to Som- 
merville, near Rochester. 

On March 22, 1953, Fred visited Diane at her new 
home. The young people travelled to Rochester, 
where Fred checked into the YMCA. Fred called on 
Diane each of the next five evenings. They took the 
bus into Rochester and spent their time eating ice- 
cream, drinking Cokes and listening to the juke box. 
While thus engaged, they talked. The more they 
talked, the more they were convinced that they 
were deeply in love. 

Each night, Fred had Diane home before mid- 
night, except for the last night of his leave. They 
missed the bus and Diane didn’t get home until 1 
a.m. Her foster mother was furious. She swore she 
would report this infraction of the rules to Diane’s 
social worker and threatened to have Diane thrown 
out of her home. 

Next morning, Diane phoned Fred at the Y before 
he started hitch-hiking back to camp. She was

Fred thought he would try hitch- 
hiking again to replenish their badly shrunken 
bankroll. He put on his Marine uniform and was im- 
mediately picked up by Mr. and Mrs. Fred Whar- 
ton. He relieved them of their car and $12. Fred 
then drove to the stolen Braverman car, where 
iane waited. 
Using their new stolen vehicle, Fred and Diane 
drove into Minnesota, where they slept in the car. 
Early Monday morning, while Diane slept, Fred 
walked to a roadside restaurant and attempted to 
break open the cash register drawer. As he did so, 
waitress Harriet Horseman caught him in the act. 
Without hesitation, Fred shot her dead. The roar of 
the Colt brought 43-year-old Agnes Beaston, knife 
in hand, running out of the kitchen. Fred killed her 
with one well-aimed bullet to the heart. He scooped 
$40 out of the cash register and left. Diane was still 
asleep when he returned. 

The young couple drove to Minneapolis and 
checked into a hotel. Next day, they attempted to 
get married at City Hall, but were told they would 
have to wait three days. They moved on. Outside 
Dubuque, Iowa, a highway patrolman spotted the 
car. Officer Jack Moore approached the wanted car 
with caution. ‘Get out of your car with your hands 
up,” he commanded. It was over. Fred offered no 
resistance. 

At the Sheriff's office in Dubuque, Fred couldn’t 
wait to reveal all the details of his killing rampage. 
ewan to make you guys’ job easier for you,” he 
said. 

Fred never did explain why he killed five of his 
fellow human beings. His senseless killing rampage 
had netted him the grand total of $67. 

On Sept. 8, 1953, Fred stood trial for murder and 
was found guilty. Because the jury recommended 
mercy, he was sentenced to life imprisonment. On 
Sept. 6, 1973, almost 20 years to the day of his con- 
viction, Fred McManus was paroled.

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South African ambassador Glenn Babb stirred 
up controversy when he accepted an invitation to 
tour the Peguis Indian Reserve 200 km north of 
Winnipeg. The idea, of course, was to score pro- 
paganda points and to shift attention away from 
apartheid by suggesting it is no worse than 
Canada’s treatment of its native peoples. 

Canada has treated its native people's 
shamefully and the Peguis Indian Reserve may 
well be one of the worst examples. The gulf that 
separates Canada's native peoples from the rest of 
Canada is scandalously wide: only 20 per cent of 
Indian students finish high school though the na- 
tional average is 75 per cent. Native unemploy- 
ment ranges from 25 to 70 per cent, though the na- 
tional rate is 9.7 per cent. The native infant mor- 
tality rate is 60 per cent higher than among other 
Canadians. 

But no one notices — until Mr. Babb’s visit 
sheds the light of media attention on the problem. 
What a shame for Canada.

TWISTING THE TRUTH 

The fact that Canada’s hands are not clean 
should not, however, allow South Africa off the 
hook on apartheid. The suggestion that apartheid 
is no different from the treatment of Canada’s 
native peoples is a twisting of the truth. The truth 
is that South Africa as a matter of deliberate 
policy treats its majority black and colored 
peoples very differently. 

Native Canadians don’t need a passport to 
travel within their own country. Until very recent- 
ly, native black and coloured South Africans did. 
Native Canadians aren't systematically and con-

Recently , the ReMax balloon 
travelled through the area, and 
this reporter was lucky enough 
to get a ride. The sun was shin- 
ing, a gentle breeze was blowing 
and God in his heaven was smil- 
ing down. Perfect ballooning 
weather. ; 
The first problem was to find 
a launch site that would allow 
the balloon to drift over 
Belleville’s downtown. The wind 
had shifted from the northwest 







to the southwest and Loyalist 
College was considered. A test 
launch with a helium balloon, 
though, showed that the flight 
path would be too far to the nor- 
th, perhaps over the Quinte 
Mall. Finally, we settled on the 
Zwick’s Park area as the perfect 
spot 

The balloon was unrolled and 
a large fan set up to start the 
process of inflation. Once the 
balloon was started, hot air 
could be blasted in with a device 
something like a flame thrower 
and within 15 minutes we would 
be on our way 

That was the theory. In prac- 
tice, the gentle breezes were less 
gentle than we had thought and 
kept collapsing the balloon, 
causing it to burp out hot air as 
fast as it was pumped in. An

The first impression in a 
balloon flight is of the absolute 
silence. There are no throbbing 
engines, no rumble of traffic 
around the balloon, as it glides 
total silence except for the oc- 
asional roar as the pilot adds 
ot air. There is no sensation of 
ind as the balloon moves ma- 
jestically with the breeze. 

The ground some 500 to a 
1,000 feet below looks like a 
perfectly created miniature 
train set. Toy cars move silently 
about the street. A train on the 
tracks glides along 
ithout any of the usual roar 
and rumble. Youngsters play 
hockey in the streets, their 
shadows stretching out behind 
them. Ice rinks on ponds look 
like sheets of frosted glass. 
Every ripple in the snow can be 
seen in pattern upon pattern. A 
few sounds can be _ heard: 
shouted conversations can even 
be held between the balloon and 
the ground at 500 feet. 

The ride could go on forever, 
but it only seems like a few 
minutes before the problem has 
to be faced of where to set down.

and without fences so it’s easier 
to cart the gondola and deflated 
balloon out to the truck, which 
is following the balloon on the 
ground. 

The pilot has little control 
over direction, except by finding 
winds sheering off in different 
directions at different levels. 
According to pilot David Ryan, 
however, he does have a lot of 
control over height. Once he had 
picked a field, it was simply a 
matter of descending in time as 
he pulled on a cord that opened 
a hole at the top of the balloon, 
allowing the hot air to escape. 

‘Brace yourselves for the lan- 
ding,’’ he warned. When lan- 
ding, the gondola will usually 
bounce one or twice and then be 
dragged across the ground by 
the collapsing balloon. 

We braced ourselves and sud- 
denly the ground seemed to rush 
up at us. The balloon touched, 
bounced up and came down 
again and the whole gondola 
turned over on its side — with 
me on the bottom. We slid 
along, finally coming to a halt 
about 100 feet later, and we 
clambered out, congratulating 
each other on the flight.

Described as ‘“‘the flagship of modern undersea 
discovery,” this 50 foot sub has a passenger capaci- 
ty of 28 and dives to depths of 150 feet. If plans to 
use the sub in the waters of Prince Edward County 
become a reality, it would be the first mini sub to be 
used for tourist diving in fresh water anywhere in 
the world. The wonders of sunken wrecks off the 
Ducks Islands could become a reality to not only 
local residents but to tourists who will be the target

of this project. 

The sub is planned for use in a 
diving “‘preserve’’ proposed for 
the waters off Prince Edward 
County. A dream for many 
years of Kenn Feigelman of 
Deep Quest II Expeditions, the 
plan is now close to reality. He 
hopes to have an official diving 
site marked off and the sub in 
operation within two years. 

“We've been lobbying for a 
diving site for years,” said Mr. 
Feigelman, who says his 
organization is very concerned 
about seeing wrecks in the area 
preserved. 

“This would provide an oppor- 
tunity for archaelogical resear- 
ch,”” he explained. “This is 
analagous to Tobermory, an 
underwater diving preserve.”’ 

The project is also being sup- 
ported and promoted by the 
Prince Edward County Marine 
Heritage and Development 
Committee, headed by George 
Wheeler and formed this year to 
further conservation and educa- 
tion and to promote diving onto 
sunken wrecks. Mr. Feigelman 
represents Deep Quest II Ex- 
peditions on the committee. 

Government representatives, 
divers, fishermen, charter boat 
operators, the curator of the 


marine museum and Ken 
Hawkes, Economic Develop- 
ment Director for the county, 
are all in on the discussions. 

The sub would be brought 
here by Dennis Hurd, who has 
built and runs three or four mini 
subs in the Cayman Islands and 
off Barbados. It would be 
moored over the wrecks, 
perhaps the more well known 
Annie Falconer, and a shuttle 
system to get the public to the 
sub would be based nearby in 
the county. 

“The Annie Falconer is 80 feet 
down. Tours to see it should br- 
ing in a lot of people,’’ said Mr. 
Feigelman. 


The venture is wholeheartedly 
supported by the Belleville 
Chamber of Commerce. 
Chamber General Manager Ron 
Broadbridge says, ‘This 
represents the start of major 
developments in tourism in this 
area.” 


Studies show “this area is 
under-utilized,’’ he says. 

These studies recommended 
that Quinte make greater use of 
its water resources with tourism 
development such as a water 
oriented theme park. 


Goal: Fresh 
water research 


Besides bringing tourists to 
Quinte the underwater sub- 
marine Atlantis will give a jum- 
ping off point to Deep Quest II 
Expeditions for its main aim of 
promoting and conducting 
underwater research. 

Always looking ahead, the 
organization’s founder, Kenn 
Feigelman, says the future 
could see a permanent manned 
habitat underwater for research 
purposes. 

“This is a dream I have and 
hopefully it will happen here in a 
preserve where geological, 
biological and archaelogical 
research can be done,”’ said Mr. 
Feigelman. “‘My goal is to see 
fresh water research centred in 
this area.’’. 

This view is reinforced by 
George Wheeler, co-chairperson 
of the Prince Edward County 
Marine Heritage and Develop- 
ment Committee with Susan 
Yankoo. 

“This concept could offer 
divers and non-divers alike a 
unique opportunity to view, 
first hand, the rich marine 
heritage lying below Prince Ed- 
ward County waters,” he said. 


“Via this educational voyage 
through maritime history, 
public awareness and apprecia- 
tion of the need to preserve 
these archaeological viewing 
sites for future generations 
could only be further enhanc- 
ed.” 


He is in close liaison with 
Phillip Wright, Senior Ar- 
chaelogist of the Marine 
Heritage branch of the Ministry 
of Citizenship and Culture. 

Concerns about policing the 
site are part of the discussions. 
According to Mr. Feigelman, 
prevention of illicit diving and 
plundering of wrecks would de- 
pend on the help of charter 
operators, fishermen and 
others. 


“The more publicity about the 
site the better,’’ said Mr. 
Feigelman. 

There must be reassurances to 
ward off any misconception that 
bringing in-charter boats will 
mean divers can strip the 
wrecks, he explained. 

“Heritage isn’t worth a damn 
unless the community supports 
it,’’ said Mr. Wright.

Without suggesting a specific solution, the Belleville and 
District Chamber of Commerce has given some valuable 
pointers on the direction in which a solution should be sought

Few issues have so divided the community at large and the 
business community in particular as the Sunday opening 
issue. Emotionally charged arguments for and against have 
done little to bridge the split. No change isn’t acceptable in a 
society that has become increasingly multi-cultural, but any 
change is bound to fly in the fast of longstanding, entrenched 
traditions and religious beliefs. 

In such an atmosphere, the chamber’s suggestions offer 
some hope of resolution, to which the Select Committee would 
be wise to listen. 

A lot has been said about the rights of retailers and the 
rights of consumers. The chamber speaks instead of fairness. 
Although Ontario has become a multi-cultural society, the 
chamber recognizes that the accumulation of tradition is not 
something to be lightly cast off. Although it has no intention 
of being dragged into a religious argument, the chamber 
recognizes the value of a day of common rest to a society. 
Although the retail sector and the public are split on the issue, 
the chamber recognizes that most would welcome some regula- 
tion that is consistent for all merchants and all business areas. 

In fact, we suspect that if the chamber were pressed, it 
would come out against Sunday shopping since its own survey 
and similar surveys of retailers across the province show a 
roughly 60/40 split against Sunday shopping.

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I have taken bridge lessons twice in my 
life.

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FARM PLIGHT 
TOPS WARDEN'S 
CONCERNS 


By Sue Dickens 


Everything from the plight of the gypsy moths to 
the Loyalist Parkway and budgetting for 1987 is on 
the mind of Clare McFaul, Prince Edward County 


Warden. 


In the first quarter of his term 
as warden, he is taking the year 
in stride and has well laid out 
plans that he will encourage the 
county to look at. 

The matter of gypsy moth in- 
festation hit home last summer 
and the nine counties in the 
Quinte region got together to 
lobby the government for 
money to work towards eradica- 
tion or at least control of this in- 
sect. Farmers wanting their 
lands sprayed by the govern- 
ment have to apply for the ser- 
vice and pay $8 per acre, about 
25 per cent of the total cost of 
spraying. 

What worries Mr. McFaul are 
those farmers who aren’t going 
to have their land sprayed, 
which means any gypsy moths 
on their land will move on and 
reinfect the areas sprayed. 

He hopes in the future the pro- 
blem will be assessed yearly 
with a move to improve the 
situation. 

Tendering is now being done 
for beautification of the 
Loyalist Parkway (Highway 33) 
which wends its way through 
the county and offers a great 
potential for attracting tourists 
to Prince Edward, says Mr. 
McFaul. 

One of his priorities is to im- 
prove recreation in Prince Ed- 
ward and he expects a study of 
this to be part and parcel of the 
study that will be looking at 
upgrading of the Loyalist 
Parkway. 

Mr. McFaul says he would 

like to concentrate on the in- 
dustry, tourism and agriculture 
of the county, “‘and hopefully 
keep the people here from leav- 
ing.”’ 
One bright note, he says, on 
the tourism scene is the effort 
by businessman Fred Weeks of 
West Lake who has poured a 
great deal of money into the 
community with a _ resort 
development that provides 
employment and brings in 
tourist dollars to the county. 

“He has done a great deal for 
that segment of business in the 
county,’ said Mr. McFaul. 

Meanwhile the county is ex- 
amining a county-wide library 
system, which is one way to get 
more government funding. But 
since the plan requires accep- 
tance by two-thirds of the 
library boards, he says it looks 
doubtful the system will be in- 
stituted. 

As a member of the Quinte 
Airport Commission, he says 
Austin Airways is currently 
working on setting up a system 
of connections so the municipal 
airport at Trenton will be able to 
get passengers to anywhere in 
the world that Air Canada flies. 

Top of his list of concerns 
right now is the plight of the far- 
ming industry in Prince Ed- 
ward. “There is only one cann- 
ing factory left and this disturbs 
me. So much of the cash crop in- 
dustry was corn, peas and 
tomatoes..:and now that’s 
gone,’’ he said. 





Corn and soybeans are being 
grown but the market is very 
depressed right now, he explain- 
ed. 

“Farmers just can’t exist at 
the present market pricing,”’ he 
added. 

He plans on getting in touch 
with MP Jack Ellis and MPP 
James Taylor to see if they can 
help the county out financially: 

“I'd like to see assistance for 
agriculture,’ he commented, 
praising people like the 
operators of Townline Farms 
which set up its own frozen food 
processing business. 

Anc last but not least is ex- 
amination of the county budget 
which is taking place this week. 

Some requirements have 
already been received by the 
county council in terms of finan- 
cial figures for 1987. 

“T wouldn’t want to see an in- 
crease of over four per cent,”’ 
said the county warden, ‘‘that’s 
realistic.” 

Top of the list of course will be 
the roads budget as this affects 
tourism and business in the 
county, he said. 

With all this on his plate for 
1987 Prince Edward’s warden 
has his work cut out for him. 

Mr. McFaul is a former Hillier 
councillor and deputy reeve. He 
became reeve in 1985 and has 
been with the county board of 
education for over 20 years. He 
has been a trustee, vice- 
chairman and chairman. 

Mr. McFaul owns MI Supply, 
an electronics wholesale supply 
firm in Belleville which he 


-started in 1958, and operates 


Harmony Music, which he 
began in 1980, with a complete 
recording studio. 

He is a member of the 
Belleville Rotary Club and the 
Belleville Club and served as 
Deputy Grand Master of Prince 
Edward District in 1963. 

For 10 years he has been af- 
filiated with the Wesley United 
Church at Mountain View, 
where he is an elder. 

He has a philosophy he put to 
use, ‘‘If you're honest with peo- 
ple, then they’re honest with 
you.”

Not for the fainthearted 


Platoon is not a movie for the fainthearted. I 
Saw it last week, in all its bloody violence and 
brutally coarse language. It was more than mov- 
ing; it was wrenching, like being there in the 
jungles of VietNam in 1968, sweating and swear- 
ing, living and dying. Ask any Viet vet. This 
movie was nasty. It was coarse and bloody. It was 
frightening. It was real. 

For me, it brought back some uncomfortable 
memories of growing up in the U.S. in the late 
1960s and early 1970s. This could have been my 
war; in a way, it was. 

For young men, the draft loomed up against the 
horizon of one’s 18th birthday. The war on televi- 
sion became very real then. I have always felt a lit- 
tle guilty about missing that war. Not because I 
wanted to go; I desperately didn’t. But I escaped 
and others didn’t, thanks to a skewed system. 

VietNam was a poor man’s war. The rich had 
ways around it. They could afford to go to univer- 
sity or seminary to avoid the draft. They could af- 
ford lawyers to fight for conscientious objector 
status. The poor couldn’t. I know the young men 
depicted in Platoon. I worked with them in fac- 
tories. I went to high school with them. 

I missed the war because of a new wrinkle 
meant to solve those inequities: the lottery. I shall 
never forget the exact time and the exact place 
when I learned what my lottery number was. The 
troop pullouts were starting in 1971 and I knew I 
very likely wouldn’t be drafted. I had won the on- 
ly lottery I have ever entered in my life. 

But if I had won, someone else had lost. So- 
meone else went instead and sweated and died in 
that messy little war in the jungle. When I watch- 
ed Platoon, I felt I was watching a war that 
should have been mine but which I was spared, 
not because I was special, not because I deserved 
it. Just the luck of the draw. There, literally, but 
for the grace of God go I.

Marie Robertson, owner of 
Kids Kountry Kloset, is a 
pioneer, blazing the way for 
other women interested in going 
into business on their own. 

Mrs. Robertson began her 
business as a cottage industry 
in Manitoba. She kept all her 
fabric in the closet and sewed 
kids clothing to her own designs 
in her own home, selling them 
through home parties. The 
clothing sold so well she decided 
to open a store in 1980. 

Then in 1985, she had to face 
the classic dilemma of a woman 
in business: her husband Jim, 
who is in the Armed Forces, was 
transferred to CFB Trenton. 
Mrs. Robertson didn't think 
about her dilemma for long, 
though. She simply sold her old 
store to a woman who worked 
for her and moved to Trenton 
looking for a new location. She 
opened up the Kountry Kloset 
in November of 1985 and has 
now opened a new store, Kids 
Kountry Kloset in the Belleville 
Plaza. 

Mrs. Robertson said the key 
to her success is quality. Many 
“yuppie” mothers and grand- 
mothers are looking for clothing 
that will last — even if they 
have to pay a bit more for it. She 
sells top quality name brands 
such as Oshkosh (of “Oshkosh

She doesn’t sell any of her 
own designs. She was too suc 
cessful at her craft of making 
children’s clothing and even- 
tually had to decide whether to 
go into the wholesale business 
marketing her own designs or 
go into the retail business. She 
chose the latter because she was 
afraid of losing quality contrel 
over her products in the 
wholesale business. 

She misses the thrill of design- 
ing clothing, but uses her 
knowledge of clothing and the 
industry to choose the best 
quality clothing. And she still 
tries to get clothing that is 
original. ‘“‘I try for merchandise 
that you can’t find in chain 
storeds,”’ she says. 

Her advice to other women 
thinking about getting into 
business is to have confidence.

Thursday morning at its 
Belleville Plaza location, a 
crowd of about 250 people could 
hardly wait for the ribbon to be 
cut, allowing them to plunge 
through the open doors to ex- 
perience Belleville’s newest 
department store.

store and its displays. 

The Belleville Plaza store is 
only the second in Ontario.

When the expansion is com- 
plete, the change rooms will be 
completely upgraded, the ad- 
ministrative area will be enlarg- 
ed and the facility will include a 
new activity hall that will allow 
summer day care programs to 
take place indoors during incle- 
ment weather. The basement, 
too wet before, will be upgraded 
and used for storage. 

Upgrading and expansion of 
the pool facility has hit one 
snag, however: $77,000 in unex- 
pected costs ordered by the 
Ministry of Health to bring the 
pool in line with standards first 
set two years ago. 

The unexpected costs drive 
the total cost of the project up 
to $452,000. As a result, Mr. 
Larose said, the club is applying 
to the Ministry of Tourism and 
Recreation for more funding. It 
has already been approved for a 
grant of $150,000, of which 
$75,000 has been forwarded to 
the club. 

The upgrading of the pool, 
however, will create savings for 
the club in maintenance. A new 
filtration system, which 
recycles water at the rate of 650 
gallons per minute, more than 
four times as fast as the old 
system, will save the club a lot 
of money on water and 
chemistry bills. Mr. Bailey ex- 
pects water bills to drop to 
about $700 or $800 from about 
51,800 last year and chemistry 
bills to drop to $1,300 from 
$3,500 last year.

While these signs may be helpful to identify a person's 
alcohol problem, much of what we do depends on how well we 
know that individual and the relationship that has been 
established. Frequently, friends of the person can be enlisted to 
assist in bringing the individual to help him or herself. 

If someone close to us does have a problem, do not be afraid 
to talk about it. Don’t punish, threaten or preach to the drinker 
or argue with someone who is drunk. Neither approach is very 
helpful. Do be a friend and provide concern and support. This 
does not mean covering up for the person and thus shielding 
him or her from the actual consequences of drinking. We should 
also refuse to ride with a drunk individual who insists on driv- 
ing. 

We should learn about alcohol and the helping resources 
available in our area so that if a crisis occurs, we can guide the 
person to a helping agency. Another good idea is to talk over 
the situation with someone from the mental health clinic or a 
clergy member experienced with alcohol problems who can help 
us intervene with the drinker and refer him or her to treatment 
services.

What this column will attempt to do is give Quinte area anglers an 
update and perhaps new techniques and “hot spots” in our region. 
WALLEYE 

With the winter season now over the consensus from many area 
anglers is their success was down from last year. Let’s hope toxic 
chemicals recently found in our waters were not the culprit. Walleye 
fishing here is perhaps the best in North America for trophy fish and 
our local governments plus the Ministry of Environment must keep a 
keen eye on our water quality to preserve a very important resource. 
RAINBOW 

Don’t lay your rods to rest yet as some fantastic rainbow fishing is 
happening within a half hour from Belleville. 

Lake Ontario waters remain open year round for rainbow trout and 
right now you can take advantage of early spring “‘surf’’ fishing for 
these tail dancing wonders. 

The mouth of the Salem, Colborne, Shelter Valley and Barnum 
House Creeks hold a lot of pre-spawning ‘“‘bows’’ but remember to 
direct your line into the lake as the stream season doesn’t open until 
the end of April. 

BROWN TROUT 

Planer boards and stick or body baits such as A.C. Shiners, Shad 
Raps and Rebels help boat nice browns south of Wellington this time 
of year. 

SALMON 

Many 30 lb. plus salmon were wrestled by arm weary anglers off 
Brighton and Wellington waters in ’86 and this summer will be no ex- 
ception. Although the mighty Chinook will not ‘‘peak’’ in these 
waters until perhaps July, early June will still produce some good ac- 
tion. 

As an added bonus the “1/4 million dollar plus’ Toronto Star 
Great Salmon Hunt derby have now extended their weigh in stations 
to Wellington. 

It’s my opinion that we have only touched the tip of the iceburg as 
far as salmon fishing is concerned in this area. Small communities on 
the south shore of Lake Ontario have turned the sport fishing salmon 
industry into a multi-million dollar business. 

One hopes area commerce will see the light and take advantage of a 
potential gold mine that is virtually untapped. 

CLUB NEWS 

The Central Lake Ontario Sport Anglers is a dedicated group of 
anglers whose intent is to enhance and improve the Trout and 
Salmon fishery in our region of Lake Ontario.

Bill Duffy of Point 
Anne has begun his own 
crusade to protect what 
he believes to. be 
historically significant 
and ecologically impor- 
tant land near his home. 

According to Mr. Duf- 
fy, Thurlow Township 
‘‘is now in the process of 
starting development in 
Point Anne 
townhouses, harbour 
facilities and 
restaurants, etc., to be 
completed within the 
next 15 years. He is con- 
cerned. 


The property in question i: 
owned by Canada Cement 
Lafarge and involves thousands 
of acres along the Bay of 
Quinte, part of which is still ac- 
tively quarried. 

The old cement plant, 
however, says Mr. Duffy, is in 
danger of being torn down ‘‘and 
the surrounding area stripped 
to make way for townhouses 
and a harbour facility.’’ That 
development, he says, is propos- 
ed for a 450 acre site which 
fronts on the bay. 

Mr. Duffy has taken his fight 
to Jack Ellis, Prince Edward- 
Hastings MP, and to Gerry 
Glazier, executive director of 
The Nature Conservancy of 
Canada. 

The cement plant ruins at 
Point Anne, he says, represent 
one of the first cement plants in 
Canada and date back to the 
1800s. In addition to his con- 
cerns for Point Anne’s heritage, 
Mr. Duffy is worried about the 
loss of natural habitat and 
wildlife. 

“In this small acreage, there 
are rare and endangered plants 
and wildlife. The trees, bushes, 
grasslands and swamps are 
teeming with wildflowers, 
animals and birds,”’ he says 

This land must be preserved, 
he states adamantly. 

“This area has a beauty that I 
can not express in words,” he 


added.

Quinte Weekly News spoke to Gary Gauthier, 
manager of finance and administration with Canada 
Cement Lafarge in Toronto, about Mr. Duffy’s con- 


cerns. 


According to Mr. Gauthier the company is not 
planning to sell any of the property it owns in the 
Point Anne area. Nor are any negotiations under- 


way, he said. 


The zoning designates the 
land for use under the Pits and 
Quarries Act, and as far as 
Canada Cement Lafarge is con- 
cerned, the land is invaluable in 
its current use.

é a himself is a living example of the power of a dream and 
the chance that some will have to live beyond even their 
wildest dreams.

We used to hunt and build 
fence for most of the farmers 
around the county, killing 
wolves that slaughtered their 
sheep. I killed the first Prince 
Edward County wolf only days 
after I joined the army m 
December 1940. It was the first 
one ever seen or known to be in 
Prince Edward. It was running 
sheep at Point Petre. 

These scavenger animals like 
fox, wolf, bear and African 
species should be kept to a re- 
quired minimum. The animals 
they prey on do not prey on 
them. They do take deer, sheep, 
jack rabbits, snowshoes, cotton- 
tails. 

From what I have learned on 
the trails and trapping, the 
balance of nature is pure bull. 
These preying animals do not 
balance anything except put the 
preyed upon to near extinction. 
Hawks and owls do not balance 
nothing. 

The B.S. ecologists shoot 
about these birds of prey is 
nothing but fiction. In my near 
60 years of brush and hunting, 
trapping and fishing, I could 
show them experts a thing or 
two.

A PUBLIC SERVICE OF H&R BLOCK 
Q. Being a working mother, 
I have always made the 
claim for child care expenses 
on my return. Last year my 
net income was considerably 
higher than my husband’s. 
May I still make the claim on 
my return? 


A. No. Only the spouse 
having the lower net income 
(before deducting child care 
expenses) may claim child 
care expenses. Since you had 
the higher net income, you 
may claim expenses only if 
there were periods in which 
your husband was separated 
and living apart from you 
(minimum three months), in 
full-time attendance at a 
designated educational in- 
stitution, or infirm or in an 
institution for at least two 
weeks.

Or, if your plan has been in place for a number of years, then 
listen with an open mind, because an exterior decorating plan 
should never be in a static state, but should always be subject 
to change and improvement. And no matter which category 
aeephin falls in, my recommendation is to begin your plan. 
i the inside out. : 

Gabel by taking a pen and paper and seating yourself in turn 
in front of each of the main viewing windows of your home, and 
by main viewing windows, I mean those that you and your 
family look out of most of the time, whether it be your living 
room, dining room, den or kitchen. Look carefully at what is 
there now, what will be there throughout the season, makin 
notes as you go and then decide what you really like to see at 
the various times of the year from those windows. And in mak. 
ing those decisions, remember that a garden should never be 
static, should always be undergoing changes in colour, shape 
and form, just just from season to season, but month to month, 
and even week to week, and that means you should be bringing 
into play the full spectrum of flowering plants, trees, shrubs 
and evergreens. 

For example, here is the kind of month-to-month change you 
should be looking for out of the main viewing windows of your 
home. In April, the spring bulbs: tulips, daffodils, crocus, 
hyacinths and early perennials such as the glorious alyssum 
saxatile, ground phlox, pansies and ajuga. In May, more of the 
spring flowering bulbs, and of course, May is the month of the 
flowering trees, the crabs, the plums and the cherries and those 
shrubs hat are a riot of spring colour such as the flowering al- 
mond and the forsythia. 

And what is so rare as a day in June when the roses are at 
their best - what better sight than a rose bed in full view ofa 
window - the hybrid teas, the floribundas, the grandifloras and 
ae sare aairae there is no better month than June for the 

owering shrubs. 

July is a month when perennials and the lilies really come in- 
to their own to add to the display of annuals. 

In August you should be looking out at the dahlias, the can- 
nas, the gladioli and by September, the asters, mums, hibiscus 
and by October, the rose are flourishing again. 

And then in wintertime, there are the evergreens to be viewed 
from inside your home, the birches and other trees and shrubs 
with unusual bark such as the beauty bush, or unusual stems 
such as the corkscrew hazel. Which brings up a point about the 
ee eens. Don’t just confine them to the foundation but get 
aE fh where they can be viewed from inside the home during

DON HAY 
Kept girl captive 


onald Alexander Hay lived about 100 
feet down the road from the Drover 


family at 1601 Barnet Hwy. in Port 
Moody, B.C. Little 12-year-old Abby Drover 
often dropped in and played with the Hay 
children. Fact is, almost every day Abby 
passed the Hay house on her way to school. 
Nothing unusual about that, until March 10, 
1976, the day Abby disappeared. 

The morning started as always. Abby left 
her home in good cheer, carrying her school- 
books. Then nothing. The little girl sim- 
ply vanished. 

Abby’s mother, Ruth Drover, reported her 
daughter’s absence to the Port Moody police. 
A massive search was undertaken. Mrs. Dro- 
ver contacted her divorced husband, Cecil, 
who had remarried and was living in Cal- 
gary. He returned to Port Moody to assist in 
the search for his missing daughter. Neighbor 
Don Hay took part in the search, as did other 
neighbors. Sometimes Hay accompanied 
Abby’s sister looking for the missing girl. 

Don Hay was different from the scores of 
concerned parents who took part in the hunt 
for Abby Drover. You see, Hay was the only 
one who knew exactly what fate had befallen 
the missing girl. Others talked of murder, 
but not Hay. He knew better. 

Hay, a former mental patient, had some- 
time earlier believed himself to be in love 
with his own 15-year-old stepdaughter. Some- 
where in his twisted mind he devised a 
scheme whereby he would enslave his step- 


daughter. Hay built a cement block cell 
below his garage. The cell measured 7-ft. by 
7-ft. and was approximately 7-ft. high. The 
man with the strange urges equipped it with 
a bed, wash basin and portable toilet. He 
brought electricity into the cubicle, which 
was illuminated by one lone 60 watt bulb. 
Then he waited. By March 10, 1976, Don 
Hay was ready to strike. 

It was Abby Drover’s bad luck to be pass- 
ing the Hay house on the day he decided on 
impulse to capture a female victim. It was 
not difficult. The promise of a drive ‘to 
school, and before she could comprehend 
what was happening, Abby Drover was con- 
fined in the underground, windowless dun- 
geon. 

From the garage above, it was impossible 
to see the shaft leading to the cubicle. Hay, a 
self-employed builder of campers, had con- 
cealed the opening with a workbench. 

Days passed. The search for Abby wound 
down. Those acquainted with Abby knew she 
would never leave home voluntarily. Surely 
she had become a murder victim. ~ 


Down in her cell, Abby was thrown a few 
candy bars for nourishment, sometimes a can 
of soup mixed with warm tap water, on occa- 
sion a bag of chips. Abby lost weight but she 
didn’t starve. 


At first, Hay spent a lot of time with his 
captive. When he wanted her for sex, he 
chained the helpless girl to the cement wall. 


When drunk, he further abused the child. 
Abby called on all her resources to maintain 
her sanity. The madman had given her a tiny 
transistor radio. Abby attempted to kee 
track of the days by marking her hands wi 
a pen. She also read and reread her school- 
books, the books she had been carrying the 
day she was thrust into the cell. From 
time to time Hay told Abby he was going to 
let her go but, in her own words, as time 
passed, “I finally didn’t believe him. 

Days turned into weeks. The tiny cell was 
filthy and the stench became unbearable. The 
portable toilet was often left unattended for 
days. Empty tin cans littered the floor. : 

Six months after Abby was abducted, Hay’s 
common-law wife called police. She believed 
her husband had locked himself in their 

arage and was attempting suicide. Consta- 
Biles Paul Adams and Bob Reed of the Port 
Moody police responded to the call. They 
checked out the garage, but found nothing 
amiss. Don Hay was nowhere to be seen. 
As they drove away, they received a radio 
message requesting their return. Mrs. Hay 
had called again.

This time, Adams 
spotted a man climbing 
up a ladder in the shaft 
under the workbench. He 
pulled the man into the 
garage. Adams was 
amazed to hear a faint 
whining. “I looked down 
the shaft,” he said, ‘‘and 
here was this frail little 
thing coming up.” The 
mystery of Abby Dro- 
ver’s disappearance was 
solved. She had been in 
her personal prison for 
181 days. She had missed 
the spring and summer 
of 1976. 

Abby had 177 ink 
marks on her hands, 
indicating the number of 
days she had been held 
captive. Under the cir- 
cumstances, she proved 
to be remarkably accu- 
rate, missing only four 
days throughout her 
ordeal. Taken to hospi- 
tal, Abby’s only physical 
problem was her inabil- 
ity to walk without diffi- 
culty. Being confined in 
such a small space for 
such a lengthy period of 
time, the muscles of her 
legs did not respond nor- 
mally, but her ability to 
walk properly soon 
returned. 

Donald Alexander Hay 
was taken into custody. 
He was charged with 
kidnapping and with 
three sex offences, 
including rape and gross 
indecency. Later, the 
Crown accepted Hay’s 
guilty plea to kidnapping 
and having sexual inter- 
course with a girl under 
14 years of age. To spare 
Abby a court appear- 
ance, all other charges 
were dropped. 

Hay was sentenced to 
life imprisonment on the 
kidnapping charge and 
eight years imprison- 
ment on the sex offence. 
As of this writing, he is 
still serving his sen- 
tence.

Is Motor World going to drive this limo of limos, 
you ask? To which I respond with a_ polite 
question of my own, namely, ‘Are you out of your 
mind?” The only question that counts in this car is, 
‘Who's pouring?’ Let the driver drive. 

And the only appropriate manner in which to 
review this dinosaur-in-a-tux — it’s so big it ought to 
be extinct and the black paint impresses as being 
finer than any tuxedo I could afford to rent — is 
from the back seat. 

“I imagine it is going to take several months to 
sell this car,”” confesses John Cox, president, Jaguar, 
Rolls-Royce, Saab on Bay, seated opposite me. He's 
reaching for the Dom Perignon, not looking as 
though he particularly cares if he ever sells the limo, 
so long as he continues getting carried in it. “No way 
it can be sold on the basis of how well it gets from 
Point A to Point B. Any Rolls-Royce gets from A to 
B with fantastic comfort. A Jaguar gets from A to 
B with fantastic comfort. 


Extension of executive suite 


“No, the Silver Spur Limousine is for the executive 
meeting that goes overtime and someone has to be at 
Point B, so the meeting continues in the car. The car 
becomes an extension of the executive suite. As a 
matter of course everyone arrives at Point B sipping 
brandy to celebrate the conclusion of the meeting. 
Shall I get the sandwiches out of the trunk, d’you 
think? Isn't this the most fantastic automobile?” 

I've driven stretch limos before. In March of 1978, 
Motor World reviewed a 92.5-foot Lincoln stretched 
by Mississuaga’s AHA Manufacturing. It was a foot 
and a half longer than our dinosaur-in-a-tux. But it 
sold for $32,190.70, less than a tenth of the Silver 
Spur Limo. And I had it all wrong back then, I know 
now, insisting on finding what it was like to steer the 
big cruiser around corners. ; 

Certainly, John Cox, do have the sandwiches 
retrieved from the trunk. If this Dom Perignon Is 
this good on its own, it’s going to be fantastic with 
sandwiches. Sandwiches. And John, the comfort is 
superb, the smell of the Connolly leather interior 
quite beyond the norm of luxury car practice. Ger- 
man cars with leather interiors, for instance, typi- 
cally restrict the leather to the seats themselves.

ding to the law or risk letting lawlessness and injustice preval 
— was a truism, but one that is worth reflecting on since next 
week is Justice Week in Ontario: 

The law is not a perfect instrument of justice, Judge Lally 
said. Sometimes we would like to ignore the law, bend the law 
or even break the law in an attempt to bring true Justice accor- 
ding to our own views, but if we do, we run the risk that 
lawlessness and tyranny will prevail. “‘We accept the frailties 
of the rule of law because it protects us all from tyranny,” he 
said. 

This isn’t just an academic discussion. Police officers fre- 
quently face such choices. The temptation to manufacture 
evidence must be powerful when they know that a person Is 
guilty but cannot prove it to the satisfaction of a court of law. 

And police officers are not the only persons faced with such 
temptations. Take one recent example: Sunday store hours. 
Even major retailers chose to break the law and open on Sun- 
day in defiance of provincial laws. 

There is, of course, a time and a place for the breaking of 
laws; civil disobedience has a long and honorable place in 
Western civilization. When citizens cannot in good conscience 
obey the law, then they must do as they must. But such deci- 
sions should not be taken lightly when the risk is letting 
lawlessness loose upon society, and those taking that risk 
must be prepared to take responsibility for their actions and 
pay the consequences if necessary. 

Were the store owners who opened on Sunday in open de- 
fiance of the law acting responsibly and in good conscience on 
a matter of central importance to our society? Or did they 
simply nudge our society a little closer to lawlessness when 
people saw that merchants would break the law simply for 
monetary gain? 

Judge Lally’s comments on the importance of law to justice 
are worth pondering during Justice Week.

Canada Post provides ‘‘univer- 
sal accessibility’ but private 
business would not, and he 
predicted they would only go in- 
to geographical areas that 
would provide a profit. Sparsely 
populated or remote areas 
would be left out, he said. 

“The people of Canada have 
to make a choice as to whether 
they want a profitable expen- 
sive service or if they want a 
subsidized service that provides 
equitable service to everyone — 
regardless of their ability to 
pay,’’ Mr. Lucas said. 

Charlie Horton, a supervisor 
and acting postmaster at 
Belleville’s post office, disputes 
the CUPW claim that service 
will deteriorate. He _ said 
although certain parts of 
Canada Post will become 
privatized, the corporation will 
continue to service areas that 
the private sector won't: the far 
north and sparsely populated 
areas. 

“T cannot see Canada Post 
Corporation closing down ser- 
vice to the people,’’ he said, but 
added that some smaller post of- 
fices will probably be closed 
because they ‘‘shouldn’t have 
been there in the first place.” 

Mr. Horton said privately-run 
sub post offices would offer bet- 
ter service to the public because 
they will have extended hours 
and better parking facilities. 

In Belleville, he said, because 
the mail volume is always in- 
creasing, ‘we can still gainfully 
employ’”’ the people. 

The demonstration picket last 
week, which began the second 
phase of a Canadian Labour 
Council/Postal Union campaign 
against what they see as moves 
to water down postal services to 
Canadians, gave the public a 
chance to ‘‘see what’s going on 
inside the post office when the 
union is trying to negotiate at a 
national level to improve the 
present service.”’ 

Mr. Lucas added that the 
union has not gone on strike for 
wage increases since 1975 and 
that the 42-day strike in 1981 
was over job security.

Last week I suggested you review your exterior decorating plan 
from the inside out and this should be followed by a review from the 
outside in, viewing your lot and your home from eight outside view- 
ing points: from directly across the street, from down the street, 
right and left, from the centre and the corners of your back lot line 
and from two points mid-way up the side lot line. You should be look- 
ing at what is there now, and at the same time, you should be 
visualizing what you want to see in the future. For example. 

When you look at your home, it is obvious that you are looking at a 
mass of straight lines and right angles. These are strictly an inven- 
tion of man and do not exist in nature. Everything you do in your ex- 
terior decorating plan should be designed to modify and soften those 
right angles and straight lines. Stay away from such plantings two 
spreading evergreens flanked by two uprights. 

Instead try evergreens of three different shapes and sizes planted 
in a group, such as: a columnar evergreen, together with a spreading 
evergreen, fronted by a round evergreen. Don’t hesitate to use the 
flowering shrubs in front of your home. And take full advantage of 
their variety in sizes, from three to 12 feet. 

Now, let’s start our outside in viewing from across the street. 
First, take a good look at the front door, the gardens that surround 
it, and the sidewalk and driveway. This general area should be the 
focal point of your exterior decorating plan whether you are starting 
from scratch or remodelling. Only after it has been fully decorated 
should you move on to other areas. 

In your inspection from the back and side lot lines, make sure you 
include the walls of your home with a view towards vines, ivies or 
climbing roses. And along the lot lines, for coolness, quietness, 
privacy and beauty - plant the flowering shrubs. 

I look upon the exterior decoration of your home as an outdoor ex- 
tension of your indoor living style, a place where you carry on normal 
family activities - outdoors. One way to look at your exterior 
decorating plan is in terms of “rooms”, and apportion space accor-

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dingly: an area or room for dining, a room for entertaining, a 
hideaway room or den, a room for the kids, a screened-off work room 
containing a vegetable garden, a compost pile and why not a room for 
sleeping? These rooms should be laid out first and then, you simply 
decorate - or plant - around them. 

The main objectives of exterior decoration should be: privacy, com- 
fort and beauty, with each taking about an equal role. And remember 
to start your exterior decorating plan with a series of objectives laid 
down from the inside out and from the outside in inspections. 

In defining these objectives, make full use of the seasons and plant 
material that prospers at varying times of the year. And overall, 
remember that there are no straight lines in nature and there should 
be none in your plan. In fact, you should be doing everything possible 
to soften and modify the straight lines and right angles imposed by 
your home. 

Finally, all exterior decoration planning should begin with a 
physical plan. Start with squared paper, and in pencil, - not pen - 
scale in your lot, locate your home on it, sidewalks, driveways and all 
permanent features you want to retain such as shade trees. Mark in a 
“north” arrow. Be sure, too, to mark in the lower windows of your 
home so you can mentally plan from the inside out. Then, ink it all in, 
and overlay a piece of onionskin tracing paper and trace what you 
have drawn in pencil. 

The onionskin tracing can then be used to sketch in rough those 
rooms you have decided belong in your exterior decorating plan. 
Then decorate around them, starting with flower beds next to the 

home and working your way out. Don’t be above laying curved beds 
in the centre of the back and front yards, anchored with evergreens or 
small trees. Above all, find a full location that can be viewed from in- 
side as well as outside the home - for a rose bed. It will probably take 
many tracings before you are satisfied. But that’s the fun of it. 

When you are satisfied, transfer this sketch to the squared paper - 
and there is your plan.

My apologies to Seymour, a loyal reader in the west end of the 
county, who will know that my column has been missing for a week or 
wo. 

I was smug during January and February. Somehow I avoided 
every flu or cold germ that sneezed by me. I had a healthy winter and 
never missed a choretime out in the barn. Then along came March, 
and I've been laid low with a bad throat infection. I still haven’t miss- 
ed a choretime, but I did miss the annual county dairy banquet and a 
wedding in Warkworth I wanted very much to see. 

I had a reputation on this farm similar to Gary Unger’s in hockey. 
He rarely missed a game and was called the iron man. I've lost a little 
of that reputation and a lot of my smugness. Spring has arrived of- 
ficially on the calendar, and it couldn't have come at a better time for 
me. 

On the calendar spring begins on about March 21st. The time is 
called the vernal equinox, the time when the sun crosses the equator 
and makes night and day of equal lengths on all parts of the earth. 
That’s the proper arrival of spring. 

But for many county folks, the arrival of spring is the moment 
when they spot their first robin. March has been mild, and the robins 
are hear early. I saw six of them in a bush watching the chickadees at 
our bird feeder just yesterday morning. They looked in great shape. 
Fatter and jollier than you would expect after their long journey nor- 
thward. 

Prince Edward County is a fabulous place for bird watchers second 
only to Point Pelee near Windsor for early arrivals and a variety of 
species to see. One of my favorite signs of spring is to hear and see 
my first V of Canada geese flying over the barnyard. Rosie usually 
tips off this happy event. It’s the only time of the year when our 
border collie becomes a pointer! 

Bulbs coming up in the garden are signs of spring. I arranged my 
bulbs in beautiful artistic patterns last fall with the smaller flowers 
at the front and the larger ones against the house. But I could see in 
February that they were all going to come up in one big clump 
against the house. That is due to Rosie rearranging the bulbs when 
she buried some soup bones last fall. I hadn’t realized the disasterous 
effcts of her excavation work until then. 

Back at the sheep farm north of Colborne, a sure sign of spring was 
the emergence of the hibernating woodchucks. We'd go for Sunday 
drives and a ground hog count of above 27 meant spring was on the 
way. You can’t do that on our farm here in the county. Our soil is too 
shallow. The woodchucks all got headaches when they tried to dig 
their tunnels and hit their heads on the shale rock. So the majority of 
them retreated to the lusher soils in Northumberland and Hastings 
and don’t bother us much down here. But the thistles make up for 
their nuisance. 

Calves, lambs, kids, and foals are all happy signs of spring in farm 
country. Baby animals have one thing in common. They are all legs. 
They come into the world on delicate stilts, and it takes them all sum- 
mer to grow into them. Not all baby farm animals, I must admit, 
piglets have to grow into the curly Q’s of their tails! 

Sometimes on a farm a sign of spring is an extra five or ten pounds 
around a farmer’s middle. It happens to us wives too. This year after 
the Christmas holiday I noticed a few pounds right then and there in- 
stead of waiting for springtime as I usually do. 

Back at the fall at the plowing match, I picked up a pamphlet at the 
dairy booth called The Great White Way - A Milk Plan for the 1980's. 
It’s very sensible healthy eating plan designed to help you lose from 
one to three pounds a week. I have lost 14 pounds so far on it, but not 
one ounce of energy. There are-lots of delicious receipes in the pam- 
phlet along with good advice. All the basic food groups are featured 
in the diet, and you learn about establishing healthy nutritional 
eating habits that will last youa lifetime. —

established by any traffic 
studies and a 1968 engineering 
study of the proposed route is 
no longer appropriate in view of 
changes in the area since that 
time. 

“Planning a multi-million 
dollar arterial road without 
showing the need is like putting 
the cart before the horse,”’ Mr. 
Yateman states in his com- 
pany’s letter to council. 

According to Oliver, 
Mangione, McCalla and 
Associates, a firm of consulting 
engineers hired by Wellington 
Inc., a study of traffic needs 
over the next 20 years commis- 
sioned by the city in 1961 did 
not forecast a need for a major 
north/south arterial route con- 
necting Highways 37, 401 and 2. 
The study was based on a 
forecast population of 40,000 in 
1980. Belleville’s population is 
closer to 37,000 now and the 
consulting engineers suggest 
trends show Belleville won't 
reach 40,000 until after the turn 
of the century. 

Nevertheless, the city hired a 
consulting firm in 1968 to sug- 
gest a route for such an arterial 
road. The firm suggested a 
route that crossed the CN 
tracks on a line with Haig Road 
and then curved east to connect 
with Highway 2 along what was 
then the outer boundary of the 
city.

In a tragic irony, Judge D.K. Kirkland recently made aan 
sinbeen child a ward of the local Children’s Aid Society at the 


same time that our Canadian society condones a 


bortions of 


thousands of other unborn children. The order was made after 
the mother had refused medical help although doctors believed 
the fetus might either be experiencing difficulties or was about 


to be born. 


Granted, the unborn child in the local family court case was 
in its 38th week of the pregnancy, well beyond the time allow- 
ed for the abortion of a fetus. Nevertheless, the landmark deci- 
sion is believed to be the first time in Canada that a fetus was 
protected from the actions of its mother at any stage of 


pregnancy. 


The decision, if it stands as a precedent, opens up many 
questions. If Children’s Aid Societies are to be responsible for 
the protection of unborn children, then at what stage of the 
pregnancy should they step in? And what protection should be 


offered to the unborn child? 


Studies have conclusively shown that smoking or drinking 
by the mother can be a danger to a fetus. Should the CAS make 
the fetus a ward in such a case? And how far should the CAS 
go in protecting the rights of an unborn child — so far as to 


step in if the mother wants an abortion? Should the 


CAS force 


a mother to take an unwanted baby to its full term? The judge 
didn’t address these questions, making his decision based on 
the case at hand, but the decision raises these wider questions 


in the mind of any thoughtful observer. 


In Canada, abortions are permitted only on therapeutic 
grounds, i.e., what is best for the mother. The principle has 
been expanded far beyond its original intent, however, which 
was to provide abortions only when the physical health of the 


mother was endangered. It would appear from the 


actions of 


abortion clinics and therapeutic abortion committees at many 


hospitals that Canadian society has decided that 


the wishes 


and desires of the mother, quite apart from any harm or danger 


to the mother, are sufficient cause for an abortion. 


In his decision to extend protection to the fetus, Judge 
Kirkland appears to be headed in an opposite direction. The 
judge appears to be saying that a fetus — an unborn child — 
deserves protection from its mother, at least in certain cases 


and at certain stages of the pregnancy. 


_ How far that protection should be extended is another ques- 
tion — and one that Canadian society should address. The 
answer to that question, as with the answer to the question of 
capital punishment, is crucial to the direction of Canadian 


society. What kind of society do we

Addiction Facts 


If someone you know 
drinks too much 


Chances are good that you know someone who drinks too 
much. And if it is a close friend, relative or mate, you are suffer- 
ing right along with the problem drinker. 

It isn’t true that people with drinking problems only hurt 
themselves. Experience shows that at least four other persons 
are affected by the behaviour of a problem drinker. He/she can’t 
keep his/her problem contained within her/himself and it affects 
his/her family, friends, fellow workers and employees. 

How can you help? Here is a list of do’s and don’ts to effec- 
tively deal with a problem drinker: 

_ 4. Learn about the illness and sources of treatment. Read the 
literature printed by health agencies. Visit an alcoholism treat- 
ment centre. Look into programs available in your community. 
Most people know little or nothing about alcoholism. And what 
they think they ‘know’ is probably made up of mostly myths 
and misconceptions. 

2. Discuss the situation with someone you trust — a 
clergyman, social worker, a friend — preferably someone who 
has experienced alcoholism personally or as a family member. 

3. Try to remain calm, unemotional and factually honest in 
speaking with the problem drinker about his/her behaviour. 

4. Let the problem drinker know that you are reading and 
learning about alcoholism. Let him/her know where he/she can 
go for help. 

5. Establish and maintain a healthy atmosphere at home and 
try to include the alcoholic member in family life. 

6. Explain the nature of alcoholism to the children involved. 

7.Encourage new interests and participate in activities that 
the alcoholic enjoys — except drinking, of course. 

Be patient. Live one day at a time. Alcoholism generally 
takes a long time to develop and it can’t be cured overnight. 
Expect and accept setbacks with perseverance and calmness.

TOMPKINS AMBUSHES 
HIS TORY RIVALS 


By David Botting 

Deseronto Mayor Dennis 
Tompkins ambushed his Prince 
Edward County rivals to easily 
win the Tory nomination for the 
Hastings Prince Edward and 
Lennox provincial riding in two 
ballots Saturday at Napanee 
and District Secondary School. 

Mr. Tompkins won out over 
Don Bonter, Tom Mills and Ted 
Rutter with a crowd of about 
1,000 gathered where two 
weekends earlier the Liberals 
had attracted about 800 people. 

Mr. Tompkin’s victory ap- 
peared assured after the first 
ballot put him 81 votes ahead of 
his nearest rival. He pulled 290 
votes to be trailed by Mr 
Bonter at 209, Mr. Rutter at 
138 and Mr. Mills at 93. With 
Mr. Mills off the ballot, it was 
obvious that only a combined ef- 
fort by Mr. Bonter and Mr. Rut- 
ter could stop the Deseronto 
mayor 

The Prince Edward Collegiate 
Institute Dixieland Band swung 
mto “Who's Sorry Now’ as 
balloting began for the second 
vote. Only 12 delegates left and 
Mr. Tompkins went over the top 
with 360 votes, one over 50 per 
cent and all he needed for the 
nomination. Mr. Bonter finished 
at 240 votes while Mr. Rutter 
dropped to 128. 

The other candidates threw 
pledges of support behind Mr 
Tompkins, with Mr. Rutter War- 
ning that the delegates 
shouldn’t take the election for 
granted after the retirement of 
James Taylor, standard bearer 
for the Tories for 17 years. 

Don’t sit at home in the next 
election,” Mr. Rutter said. 
‘We've got to get out and 
work! 

Mr. Tompkins, born and 
educated in Deseronto, has serv- 


ed in municipal politics for 10 
years, the last two years as 
mayor. He worked for Ontario 
Hydro but now owns his own 
hardwood furniture manufac- 
turing comany. 


In a rousing speech to the 
delegates before the balloting, 
Mr. Tompkins stressed his abili- 
ty to accomplish goals as a 
municipal politician. He cited 
his priorities in the last 
municipal election: develop a 
waterfront business plan, find 
more business for Deseronto, 
form a recreation committee 
and stay closely in touch with 
the people who elected him. On 
the waterfront, plans are under- 
way for development, the 
business core is full for the first 
time in years, the town now has 
a recreation committee and he 
has fulfilled his pledge to remain 
close to the voters by opening 
his office up to the public every 
Tuesday, he said. 


“I was able to accomplish 
things in a small town with 
limited resources,”’ he said. 

A return to grassroots was his 
other theme. “Big government 
has forgotten the people of On- 
tario,’’ he cried, citing business 
people, senior citizens and the 
middle class, who, he said, have 
seen their savings “gobbled up 
by soaring costs.”’ 

Liberalizing liquor laws and 
putting minority rights above 
majority rights are not the Con- 
servative way, he said, calling 
moves by the Liberal govern- 


ment “‘unethical and irresponsi- 
ble.”’ 


“It’s time for change, 
change with 100 per cent Con- 
servative participation,” he 
said, pledging himself to also 
fight for change within the Pro- 
gressive Conservative party.

REC PROGRAM FILLS 
GAP AT LOYALIST 


BELLEVILLE - Formal provin- 
cial approval has been received 
by Loyalist College to operate a 
new two-year post-secondary 
program in the _ Recrea- 
tion/Leisure Services field. 

Career-entry training for a 
wide range of employment in 
both private and public sectors 
including fitness programs, 
municipal recreation, program- 
ming for seniors, facility 
management and work with 
special needs populations will be 
stressed. 

Recreation program co- 
ordinators, fitness and aerobics 
instructors, lifestyle counsellors 
and junior administrative posi- 
tions in recreation are some of 
the target positions. 

“The program was developed 
by College staff working with a 
representative Advisory Com- 
mittee of professionals in the 
field, who themselves are pro- 
spective employers,”’ said Gerry 
Colford, Dean of Applied Arts, 
Business and Health Sciences. 

“The Advisory Committee 
has been the key element for the 
College. We were not convinced 
that existing programs 
elsewhere in the province really 
met employer needs. It was the 
Advisory Committee’s en- 
thusiasm and involvement in 
creating the educational train- 
ing and objectives for the pro- 
gram that convinced us and the 
Board of Governors to pursue 
the initiative.” 

Ray Michol, chairman of the 
Community Studies Division, 
and Sue Thompson of the Col- 
lege Athletics Department who 
developed the curriculum and 
the full proposal to the province, 
stressed the unique field- 
training element involved. 

“The students will be trained 
not only in the College through 
classroom and College-based ac- 
tiviyy,”’ said Thompson, ‘but 
also through a total of 20 weeks 
of training in community agen- 


cies and facilities over their two- 
year program.” 

“Tt fills in the gap in our array 
of successful human service pro- 
grams at Loyalist,’ said Michol. 
“We have had numerous re- 
quests from potential students 
and the community over the 
years and we're convinced that 
our track record in human ser- 
vice training will be maintained 
in this new program.” 

Cliff Belch, Recreation Direc- 
tor for The City of Belleville and 
Advisory Committee Chairman, 
indicated the satisfaction of the 
Committee with the provincial 
approval: ‘“‘We are convinced 
that the innovative program to 
be offered by Loyalist will meet 
the rapidly changing employer 
needs in the field. Up to this 
time, many local residents have 
been forced to leave the area to 
seek training in the Recrea- 
tion/Leisure field. They can 
receive first class training at 
Loyalist.” 

The Recreation Leader- 
ship/Leisure Services Co- 
ordinator Program will begin in 
Sept. 1987.

Two BGH doctors, Bruce Morgan, general surgeon, and 
Douglas MacIntosh, oncologist, are asking for the public’s 


financial assistance. : 
He says the pumps, which cost $3395 each, are too expensive 


for the patients to purchase and are not included in the 
hospital’s budget. 

Because the pumps dispense medication evenly, he says, it 
“allows them (patients) to be much more alert and free of pain.”’ 

When purchased, the pumps will be held by the Oncology 
Clinic at BGH and will be lent, at no cost, to patients for as 
long as they are needed.

COBOURG 'SS LOSS IS 
BELLEVILLE S GAIN

Thanks to an urgent timetable that called for pro- 
duction to be moved up by nine months, a new auto 
parts plant that will provide over 165 jobs by the 
end of 1988 will be located in Belleville rather than 
in Cobourg where it was originally planned. 

According to Dick Baker, a local entrepreneur and 
principal partner in Autosystems Manufacturing 
Inc., the company had planned to start from scratch 
and build a plant in Cobourg in what the industry 
calls a ‘‘green fields’? development. Because the 
composite headlights the plant manufactures were 
required sooner than expected, the company decid- 
ed to look for a building that could be renovated to 
suit its demands. They found the building in 
Belleville: a warehouseowned by Mr. Baker’s com- 
pany, Canada Transport, on Jamieson Bone Road in 
the city’s northeast end industrial park. 


According to Mr. Baker, the 
warehouse is undergoing a $1 
million capital investment to 
transform it into a modern 
manufacturing facility. Produc- 
tion will start in September with 
first shipment heading out to 
General Motors in Oshawa in 
the same month. 

“This will put Belleville on the 
map as an automotive city,” 
Mr. Baker told a news con- 
ference Friday with satisfac- 
tion. As he said: “virtually 


everybody working on it (the 
new company) is a local Quinte 
resident. As a Quinte resident 
(Mr. Baker lives at Carrying 
Place), I’m delighted.” 

The composite headlight the 
company will manufacture is 
the latest in North American 
cars, and Mr. Baker predicted 
the headlights would become 
standard on most cars within a 
few years. The company will 
supply the General Motors 
“autoplex” plant in Oshawa 


which is undergoing a massive 
renovation to make it among 
the most advanced auto plants 
in North America. 

“The potential for the auto in- 
dustry in Canada is tremendous 
for the next five to ten years 
despite the doom and gloom,” 
Mr. Baker said. In an interview 
after the press conference, Mr. 
Baker added that a lot of other 
companies in the Belleville area 
have the potential to get into 
the auto parts business. He felt 
that they had held back, in part 
because of the bad news coming 
out of the North American auto 
industry. He admitted that 
plants are closing but called it 
simply an adjustment in the in- 
dustry as obsolete plants are 
closed to make way for more 
modern plants such as the 
Oshawa autoplex plant. 

Autosystems Manufacturing 
Inc. will be the only Canadian 
plant making the composite 
headlights and will replace a 
Louisiana plant as the GM 


Canada supplier of the 
headlights. 
“Now the fun starts,’ Mr. 


Baker said after acknowledging 
all those who had helped to 
make the plant a reality since its 
conception two and a half years 
ago.

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The story of the newly opened 
Cherry Valley Dari-Bar 
Restaurant is all told in the 
smiles when the reporter asks 
the owners their last name. 
“John and Rollanda is all that’s 
needed,”’ they say. And that’s 
the atmosphere they put across 
in their restaurant: one of infor- 
mal friendliness and good food. 

Although the couple has 
never run a restaurant before, 
they are used to similar 
challenges. They decided to 
leave Toronto six yeats ago and 
began a country-wide search for 
a business to run. Eventually, 
they settled on Blessington just 
northeast of Belleville, taking 
over the rundown country store 
and gas bar there. 

It was an “extremely lovely 
community there, we hated to 
leave,’ says Rollanda. But they 
were becoming bored and were 
looking for a new challenge. 

‘“‘When you take a place that 
was down and bring it up, you 
feel what more is there to do?” 
Rollanda explains. 

They discovered their next 
challenge in Cherry Valley, 
where they took over the local 
Dari-Bar after it had been va- 
cant for more than a year. They 
gutted the interior and com- 
pletely renovated it into a cafe 
style restaurant with white 


tables and chairs, surrounded 
by light woodwork and green 
plants. The restaurant seats 
about 30 people, and next sum- 
mer they intend to add a patio. 
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John and Rolanda are ready to serve the public at their Cherry Valley 


Dari-Bar in — where else — Cherry Valley 


They are also applying for a Li- 
quor licence. 

Right now, they are doing 
almost everything. Rollanda 
cooks and John does pretty well 
everything else. They also 
employ Tom Sheil, a local boy 
who studied hotel and 
restaurant management at 
Loyalist College and wanted to 
stay in the area. Eventually, 
they hope to employ six to eight 
people. Their specialities are 
chicken and ribs. 

In one corner of the small 
family restaurant is also a craft 
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and gift shop, which features 
ceramics by the _ couple’s 
daughter Connie, who lives in 
Oakville where ‘she runs a 
ceramics store of her own. 

Asked if there is anything else 
that should be mentioned, 
Rollanda thinks for a moment, 
then says: “This is the home of 
the $1.99 full breakfast.”” Then 
she adds that she would like to 
get out of the kitchen to meet 
people more. She won't get 
much chance, though, once word 
gets round of just how good her 
$1.99 full breakfasts are! 
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Let’s face it, there have been many 
distasteful murder schemes put into ac- 
tion by men and women intent on 
becoming rich the easy way. Why these 
individuals didn’t pursue the art of hit- 
ting a baseball has always puzzled me. 

We must immediately apologize to the 
medical profession for calling Dr. Bolber 
a doctor. He was no such thing. He was 
a liar, con man, faker and murderer. 
That’s what he was. But he did call 
himself Doctor 

Now, then, Morris lived and healed in 
the brotherly love city of Philadelphia; 
more specifically in the Italian district. 
It was 1931 and times were tough all 
over. The Great Depression hit the heal- 
ing game hard, and if it weren't for his 
sideline, Morris would have been hard 
press to make ends meet. His 
clientelle consisted in the main of ladies 
who complained bitterly of their 
husbands’ penchant for wandering far 
from the home fires. 

Morris had a smidgeon of success in 
curing these gentlemen by providing 
their wives with a mixture of ginger ale 
and saltpeter to administer to the 
wandering man of the house. Look, it 
wasn't the practice of medicine as envi- 
sioned by Hippocrates, but it kept the 
wolf from Morris’ door - just. 

It was in February 1932, when the 30- 
year-old wife of Anthony Giacobbe 
strolled into Morris’ fly-specked office, 
complaining that her husband was go- 
ng broke in the pursuit of the devil rum 
and wild women. Morris was 
reaching for the saltpeter when Mrs. 
Giacobbe mentioned that not only were 
they having trouble paying the rent, 
they were also hard pressed to keep up 
their insurance. 

Morris’ ears perked up. ‘“What’s this 
insurance?” he asked. Mrs. Giacobbe ex- 
plained that her husband carried 
$10,000 insurance on his life. Like Ford, 
Morris had a better idea. He prescribed 
an aphrodisiac strong enough to set the 
already virile Tony scratching and a- 
kicking for the two weeks until Mrs. 
Giacobbe’s next visit. 

Morris put his brain into action. 
Around the corner from his office toiled 
an acquaintance, one Paul Petrillo, who 
was actively, if not profitably, employed 
in the garment industry. He owned a 
nearly bankrupt tailor shop. Sometimes, 
sleazy Morris would provide equally 
sleazy Paul with the names of neglected 
ladies in return for new threads. 
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Now, Morris had bigger things in 
mind. Mrs. Giacobbe would be the first. 
Paul, who, despite his lack of morals, 
wasn’t a bad looking guy, would seduce 
and have Mrs. Giacobbe fall in love with 
him. They would then poison Mr. 
Giacobbe and-split the proceeds. Mrs. 

Giacobbe would of course receive her 
fair share. 

That's the way it happened. Paul, pos- 
ing-as a book salesman, made the ac- 
quaintance of Mrs. Giacobbe. Two 
weeks later, Mrs. G. kept her appoint- 
ment with Morris. The stuff the healer 
had given her hadn't done the job. If 
anything, her Tony was pursuing the 
ladies more than ever before. But there 
was a bright side. Mrs. G. had a lover 
who knew how to treat a lady. She was 
now madly in love with a tailor named 
Paul Petrillo. In fact, Mrs. G., the 
hussy, would marry Paul if only she 
were free. 

That's all our Morris wanted to hear. 
He told Paul the pigeons were ready for 
plucking. A few days later, Paul ginger- 
ly approached Mrs. Giacobbe with the 
novel suggestion that they murder her 
husband. ‘What a wonderful idea!,”’ ex- 
claimed Mrs. Giacobbe. 

A few nights later, when Tony stag- 
gered home dead drunk, Mrs. Giacobbe 
helped Paul undress her unconscious 
husband and place his nude form beside 
an open window. The mercury fell to an 
even zero. Tony developed pneumonia. 
A doctor was called; he took one look 
and prescribed medicine. 

Mrs. Giacobbe hustled the bottle of 
medicine over to Paul, who in turn pass- 
ed it along to Morris. Sleazy Morris 
substituted a lethal herb, conium, which 
is sometimes simply called hemlock. 
After all, if it was good enough for 
Socrates, it should suffice for Tony 
Giacobbe. It did. 

The funeral was a tear jerker. The in- 
surance company paid off. By previous 
arrangement, Mrs. Giacobbe kept five 
big ones for herself, while Paul and Mor- 
ris split the remaining five. 

A few months later, when Mrs. 
Giacobbe complained to Morris that 
Paul’s amorous ways had decidedly 
cooled since her tragedy, Morris could 
only offer condolences. Boys would be 
boys and there was nothing he could do 
about it. 

Morris realized he was on to a good 
thing. He and Paul looked around and 
came up with another prospect, a roofer 
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named Lorenzo, who was just dying as 
have an accident. Morris put in a ne 


wrinkle. He arranged to have the victim 


i ed. 
The unholy duo solicited the aid of 
Paul’s cousin, Herman Petrillo. What 
can we tell you about Herman, other 


than that he would do anything for 
money. Herman's function was to pose 
as Lorenzo the roofer and purchase an 
insurance policy for $10,000 with a dou- 
ble indemnity clause in case he suc- 
cumbed as the result of an accident. 

The wheels spun into motion. Paul 
seduced Mrs. Lorenzo. She would accept 
his proposal of marriage if only she were 
rid of her philandering roofer. That 
could be arranged. Herman, posing as 
Lorenzo, called the Prudential In- 
surance Co. to acquire a piece of the 
rock. The very next day, a salesman 
came around to the Lorenzo residence 
when the real Lorenzo was out on a roof- 
ing job. Herman, with Mrs. Lorenzo's 
assistance, took on Lorenzo's identity, 
and was successful in acquiring $10,000 
insurance. Herman was examined by 
Prudential’s doctor and in due course 
the policy was issued. 

Busy Herman then made the acquain- 
tance of the real Lorenzo. Under the 
pretense of selling dirty pictures, Her- 
man met his mark on a Philadelphia 
rooftop. A sneaky push, and Lorenzo's 
roofing career abruptly ended seven 
storeys below. 

Several months later, the group 
disposed of a Mr. Fierenza, who almost 
cried out to be a victim. His hobby was 
fishing. Within a year, Fierenza was 
fished out of the Schuylkill River. The 
take was $25,000. 

In 19338, Morris Bolber, Herman and 
Paul Petrillo were living high off the hog 
when they decided to expand. To 
facilitate their plans, they took on a 
fourth partner, who was herself in the 
faith healing racket. Her name was 
Carino Favato. Yes, Carino could pro- 
vide more ladies, whose husbands had a 
distinct aversion to home fires. She, too, 
was a dispenser of saltpeter. 

It is almost unbelievable to report 
that between 1932 and 1937, the gang 
did a flourishing business. Morris 
and/or Carino would dig up a disgrunted 
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‘fe. Paul would have the susceptible 
aay fall in love with him and agree to 


her husband's death. Herman would 
pose as the victim and obtain insurance. 
Soon after, the victim would die, either 
accidentally or by illness induced by 
n. 

Tie gang received one bad scare 
before the end. One day, Herman 
recognized the examining doctor as one 
who had examined him only a year 
earlier, when he had posed as another in- 
dividual. The doctor thought he knew 
Herman, but Herman said that was im- 
possible. He had never been insured 
before. The doctor agreed he must be 
mistaken. 

A loose tongue was the gang’s 
downfall. A gentleman named Harrison 
was serving time in a Philly slammer. 
For want of something better to do, he 
had invented a cleaning fluid. Upon his 
release, he was told that a chap named 
Herman Petrillo had the funds to 
market such a product. 

When approached, Herman showed 
no interest in the cleaning business, but 
upon learning that Harrison was an ex- 
con, he confided in him that he was in 
dire need of fresh victims to murder. 
Harrison listened and went directly to 
the police. Herman was picked up. 
When his picture appeared in the 
newspaper, who saw it but that Pruden- 
tial doctor who had examined him under 
two different names. The doctor cried 
foul and ran to the police. 

Herman was interrogated and 
thought it decidedly unfair that he was 
bearing the brunt of all the heat.

Carino Favato was sentenced 
to life imprisonment, as was Morris 
Bolber. He died of natural causes while 
still serving his sentence. Paul and Her- 
man Petrillo didn’t fare as-well. Both 
were executed for their crimes.

To take a look at garden construction in action, walk or drive 
around your neighbourhood, looking for what you consider to be the 
most successful exterior decorating plans. You'll soon realize that 
there is more to exterior decoration than beds of flowers, clumps of 
evergreens and the odd tree here and there. 

There may be raised beds or a stepped walk, a decorative fence or 
even a reflecting pool. And whether the plans you are looking at are 
simple or complex, they will all have one thing in common - enhance- 
ment. The home looks better, the gardens look better and all is tied 
into a harmonious whole. 

Another thing that successful landscaping and garden con- 
struction have in common is a plan, something that shows on paper 
what is going to be constructed where, whether it is a simple garden 
path or an intricate arbour. Without such a plan, you'll end up with a 
series of projects that tend to look unrelated, leaving the same im- 
pression as a busy living room filled with odds and ends and 
unrelated furniture. 

Begin your construction plan by measuring your garden and 
locating your home, including all permanent structures, such as 
walks and driveways, garages and sheds and don’t forget large trees. 
Then transfer those measurements to graph paper, letting each 
square represent one foot. And if your is an undulating lot, be sure to 
include the lay of the land, because large humps, hollows and terraces 
will have a great deal to do with the location and construction of pro- 
jects such as walls or paths. 

One more thing that successful landscaping and garden con- 
struction plans have in common is that while both start with an 
overall design, they are usually executed project by project over a 
period of months, even years. 

Start with the most urgent projects. If your yard is open to 
passers-by or the neighbour's patio, a privacy screen may be your 
first priority. Or if there is a spot that is buffeted by strong winds, a 
tence to break its force may be of prime importance. Of if you are con- 
bugs, a bird bath may be high on your list. Or if 
your s is a small city garden with soil that is exhausted or the con- 
sistency of concrete, covering the area with decorative stone and 
dullding raised beds may be predominant.

The plight of day care for the children of rural 
families must not be forgotten in the shuffle of sub- 
missions solicited by the Canadian Day Care Ad- 


cacy Association, says Patricia Morgan of 
Nrthumberland Rural Child Care Gane Pers 
thanks to Mrs. Morgan, who prepared and 
presented a submission to the assocation study this 
past year, these rural children won’t be forgotten. 


The panel went to 31 Cana- 
dian communities and heard 
from 975 individuals and 
groups. 

A general consensus shows a 
strong support for day care sup- 
plied by non-profit organiza- 
tions and funded by a mix of 
parents’ and public dollars.

Day care

Pat Morgan learned recently 
that her rural Northumberland 
day care program has received 
funding for another two years. 

Plans are in the works to 
make some changes to the day 
care program. Two permanent 
day care centres will be set up 
this summer in the eastern and 
western parts of the county. She 


hopes that school board 
facilities will be available for 
this use. 


Last summer 55 families in 
Northumberland County with 
100 children made use of the day 
care program. Costs are $10 per 
day for one child, $14 for two 
children and $18 for three or 
more children. 


Day Care 
started 
several 
years ago 


The Northumberland Day 
Care Corporation, which 
Patricia Morgan represents, has 
operated successfully for a cou- 
ple of years now and was the 
subject of a feature in Quinte 
Weekly News last summer. 

A grant from the Student 
Employment and Experience 
Development Program got them 
Started and three students 
Cared for the children in farm 
homes with women in private 
homes taking in children the se- 
cond year. 

This enables the child care 
Program to be a year round ser- 
vice which is affordable and flex- 
ible enough to provide quality 
Care for the rural children.

The issue of day care is said to 
be a key element in plans by 
Prime Minister Brian Mulroney, 
and Finance Minister Michael 
Wilson said in his recent budget 
release that a day care strategy 
will be put in place. 


The association looking at the 
matter says MPs received 519 
submissions in how to pay for 
child care: 76 per cent want 
public funds go to directly to 
the organization providing the 
service.

Rural day care, she said, has 
its own unique requirements, 
such as flexible hours that take 
into account the need for more 
child care during the busy plan- 
ting and harvesting seasons. 
She suggests that day care 
facilities should also be 
prepared to move to where they 
are needed. 


“Day cares must be adaptable 
to the diversity of the 
agricultural industry. Day care 
could be moveable,” says Mrs. 
Morgan. 


She sees child care in com- 
munity centres, church 
basements and school rooms in 
rural areas where they can be 
set up during planting season or 
moved to a dense dairy area for 
haying and to an apple area for 
fall harvest season.

grams,’ she said. ‘‘As the cost 
of educational goods and ser- 
vices has risen with inflation, 
many schools have been inade- 
quately supplied.”’ 

The cost of textbooks, for in- 
stance, has risen dramatically, 
and in addition, recent legisla- 
tion mandates that school 
boards must now pay sales tax, 
a cost from which they were 
previously exempt.

ly for new light industry, but 
would also support expansion of 
existing industries within its 
boundaries.

AIDS is spread through promiscuous sex. Granted, it is 
possible to contract the contagion through blood transfusions 
or contaminated needles, but the virus passed on there came 
from someone who was sexually promiscuous. 

Why does no one question sexual promiscuity? Is it because, 
after the sexual revolution of the sixties and seventies, no one 


wants to be a prude? A Victorian? A narrow-minded religious 


fanatic? Why do otherwise sensible people not want to ask + 


spiritual or ethical questions about a fundamental activity of 
life? 

Deep down, we know that sex and love are related, that sex 
deals in human relationships rather than one night stands. In 
short, that sex means something — and means something 
more than just a handshake. 

Condoms are nothing more than a technological solution to a 
problem in human relationships. In the face of a potential 
plague of AIDS — and experts predict nothing less — we 
should be asking fundamental questions about our relation- 
ships to one another, not just throwing a leaky technological 
solution at it. Responsible sex has much more to do with 
responsible relationships than it does with condoms, and any 
public education campaign, whether in the schools or out,

Tommy Walker, the Belleville 
Boxing Club’s most renowned 
member, hasn't always been the 
soft-spoken, well-mannered and 
goal-oriented individual that he 
is today. 

As a youngster growing up in 
various cities across Canada, 
Tommy remembers using his 
fists to protect his family’s 
honour on a daily basis. 

“T used to have to fight my 
way to school and then fight my 
way home again. Our family had 
a few brushes with the law and 
we were labelled as bad news. 
We (my brothers and I) would be 
challenged almost daily, and we 


always accepted that 
challenge,” he recalls. 

Tommy’s metamorphosis 
from streetfighter to boxer 


came about almost by accident. 
After his family moved to 
Belleville in 1982, Tommy met 
Mal Trenholm who was about to 
initiate a wrestling club. Tom- 
my had wrestled in high school 
and was willing to volunteer 
hisservices as a coach, but 
establishing a wrestling club 
proved to be cost prohibitive 
and they opted for boxing in- 
stead. Tommy’s natural boxing 
talents were evident immediate- 
ly. He worked out the first 
night, sparred the second and 
fought for the first time only six 
weeks later. He won his first 
bout by a TKO in the first 
round 

Boxing Ontario has recogniz- 
ed Walker's potential and has 
carded him under the “Best

Ever program, which targets 
talented athletes and grooms 
them for future Olympic teams. 
The money that he receives help 
defray training and travelling 
costs and allows him to spend 
time training instead of work- 
ing. 

Walker has an impressive col- 
lection of boxing titles — three- 
time Ontario Senior Open 
Champion, twice as a junior 
welterweight and once as a 
welterweight; Intermediate 
Novice 139 lb. Gold Medallist in 
1983; three-time winner of Box- 
ing Ontario’s ‘‘Boxer of the 
Month” Award; a couple of 
Most Improved Boxer Awards 
(from the early days); and last 
but not least, the prestigious 
John Trappiano Award, which 
is awarded annually for sport- 
smanship and achievement in 
boxing. Past winners of this 
award have included Sean 
O'Sullivan and Greg Gayle, two 
Canadian professionals who are 
on their way up internationally, 

In order to fulfill his lifelong 
ambition of boxing for his coun- 
try in the Olympics, Tommy is 
wrestling with the idea of mov- 


ing to Toronto in the near 








future. The lack of competitive 
sparring partners in this area 
means that he must travel in 
order toremain sharp. The 
politics ot boxing also dictate 
that he should move: a boxer 
who fights out of the Ontario 
Training Centre or a large club 
in Toronto would get more 
recognition than a fighter from 
a small club like Belleville. 
Tommy realizes the positive 
effect that boxing has had on 
his life. “It has given me some 
focus and direction in life. This 
year, I’ve maintained a 4.0 
grade average at school (he will 
graduate from the Developmen- 
tal Service Worker Program at 
Loyalist this year). The 
discipline that I’ve learned 
through boxing is directly 
responsible for that,” he says. 
At 21 years of age, Tommy is 
faced with making some major 
Career decisions. His future 
plans include finding a job as a 
developmental service worker, 
participating in the 1988 Olym- 
pics and, if he does well at the 
Olympics, turning pro. He also 





hopes to get his B.A. from the 
University of Waterloo by tak- 
ing night school courses for the 
next few years. 

When he is no longer able to 
compete in the ring, Tommy 
looks forward to putting 
something back into the sport 
that helped change his life so 
dramatically. He would like to 
get into coaching to “help the 
kids’, and to him, there is no 
better place to do it than where 
he first learned the basics, at the 
Belleville Boxing Club.

Bill Edwards, Prince Edward's District President 
for OPSTF told Quinte Weekly News that he made 
a similar presentation back in February to the 


county’s school board. 


‘This is a bread and butter type of issue,”’ he said. 
“We're not after the trustees but want to apply 


pressure on the ministry.’ 


“Parents think every teacher 
makes $45,000 a year,” he add- 
ed, explaining that they don’t 
and yet the demands on their 
time and qualifications increase 
every day. 

There are more and more 
elementary teachers with 
degrees and yet there’s been no 


increase in funds for elementary 
education,’’ he said. This is 
resulting in a lack of resources 
such as books, computers and 
books. 

“The government didn’t put 
out the appropriate funding,”’ 
said Mr. Edwards. 


Each $1 spent 
saves $7 more 


The Federated Women Teachers’ Associations of 
Ontario are doing their part in the fight for elemen- 
tary funding, ‘“‘but from a different slant,’ says 
Carley Koomans, Hastings District representative 


for the women teachers. 


“We are starting a blitz to get the public to mob 
the government for more money,”’ she explained. 


Her counterpart in Prince Ed- 
ward County is Margaret 
Westman and she spoke to this 
newspaper about the $911 gap 
that exists on a per student 
basis in government funding. 

The gap is only made worse by 
the ministry’s “great expecta- 
tions on activity based learn- 
ing,’’ she explained. Teachers 
are in favour of the new method 
but it requires more equipment. 


Again, the problem is finding 
the funds to buy all the things 
necessary to make “activity 
based learning”’ possible.

Fish running

Central Lake Ontario Sport Anglers 
RAINBOW TROUT 


Warm weather during the last few weeks has triggered the rain- 
bows up their spawning streams. With opening day slated for April 
25, it is quite possible that many of these fish will be ‘spawned out”’ 
and back out to the big lake. 

If you plan on wetting a line opening day, it would be advised to 
pre-arrange property access with the land owner to avoid the crowds. 

Because the fish are in shallow water it appears to bring out the 
worst in some so called sportsmen. Clubbing, spearing and snagging 
are rampant and our MNR does not have enough manpower to patrol 
_ the whole region. If you view these violations, do us all a favour and 
- report it. 

WALLEYE 

Again, warm weather has put a great number of walleye to their 
_ Spawning beds. Reports from the MNR’s Napanee office show a very 
healthy walleye population in Quinte waters. It wasn’t that long ago 
that the walleye reached a near die-off point in our area and the MNR 
has done a superb job of re-establishing them here. Let’s give credit 
where credit is due. 
BROWN TROUT 

Local anglers eager to get their craft afloat have boated some nice 
browns off the sand-warmed beaches of the Salmon Point - Well- 
ington area. These wary fish possess a great fighting quality and are 
excellent table fare. 

SALMON 

Still early for the Quinte area, St. Kitts and Grimsby will host 
some good action within the next week or so as the lake “turns over” 
and begins to warm there. 

TACKLE TIPS 

Recent tests have proven that ‘chartreuse’ or green yellow 
fluorescent combinations are greatly more visible in varying water 
conditions. So instead of throwing out those discoloured lures and 
spinners, touch them up with these colours or use prism tape 
available at most tackle shops. Walleye tournament anglers and 
charter boat operators have successfully used chartreuse colours for 
a few years now with enormous success.

What on earth do we want from our education system? We 
don’t know and the result is confusion and widespread distrust 
of the education system. The only thing that is clear in the 
babel of voices is that we have great expectations of education, 
whatever it is we expect of it. 

Education will always be a fighting issue because it deals in 
the lives of the nation’s next generation. Here are vested all 
our hopes and fears for our children and for the country in 
which we live. And education will always be a fighting issue 
because it takes the biggest single chunk of taxes at the local 
level. It is visibly expensive in a way that many other things 
are not. 

The feelings about education run particularly high today, 
though, and seem particularly muddled. Many parents seem to 
feel that Ontario's schools aren't doing their job — but no one 
ever articulates what that job should be. Meanwhile, the 
Ministry of Education keeps laying on new staffing and pro- 
gram requirements, but but fails to lay on more provincial 
dollars for implementation. 

Educators are caught in the middle. 

Should schools train specialists, who can slide into existing 
job slots, or generalists, who can be trained and retrained as 
technology changes? Should schools teach only the basics, or 
should they teach music and the arts? For that matter, what 
are the basics? Reading, writing and arithmetic? Sciences and 
computers? French as well as English? Canada’s history? 
Should there be more standardization in education through 
province-wide testing, or less? Should schools be instruments 
of change in society, offering courses on AIDS, drunk driving 
= other social issues? Should schools teach values, and if so, 
whose? 

The list of questions goes on and on, but the point is plain: 
we can t expect much of our educators unless we decide what 
op expect Aue week is Education Week.

Make decks BIG 


Deck location is also governed by the elements. A deck on the 
south side of the house will be open to the sun but closed to the 
predominant breezes. If north is your’choice, there will be an abun- 
dance of shade and breezes, but little or no sun. If the most conve- 
nient location is on the west side of the home, be prepared to build 
sun screens to block the northwest sky or you will end up staring into 
the setting sun. East is probably the best all-round location, pro- 
viding a rising sun for morning coffee, afternoon sun for tan wor- 
shipers and lots of shade in the heat of the evening. 

The ability of the deck to attract friends, neighbours and family 
dictates a clear message - don’t undersize your deck. And again, work 
from a plan. 

Begin by listing all possible uses: relaxing, sunbathing, eating, 
sleeping and entertaining. And then list the furniture that will be re- 
quired - and it’s a good idea to throw in a couple of storage units. 

Draw your deck to scale on graph paper and using ‘‘furniture”’ 
made up from scaled squares, rectangles and circles, lay them out on 
your drawing, making sure you leave plenty of room for aisles and 
chairs to be pulled out from a table. And then, for good measure, add 
10 per cent. 

A lot of do-it-yourselfers, armed with lumber-yard plans, like to 
take on the building of the deck. But unless you have the experience, 
leave, leave the foundation to an expert. And when he is calculating, 
ask him to cost out a foundation that would, at a later date, take the 
weight of a roof, studs on two-foot centres, screening, and glass. 

Another good feature of the deck is that it can be adapted to 
almost any location without costly grading or filling that is often the 
prerequisite to a patio or a terrace. By contrast, if you have ever 
visited the west or east coast, you have even seen decks overhanging 
the sea. 

Nor do decks have to be on a single level. If you are building on an 
abrupt slope, rather than installing a steep set of steps to the ground, 
build your deck on two levels. Not only will the descent be less 
dangerous, but the two-level construction tends to break up a large 
group into smaller conversational units. 

Ever since people began squatting on a piece of land, they started 
to erect barriers to protect it and themselves. But the purposes of to- 
day’s walls and fences go far beyond those. They can be used to 
reduce wind velocity, screen sunbathers, provide shade, shut out 
noises, garbage cans, 4 compost heap or the neighbour’s pool. And 

again, you have a choice, brick, stone or wood. As a general rule,

fences or walls are easier to construct than the deck and no small 
number of plans will be available at your nearest home construction 
centre. 

This is a good time to point out some of the similarities between the 
exterior decoration and the interior decoration of your home in order 
to further clarify the role of garden construction. 

Exterior decoration should be a free and casual extension of your 
indoor living style with areas or ‘‘rooms’’ charted for various pur- 
poses. And you can best serve those purposes with floors, walls and 
roofs. Of course, the best roof of all is a large shade tree, but you can 
build your own exactly where you want it, whether it be a simple ar- 
bour covered with vines, a gazebo or a roofed deck. 

Recognize that when you start talking roof construction, things 
start to get a little more complicated and expensive. So before you 
start getting serious about any roof structure, clearly define its pur- 
pose now and in the future. While the sole purpose of an arbour may 
be for esthetic purposes, a gazebo may someday become part of a 
larger structure, such as a terrace or a pool. And a roofed open deck 
may someday become a glassed-in sunwing. Base your present plann- 
ing on long term potential and your outdoor roofs will add a whole 
new dimension to your outdoor living plan.
